• of 1881 '(The Negotiable Instruments Act, 18S1 , as amemled by Act 414 
■ 1885), the Governor-General in Council is pleased to make the following Rales 
for the guidance and control of Notaries Public appointed under that Act, 
and fixing the fees payable to those Notaries : — 

If 

' 1 . Notaries Ibiblic shall, in transacting business under the Act, use the 
<,<form 8 set forth in thii Appendix to this Notification. 

Y *2. Besides recording declarations of payment for honour (section 113)t 
A'^'otarics Public shall, following the practice existing in the Presidency-towns, 
„*-4lso register notings and ])rotests made by them. No particular form of 
register is noc(;s.sary for these purposes, but Notaries Public shall keep a 
substantial blank book iu whicli to enter copies of all tlio letters which they 
may write presenting bills for acceptance or payment or better security ; of all 
bills* noted, or protested, or paid for honour, togetlicr with all endorsements 
thereon (including that made liy themsolvcis, to tlio effect that the bill lias 
been noted or protested for noTi-acceptance or non-payment or want of better 
scarify) ; and of all protests niadc by tbomsclves and of all (l(‘claratious made 
' ‘^by'jaayers for honour. Notaries Public shall further, after examination of 
eachvon^^ in the book, affix their signature thereto, and, where demand of 
acceptance or payment or bettor security Vas made by a clerk, shall cause him 
to affix his signature also to the entry relating to the demand. 

3. The book shall bo known as the Notarial Register, and the pnges 
thereof shall he numbered consecutively. 

4. Every Notary Public .shall yiormii the District Julge or such officer 
as the Local Govi'rnment from time to time appoints in this ‘bolialf to inspect 
his register at such times, not of toner than twice a ycarj as the District Judge 
or officer may lix. 

5. 'When the original instrument is in an Oriental language, any noting 
or protest or entry in his register which has to be mad#m ri'Speet of the 
instrument, by a Notary Public may bo nyide either in ^t language or iu 
English. 

• 6. In making presentments of bills or notes, Notaries Public shall 
observe the provisions of Chapter V of the Act : 

Provided that it shall not ho necessary for a Notary Public to allow th# 
drawee of a bill of oxchauge time for deliberation as provided by section 03. i'* 

7. Every Notary Public shall use a plain circular sdhl, bearing, if pi 
lias been appointed by name, his name and the niimc of the local »rca witmp 
which he lias been a]>i)ointed to exercise his functions and the circumscriptt^ 

Notary Public,” and, if ho lias been appointed by virtue of his office, tJM 
name of his office and of the local area vin'thin which he has been appomi^ 
to ^ercise his functions and the (S^upiscription ” Notary Public.”

The following Act of the Governor General 
of India in Council received the assent of His

Tlie former Government drew all eiition to th(‘ ab.senee oF any provision authori.siug 
the delentioii of supposed lunaties for observation, and the latter to Ihn inconvenience ensuing 
from the jnovision which reipiires lunatics who are not natives of the country to be sent in 
all cases l.o an asylum at the jin'sidcncy. 


4. Jt apiv'ared^to us 1 hat express ]>rovisiou onf>ht to be made for the detention of 
supposed lunatics. Asa nnjtler of jiraclice Uiev :ire delaincd, for in many eases the medical 
officer is not in a position to form an opinion on the (picstioii whetlnT or not a person is a 
lunatic until he lias had tlie person under okservation for sonic days. The detention is 
probably leg^al where it is authorised by the Magistralo (I. Ij. H. 9 Cal. ^.Ud), but it 
is desirable lliat there should be no room for doubt as to th(» legality of a ])melicc which 
is in fact absolutely necessary. We considered it desirable, however, before suhinitting* our 
Report, to consult Local Giwernment.s, and we therefore circulated a draft. danse proposing, in 
accordance with the advice of the Snrn'tjon-Gcaicral, a jieriod of ten days as the maximum 
term of df^tentioii for purposes of observation, Wc have now, after coiisideriiij;^ the rejilies to 
our circular, proposed to extend tlic term to fourteen days, and to anthorisf* Local Govern- 
ments to mak«> rules as to the place of det.eutioii, and the care and treatment, of su23])osed 
lunatics. 


5. The proposal of the Punjab Government with respect to the establishment of asylums 
at other places tlian the presiihuicy-towri.s for lunatics who arc not natives of the country was 
referred hy us to other Local Govern men l.s, and ha.s been apjirovnd by them. Wcliave provided, 
therefore, that the Governor-General in Council may, with rcs]>ect to any part of British India 
which is not annexed to a presidency, or is more than three hundred miles from a presidency- 
town, direct that any lunatic asylnni iinrncd in the order shall he deemed lor 'that part to bo a 
lunatic asylum at the presidency for the ]mrposes of the Act. 


0. Section 9 of the Act' epipowers tho visitors of a lunatic asylum to order the discharge^ 
of any ])erson detained in the a-sylum. As the Code of Criminal ih-ocedure, 1882, and the 
Prisoners A<;t, 1871, reserve that power in cerhiin cases to other authorities, wo have proposed 
to prefix to that section an express saving of the iirovision.^ of other enactments.

3. We have proposed in an additional section to validate the exercise by the Lieutenant- 
Governor of the North-Western Broviuoes of the powers of the Governor-Geneiiil in Council 
under Regulation Lll of 1803 which the Lieiit,<‘nant-G()vernor seems to have exercised with- 
out question throughout the forty years which elapsed betwecMi the constit ution of his otliee and 
the repeal of the Regulation. When the Bill was under consideration some two years ago, 
the interests of the parties to a suit then pending might have been aiTetd.ed by the. validation 
of the exercise of these powers, and it was therefore decided tiliat our Rtjport should be delayed 
till the suit Lad been disposed of. There is now, so far as w'c are aw'are, no litigation before 
any Court whieh can be indueneed in any way by the enactment of the section which we 
propose to add to the Bill.

honour to submit this our Report. 

2. We have, in aceordaner* wiUi the advice of the Chief Commissioner, provided in section 
1 that certain porligiis of the Bill shall not come intd foreo at once. It is d(»siral«le that 
saetions 6 to 11 of the Bill, as amended by us, shuidd not have oflFcet until the Civil and 
Criminal Justice Regulations, which have Wn dmwn, and for the most part settled, have 
been finally proposed liy the Chief (\)inmissioner and have reiiciveil the assent of the Govermw- 
Geiieral under the Statute 33 VieJoria, cluipler 3 . 

8, Section 3 , regarding the division of Upper Burma into divisions, districts, sub-divi- 
flioUH, townships and circles, will serve the purposes of the Regulations which the ('hief Com- 
missioner is about to jjroposo. 

4 . Sirji >0 4 has l)cen so modified as to oov(3r, it is believed, the language of all enact- 
ments in force in Ijowor Burma. 

R. Section 6 has been so amended as define more precisely the local area to wdiich 
the Second Part of the Secemd Scln^dule is to apjdy. The Shan States are excluded from the 
operation of this and the next following section. 
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6. Section 7. — (1) The section (7) which it was pro])osod to add to Act VI of 1864 will 
te rendered unnecessary by the application to Upper hiirina of 6e(*tions 690 to 395 of the 
Code of Criminal Proci'dure by the ])ropi»sed Criminal Justi(?e llcgulation. 

(2) It is proposed to amend section 25 of the Indian Rvidcnee Act, 1872, in its applica- 
tion to Upper Burma, l>ecause Thugyis and Myothngyis will, besides being police-officers, be 
local Magistrates and Judges. 

(3) The modification of section 10, Act XIX of 1870, will substantially continue the law 
as it was found in Upper Burma with ra-jpeet.to pwi\^ or dramatic entertainments, and as it 
seems desirable to rriuiutain that law for the present. 

7/ Section 8 provides that British Indian law shall not extend propria vigor e to any of 
the Shan States. 

8. Sections 9, 10 and 11 remain, with slight modifications, as they were in the Bill as 
introduced. 

9. We have added some Acts to the First Pari of the Second Schedule. Am*)ng them 
* are the Court-fees and Slamj) Acts, the Presidency Banks Acts, the Indian Companies Act 

and the Land Improvement Loans Act. The* o[)eration of I he Court-fees and Stamp Acts will 
bo limited by notifications to he issued when those Acts eoire into force. The fact that the^ 
Bank of Bengal contemplates the establishment of a brunch at Mandalay necessitates the 
extension of the Presidenty Banks Acts. The Indian (.'ompanies Act may be required at any 
time; and the local autliorities advise the extension of the Land improvement Loans Act for 
the purposes of loans to be made for irrigation-works. 

10. The jurisdiction to be coiift*rred on, and the rules to be prescribed for, the Civil 
Court of Mandalay will render necesFary the extension of the Provincial Small Cause Courts 
Act, XI of 1865, and the Code of Civil Procedure to the Town of Mandalay. 

11. Oilier amendments of the Bill do not call for remark.

STATEMENT OF OHJECTS AND REASONS. 

Thr object of this Bill is to .provide for the ejection or exclusion in certn.in c.ii’Ciim- 
«tiiiiees of strangers frodn village-sitos occupied by Karens and other indigenous tribes of 
Burma. 

2. It would soem that Bui*mnn, Bhnn or Chinese .strangers occssionullr settle in ‘Karen ' 
yill^es and cause very great annoyance to the Karens, n’ ho, in some cases, from shyness or 
tittiidit}', do nut' nisist the intruders, whilst in others they have been goadtal into acts of 
luwle8.-uiess. Tlie missionaries, who know more of the Karens than any English or 
Barman Government oflTicers, are very prsistent in urging that power must be taken to 
preserve the Karens, es|«cially the wilder Karens in secluded tracts, from intruders. Mr. 
Orosthwaite, when oflicialing as ('hief Commis>i(iaer of British Burma, proposed to issue rules 
providing for the ejection of intruders from Karen vilhgc« ; but it was found on further consi- 
derntion that no rules of the kind could be enforcwl with.uit legal sauctioii. The present Chief 
Commissioner, sharing Mr. Crosthwaite’s views has urged on the (JovernTnent the necessity 
for legi'^latioii. in the absence of which he fears that tlie Karen and similar tribes may eithii 
he driven out of their settlemeuts or resort to lawless means of getting rid of intruders. 

3. In these circumstances, the present Bill Iws been prepared. Though of a some- 

tyliat exceptional nature, it appears to the Government of India Ui he warraiite"l by the jiecn- 
liarities of the relations of tlio'ie indigenous tribe's and their neighbours. Fml.lier, it is sup- 
(lorted by the analogy of the provisions of section 4 of the Oaro Hills llegiilation, I of 
ivhich jirohihit the acquisition of interests in land in those hills by striingers except undet 
Special sanction. ^ 

4. The provisions of the Bill are very simple. Seetion 1, sub-section (3), empowers 
the Chief Commissioner to apply the proposed Act to such local areas as he may by not ilicatioii 
jirescrihe, while section 3 defines the term village so ns to restrict the operation of the jiroposed 
law ti> purely rural tracts. Section 4 declares the Circumstances under wliich a resident or 
intending resident may he excluded or ejected from a village. These are that the majority 
of the residents of the village Itelong to some indigenous tribe and that not less than ne-half 
of the cultivating householders of the village desire ejection or oxi lusion of the rosidciit or in- 
tending resident, who must not he of the same tribe as the inajorily of (ho residents of 
the village, or cultivate land within three miles of tlie village or have resided in the village 
for twelve years or upwards. The seetion further provides for eumjiensatioii to persons who 
have^ been compelled to vacate any land or house in a village in consequence of their 
ejection tliew'from. Und''r section 5, the Cliief Commissioner has power to make rules 
with the sanction of the Govcriior-t General in Council prescribing the mode in which the 
desire of the cultivating Iiouscholders (if a village to eject or exclude any one therefrom is to 
he ascertained and recorded, empowering cciiain persons to eject, or exclude persons in pur- 
suance of the ,ri corded desire and on behalf of the eultivating housoliolilcrs, and preserihiug 
the procedure to be followed in simli cases, and the inode in which compeiisatiuii under 
the proposed Act is to be ascertained, 'llie section further enables the Local Govern- 
ment to direct in any rule that a breach of it shall he putiishcii with fine which may extend to 
one hundred rupee-, or with imprisonment which may extend to tlii-ee months, or with both. 
Lastly, section 0 contains tiie usual formal matter as to the proecdiire for making and publish* 
ing ^es.

ACT XXXVI OF 1858 AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Iliikrt moved that the Report of the Select jComroititee 
-on the Bill to amend Act XXX VI of 1858 {an Act relating to Lunatic A^y,lums\ 
ibe taken into consideration.

requirement that lunatics who are Natives of India .sjhould in all cases be sept to 
an asylum at the Presidiaicy. The reasons for these raoditications of the Bill 
are explained in the Report of the Select Committee, and I need not add to tl^ 
explanations which are to be found there.’’ 

The Motion w.is put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ilbert also moved that the Bill, as amended, ibe. 
passed. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR’S (N.-W. ’p.) FUNCTIONS BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ilrert also moved that the Report of the Select Com- 
mittee on the Bill to legalizi; the disi'harge by the Lieutenant-fjovernor of tl^e 
North-Westtirn Provinces of cf'rlain funeiions assigned to the Governor Gen- 
eral in .Council be taken into consideration. He said: — 

“ The passing of, this Bill has been delayed for .some time because jt wfAS 
jiroposed to add to it a section valid.iting the exercise by the Lieatcpant-Goverppr 
.of the North-Western Provinces of certain jiowers under a Regulation of 1^3, 
which he appears to have exercised without question during the forty years tfapt 
olapsed.bctw'een the constitution of, his oifice and the.rcpq^l of the fReguIatipp. 
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The proposal was quite reasonable, but there was at the time that it was made 
just a possibility that its adoption might affect the interests of some parties to a 
suit then pending, and accordingly thenirlhcr progress of the Bill was postponed. 
There is now, so far as I am aware, no litigation before any Court which can be 
influenced by the addition of the proposed section, and therefore it has been added 
to the Bill. 

, “ We have also removed from the schedule to the Bill a Regulation of i8ot>, 

to which reference has been made unnecessary by the passing of the little Act of 
this year about the Mirzapur stone-quarries.” 

The Motion w’as put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ilbert also moved that the Bill, as amended, be passed. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

BURMA INDIGENOUS TRIBES PROTECTION BILL. 

The Hon’blc Mr. Ilbf.RT also introduced the Bill to provide for the pro- 
tection of Indigenous Tribes in Burma, and moved that it be referred to a 
Select Committee consisting of the. Hon’ble Sir A; Colvin, the Hon’ble Mr. 
Quinton and the Mover. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ilbkrt also moved that the Bill and Statement of 
Objects and Reasons be published in the British Burma Gazette in English 
and in such other languages as the Local Administration thinks fit. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

UPPER BURMA LAWS BILL. 

The Hon’blc Mr. Ilbert also presented the Report of the Select Com- 
mittee on the Bill to declare the law in force in Upper Burma, remarking that, 
though it was only formally laid on the table on that day, it had been in the 
hands of hon’ble members for the last few days ; and under those circumstances 
he had no hesitation in asking that it should bo taken into consideration at once. 

It was desirable, for administrative reasons, that there should be no avoidable 
delay in the passing of the Bill. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ilbert also moved that the Report be taken into con- 
sideration. He said : — 

“ W’hen introducing this Bill in July la.st, I said that its object was to lay 
the foundation of a system of law for Upper Burma, and I explained the system 
under which that Province had been provi.sionally administered under British 
rule. Since then I have seen statements to the effect that the provisions of 
,the law have been totally ignored in Upper Burma, and that the people of that 
Province have been deprived of the safeguards against injustice to which they 
are leg.ally entitled. As such statements are calculated to convey an entirely 
erroneous impression of the facts, it may be desirable that 1 should, at the risk of 
repetition, describe again the nature of the provisional administration which this- 
measure and the Regulations by which it is to be supplemented are intended to 
supersede. 'Phat administration has been conducted in accordance with certain 
provisional instructions, which were framed by Sir Charles Bernard and approv- 
ed by the Government of India. . The object of those instructions was to apply 
to Upper Burma the provisions of the Indian Codes so far as they were appli- 
cable to the circumstances of the country and suitable to the customs and habits 
of the people. Certain variations from the precise procedure laid down by the 
Codes were considered necessary. Among the most important of these varia- 
tions was the substitution for the method of appeals provided by the Codes of 
a system of review and revision by superior authorities. With the view 
of securing regularity of procedure and guarding against failures of justice, 
special stress w'as laid on the excrci.se of the powers of review and revision thus 
conferred, and all those who are familiar with the administration of justice in 
frontier tracts are aware how much better these powers are adapted to the 
circumstances of such tracts than the ordinary procedure of appeal provided by 
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the Codes. 1 need not go through the other variations between the instructions 
and the Codes. They are all of a simil.ir character, and such as were rendered 
necessary by the exceptional and transitional state of things with which we had 
to deal, 

“I believe that these instructions have worked satisfactorily, and 'have 
proved to be well adapted to their purpose. Careful isiquiry has been made 
into all cases in which officers of thi: British Adiulnistrati'.>’.i h sve been charged 
with oppressive conduct, or abuse of the powers entrusted to them; and the 
result of the inquiry has been in ea< h case to sliow that the c'large either had 
been grossly exaggerated or had no foundation in fact. As to one point there 
can be no room for doubt, namely, that, notwithstanding the difficulties with 
which our officers have had to contend, the administration of justice in Upper 
Burma under British rule has constituted an immense advance on anything which 
existed under the late regime. 

“ I am aware that the 'instructions’ are open to technical objections, on 
the ground that certain Indian Acts, including the general Codes, w'ere extended 
to Upper Burma by the mere fact of its incorporation in the Indian Empire, 
and that the instructions issued last spring are not in precise accordance with 
those Acts. But it was obviously impossible to work those Acts immediately 
and w’ithout modification in a Province so situated as Upper Burma. Th(t choico 
practically lay between adherence to th(t letter of the law and obs Tvance of its 
spirit, and we preferred the latter ('ourse. In asking the Council, as I do by 
this Bill, to give retrospective validity to the •provisk)nal instructions of last 
spring, I eonlidently affirm that I arn not asking th('m to condone any act, 
omission or practice inconsistent with the substantial interests of justice. 

“ I have said that the law embodied in this Bill will be sufiplemented by 
Regulations under the Statute of 1870. Until this Bill has been p ssed, there 
will be no authority competent to submit those Regulations in the manner 
required by the Statute. But much time has been devoted to then\during the 
last few months; they have been carefully considered by the Government of 
India in consultation with the local authorities; they are now in a very fonvard 
state of preparation; ami 1 belu*ve that a very short time will (‘hpse before 
they become law. When it is remembered how long a period elac.sed before 
anything like a settled system of law was introduced .into sui:h Provinces as 
Oudh and the Punjab, it will be seen that the Government is not i hargeable 
with undue delay in the performance of its task of providing a Code of laws 
suitable to the circumstances of its new Province. 

“ To return to the Bill. The alterations made by th Select Committee are 
neither numerous nor important, and are all, or nearly all, based on suggestions 
made by Sir Charles Bernard after consultation with his officers. 

“ There are certain provisions of the Bill W'hich ought to come into force 
simultaneously w’ith the Regulations to w'hich I have referred, and we have 
therefore postponed their operation for a period which will not, I hope, exceed 
a fpw weeks. We have also dtdined somewhat .mori- precis.dy the local area to 
which certain parts of the Bill are’ to apply. Th -re is no pr^s mt intention 
of importing British law into the Shan Stitis, and therefore we 'have 
excluded those States from the operation of the laws vvhieh we declare in force 
in Upper Burma, merely reserving a power, which may possibly be useful 
hereafter, to introduce into any portions of those St ites such laws, if any, 
as may be required. We have made a few addition il modifications in the Acts 
scheduled for application to Upper Bufma in the narrower s mse of the word, and 
we have made a few additions to the list of those Acts. But, as will be seen 
from our Report, none of these alterations are of any material importance, and the 
Bill which I am asking the Council to pass is, in all its su\).stantial features, that 
which was introduced last July.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ilbert also moved that the Bill, as amended, be passed. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 
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MILITARY COURTS OK REQUESTS ABOLITION BILL 

The Hon’ble Major-Genekal Chesnev moved for leave to introduce 
a Bill to abolish Military Courts of Requests as established by Indian Military 
Law. He .said: — 

“ Courts of Requests were first established in India by a Regulation of the 
year 1810/ and theoujeet was staud to be to afford means to sutlers and others 
of obtaining a remedy in case of debt against military officers and soldiers and 
also to ent ourage sutlers and oth’^rs to settle in military cantonments. The 
law was first recognized by the English Statute Law in 1825; at that time 
practically a sutler or trader in a c.imp had no remedy against an officer or 
soldier for the Ufcovery of small claims, and these Courts were established only 
to afford such means of remedy. But in course of time, as Simill Cause Courts 
have extended throughout India, the necessity for separate Courts of. this kind 
no longer exists ; in Lot, the Courts are merely the relic of a state of. things 
which has long pass >d ;i\vay, and moreover, as stated in the Statement of Objects 
and Reasons, Military Courts of Requests are in many respects more severe 
than either the Engnslr law contemplates or the Government of India would 
now be prepared to .allow if legislating in the first instance.* It is therefore pro- 
posed to .ibolish Military Courts of Requests, so far as such abolition is 
• not repugnant to the provisions of the English Army Act. 

“ The Statement of Objects .ind Reasons expjains the nature of the pro- 
posed Bill.” ‘ 

The Motion was put and agr<*ed to. 

The Hon’ble Maiok-Gknkrai. Chicsnmcy also introduced the Bill. 

The Hon’blc Majok-Gkneral Ches.N’EY also moved that the Bill and 
Statement of Objects and Reasons be published in the Gazette of India 
in English and in the local official Gazettes in English and in such other 
languages as the Local Governments think lit. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

OUDH WASIKAS BILL. 

The Ilon'ble Mr. QutNTON moved that the Report of the Select Com- 
mittee on th.i Bill to declare certain allow inces collectively known as Oudh 
Wasikas to be pensions within the meaning of the Pensions Act, 1871, be taken 
into consideration. He said : 

“The Soh'ct Committee have altered the Bill in two points. They 
have, firstly, f>mittcd those portions of it which contained .any reference to the 
5th Oudh loan, as tlie Lo( al Government have brought to their nofice that there 
are no pensions under th't loan now remaining, all allowances or pensions pay- 
able on account of it having been commuted in accordance with the terms of 
the treaty under which the loan was made. * 

“ S ’conJly, they have re-draft«cl section 2 of the Bill so as to make it 
clear that the aliow. nccs arc declared to be within the meaning of the Pen.sions 
Act, with no ult.’rior t.>liicct but only for the limited piirpo.se of barring the juris- 
diction of the Civil C iurls in respect of claims relating to these allowances 
except on certain conditions, and of protecting them from attachment at the in- 
.stanee of creditors. 

" There is nothing novel in th'^-se provisions. They have in effect been acted 
on since th" annexation of Oudh, and ’rules on those matters were drawn up 
under section 14 of the Pensions Act of 1871, the applicability of which to the 
V.’asika allow'anccs has only within a recent period been the subject of doubt. 
In the Statement of Objects and Reasons 1 intimated that the legislation 
respecting the Tiij M il'-ll’s pension in 1880 snggosted a question as to 
Wasikas. being pensions within the meaning of the Pensions Act of 1871 ; and a 
year or two ago, Mr. Young, then the officiating and now thfi substantive Judicial 
Cominis.sioner of Oudh, ruled that these allowances were liable to attachment 
under civil decrees as being outside the Pensions Act. On the correctness of 
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this judgment I offer no opinion, but it is opposed to the practice which has 
obtained under the orders of Government for 30 years, and, unless that practice 
was inexpedient, has rendered legislation inevitable in the interests of the 
Wasikaddrs themselves. The Government believes, however, that the practice 
which has hitherto obtained is salutary, that these allowances should not be- 
come the subject of litigation in the Civil Courts, and that the holders of them 
should not be reduced to destitution by the attachment of them in execution of 
civil decrees. 

• “ The letter of the Commissioner of Lucknow printed as a paper on the 
Bill, memorials received by the Select Committee and by the Government, and 
notices of the measure in the public Press show nevertheless that the scope of the 
Bill has been misapprehended, and that in many quarters a notion prevails that 
under cover of this enactment Government intend to facilitate the resumption or 
reduction of Wasikas at some future time and to appropriate funds for which 
they are bound to account as trustee. 

• “ As to the former point I hope the explanation I have just given of the 
meaning and effect of the Bill will dispel all misunderstanding ; and as to the 
latter, if I am called upon to notice such imputations, I can only say that the 
Bill makes no alteration in the position of Government in respect of these 
allowances, and that all courses now open to claimants against Government on 
account of them will be equally open to them after the Bill becomes law." 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Quinton also moved that the Dill, as amended, be 
passed. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

OUDH RENT BILL. 

The Hon’blc Mr. Quinton also presented the Report of the Select 
Committee on the Dill to consolidate and amend the law relating to Rent in 
Oudh. 

The Council adjourned to Thursday, the 30th September, 1886.

General Remarks. — Except in the Central and Southern Divisions of the Bombay Presid* 
ency, where there has been a slight fall, and in Mysore, Coorg, Bengal, Assam, and Lower\Burma, 
there has been little or no rain during the week under report. 

The ifrArtA'//’ crops in Bombay, the Central Provinces, Hyderabad, Berar, Central India, artd 
Rajputana, are in considerable need of more rain, but, so far, the prospects are not unfavourable. 
In tne North-Western Provinces and Oiulh the kharif crops are good, and the harvest has com* 
menced in some places. In Madras the standing crops are generally in good condition. 

The rice crop in Bombay requires more rain ; and in the Central Provinces it has suffered 
greatly from the long break in the weather. In Bengal the early rice is being harvested, and, except 
in inundated tracts, the yield is good ; the winter rice generally promises well. In Lowei Burma 
the rice crop is healthy and prospects arc good. 

Hahi operations have commenced in Bombay, the North-Western Provinces ^nd Oudh, the 
Central Provinces, Hyderabad, and Rajputana, and sowings have been made in places. 

The public health continues satisfactory in all Provinces. 

Prices are rising in the Central Provinces and falling in Coorg. Elsewhere they are generally 
stationary.

Abstract Returns of Accidents to trains, &c., on the open lines of Railway in India for 
the quarter ended 81st March 1886. 

Obbbbvations.— As compared with the oorresTOnding quarter of die pre* 
vious year, the number of accidents to trams, rollingHstock, permanent-way, 
&o., shows a decrease of 152 or 22*16 per cent, against an increase of 375*25 
wiiifli^ or 818 per cent, in the mean mileage open, and of 200 , 744 miles or 1*76 
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per cent, in the train>niileage. The following are the Railways on which the 
numbers chiefly vary : —

2. Besides the above there were 21 accidents on the Jorhat Railway, from 
which line no returns had been received for the first quarter of 1886. 

3. The hugest increase was on the East Indian Bailway; but looking at 
the particular headings under which the accidents occurred, there is notmng 
to call for special note in connection with the increase. 

4. On the Bajputana-Malwa Bailway the decrease chiefly took place 
under “ Trains running into stations or sidings at too high a speed,*’ *' Trains 
running over cattle on the line ” and *' Broken rails,’* the number of accidents 
recorded under these heads being 1, 23 and nil against 8, 31 and 6 respec- 
tively. 

6. The largest decrease on the North-Western Railway is due to the 
absence of any accidents under ** Goods trains or parts of goods trains, engines, 
&c., leaving the rails,’* “ Trains running oyer obstructions on the line,” *' The 
bursting of boilers or tubes, &c., of engines,” “The failure of machine]^, 
springs, &c., of engines,’* “Eailure of couplings” and “ Other accidents,” while 
in the corresponding quarter of 1886 the accidents classed under these beads 
numbered 82 in all. 

6. Of the decrease of 39 accidents on the Eastern Bengal Railway 26 
were under “ Trains running over cattle on the line *’ and 9 under “ Failure of 
machinery, springs, &c., of engines.” 

7. On the Southern Mahratta, Northern Bengal and South Indian Rail- 
ways there was no large increase or decrease under any particular class of 
accidents. 

* 8. On the Great Indian Peninsula Railway the decrease mainly obettrf^ 
under “ Fire in trains,’* the number of accidents returned being 17 against 87. 
The number of “ Goods, trains or parts of goods trains, engmes, &c., leaving the 
rails” also shows a decrease from 13 to 8. 

9. The casualties resulting from accidents to trains, &o., weib; flifiong 
passengers and others; 6 injured against 3 killed and 22 injured, and among 
servants, 11 injured against 6 kiUed^ and 11 injured. It appears from the line 
returns that of these casualties 3 pa^ngers were slightly injm^ on the East 
Indian Railway by the outgoing engine of a jiassenger train having been 
backed against .the train, with considemble force at Asampl on the 26th Mamh 
188^; 3 sej^ants were injured — ^1 slighuy, and 2 teribusly—]^ kh iiccl^nt 
to is^ lorry on the Great Indian F6nins:^a Railway on the 18th February 1886;

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11. The number of oases of ** Goods trains, or mrts of goods trains, 
engines, &o., leaving the rails ** shows a decrease from 77 to 46, or of 82. On 
the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Beilway there was only 1 aoddent un- 
der this head against 11 in the correi^nding quarter of 1885 ; on the Ghreat 
Indian Peninsula Bailway 8 against 18 ; on the Bengal and North-Western 
B>ailway 1 against 5 ; and on the North-Western Bailway nil against IL 

18. The cattle accidents numbered 197 against 226, the decrease being main- 
ly due to the number of cases on the Eastern Ben^ Bailway being only 28 
against 64. 

13. Under ** Bursting of boilers, or tubes, &c., of engines’* there has 
been a considerable decrease, the number of accidents being 9 against 27. It 
is noteworth;;^ that no accident of this kind occurred on the North-Western 
Bailway during the quarter under review, although there were no less thftn 21 
such cases recorded against that line in the corresponding quarter of 1886. 

14. The number of “Pailures of machinery, springs, &c., of engines,” alan 
shows a decrease of 13 or 24 per cent., owing chiefly to ^e absence of any 
accident on the North-Western Bailway against 20 in the corresponding quar- 
ter of 1886, and to there being only 6 accidents against 15 on the Eastern 
Bengal Bailway. The accidents of this class were the most numerous on the 
Jorhat Bailway, the number being 14 or one-third of the total number. 

16. Out of 7 cases of ‘‘Pailure of axles,” 6 occurred on the Bajpntana- 
Malwa Bailway ; and of 30 cases of ** Pailure of couplings,” 6 occurred on the 
Bajputana-Malwa, and 9 on the Eastern Bengal Bailway. The return of the 
North-Western Bailway does not show a single accident under the latter head, 
while in that for the first quarter of 1885, 12 such accidents were recorded. 

16. Under ** Pire in trains ” the number of cases diminished flrom 78 to 
66, of which 16 or 29 per cent, occurred on the North-Western Bailway and 
17 or 31 per cent, on the Great Indian Peninsula Bailway. On the latter 
line, however, there has been a decrease of 20 accidents or 54 per cent, imder 
this head. 

17. The number of accidents classed as " Other accidents ” was the largest 
on the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Bailway, being 15 out of a total 
of 32.

STATEMENT OF ORTECTS AND REASONS. 

Tmc object of this Bill is to provide for the eiei*tion or exehision in certain cii*cnm- 
stanees of stran<^ers from villaf;e-sites oceupied by Karens and other indigenous tribes of 
Ibirma. 

2, It would seem that Buvmnn, Shan or Chinese strann^ers oec;asionally settle in Karen 
villages and eause very j^rroat annoyance to the Kanms,. who, in some eases, from sliyness or 
timidity, do not resist the intriub*rs, whdst in others they have been i^oaded into" arts of 
lawlessness. The missionaries, who know more of the Karens than any Kn.iflish or 
Bnrman (jovernment ofTi<*ers, are very persistent in ur*>[>in;.f that, power mu'^t be taken to 
preserve the Karens, espeeially the wilder Karens in seelndeil traets, freiri intruders. Air. 
Crosthwaite, when ollieial-ins;; as ('hief C<unniissioner (d* British Burma, propostnl to issue rules 
providin;;’ for tin* ejection of intruders from Karen vill:nj:es ; but it was found on further consi- 
deration that no ruie-! of tlio kind eouM lie eiifore(‘d without lejrtd sanction. The present Chief 
Commissioner, shariiiir Air. Croslliwaite’s views has nrj^ed on llie tjovernment the necessity 
for leji^islhtion, in thf» al'seiev of whioh he fears that the Karen and similar tribes may citlnr 
lie driven out of lln-ir seillmnents or resort to lawless means of rid »>£ intruders.

Under F(*etion 5, the Cliief Commissioner has p(»wer to make rules 
with tbe sanction of the (iovenidr-Meneral in Council presciibiiify llic mode in which the 
desire of the cultivat in|nr householders of a villajje to eject or exclude any one therefrom is to 
he asoeutained and recorded, (*mpowerinjj: certAiii persons to eject or exclude persons jmr- 
suance of the record* d desire and on behalf of the cultivating householders, and jirescribing 
the piMceduro to be followed in such cases, and the mode in whi*;h <i(impensation under 
the proposed Act is to be asccrtaiiie*!. The section further enables the Local (Jov*‘rn- 
mont to direct in any rule that a breach of it sliali be punished with fine whicli may extend to 
one hundred rupees, or with imprisonment which may extend to three montlis, or with both. 
Lastly, section G contains the usual formal matter as to the procedui'e for makiiig and publish- 
ing rules. .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND EEASONS. 

Thx object of this. Bill is, by repealing that portion of Indian military law whieii 
relates to Military Courts of Bequests, to make the provisions of the Army Act, 1881, re- 
specting Courts of Bequests in India (44 ft 45 Viet., c. 68, ss. 148-151), apply to Her 
Majesty's Indian forces, and thus to place those forces, with respect to indebtedness, in the 
same position as the rest of the British Army. In this respect the law enacted nearly half a 
century dgo for the Indian army is more severe .than Parliament has seen Kt to enact for 
the other branches of Her Majesty’s regular forces or than the Council of the Governor- 
General' would now enact.

MILITARY COURTS OF REQUESTS ABOLITION BILL. 

The Hon’ble Major-Genkral Cmesney moved that the Bill to abolish 
Military Courts of Requests as established by Indian Military Law' be referred 
to a Select Committee consisting of the Hon’ble Mr. Ilbert, the Hon’ble Mr. 
Peile and the Mover. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

OUDH RENT BILL. 

The Hon'ble Mr. Qdinton moved that the Report of the Select Com- 
mittee on the Bill to »‘onsolidule and amend the law relating to Rent in Oudh 
be taken into consideration. He said : — 

“ 1 would ask Council to give me their attention while I attempt to describe 
briefly the course which the Bill has taken since it was referred to the Select 
Committee, and to account for some of tht; more important changes in it which 
we recommend. I shall pass over those points which will be discussed on the 
amendments standing on the paper in the name of my hon’ble friend Rana 
Shankar Baksh Singh. 

" The Bill was duly published for the information of those concerned ; it was 
sent to the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudli for a further 
expression of opinion ; and that Government in turn invited on it the opinions of 
selected officers. Further, a committee of the Taluqdiirs Association assembled 
at Lucknow in August and discussed the measure in great detail among them- 
selves and in almost daily consultation with the Government — His Honour the 
Lieutenant-Governor having come down from Naini Tal and remained at 
Lucknow a fortnight for this purpose. I would also remind Council that the 
enquiries which led to Government’s undertaking this legislation began so far back 
^as 1881, and that the main principles of the Bill have been under discussion for 
the past three years. 

‘ “ The Bill as finally settled by the Select Committee is the outcome of these 

consultations and discussions, and is based almost entirely on the recommenda- 
tions of the Local Government, which in preparing the measure has paid great 

A 
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regard to the representations of the Taluqdars, who as^ landlords own t^ee-fifths 
of the soil of the Province. Those gentlemen are entitled to great credit for the 
loyalty and public spirit with which they have advanced to meet the wishes of 
Government in devising measures for the protection of the tenantry, and .this- 
attitude of theirs has naturally secured for their representations the most favourabUr 
consideration consistent with securing the objects of the bill both with the 
Local Government and the Select Committee. The amendinents to be brought 
forward today by my hon 'hie friend will show that, except in a few points, - 
and those by no mean.s the most important regulated by the Bill, — the Taluqdars 
have little fault to lind with it. 

“Section 4 of the Bill as introduced barred contracts made before or after 
the passing of the Act, whic h would have the effect of defeating the provisions of 
the Bill respecting the enham'ement of rents and ejectment of tenants in whose 
favour statutory tenancies were created. 

“My hon’ble friend Rana Shaiilvar Baksh Singh in his speech on the motion to 
refer to Select Committee, and the Association of the Taluqdars at Lucknow, ob* 
jected to the section as too general, and as making no allowance for reclamation - 
lea.ses in jungle and alluvial lands, and for reclahialions effected by or at the expense 
of the landlords. Similar representations were al.so made on behalf of persons on 
whom Government had conferred grants of waste-land in Oudh. These grants 
had been made on special conditions, which for the most part contemplated or re- 
quired a gradual extension of the cultivation. The fairness of the objection.'^ 
w-as admitted by the Lieutenant -Governor and the Select Committee, and the 
section has been amended so as to exclude from its operation for a period of 
fourteen years contracts in respect of land brought under cultivation by reclama- 
tion-leases or at the expense of the landlords after it has lain waste or fallow for 
periods exceeding seven years. It will not, we btdieve, pay a landlord to allow 
land to lie fallow for seven years in order to get round the provisions of the Bill 
respecting enhancement of rent and ejet'tment ; and, on the other hand, a landlord 
would, in most cases, have great difficulty in obtaining at first from tenants 
admitted to th(; cultivation of such land a rent which would be at all fair or 
adequate for a period of seven yi;ars. As we have amended the section, a 
landlord will be able to let the land at progressive rents agreed upon between 
the parties. 

“ The same principles apply to alluvial lands which are periodically 
surveyed by Government in order to determine what alterations should be made 
in the revenue, and to w’aste-land grants ; but w'e have on the suggestion of the 
Lieutenant-Governor, and in view' of the exceptional and fluctuating nature of their 
cultivation, included these two classes of land in Schedule 1) of the Bill, which 
will have the effect of taking them out of the operation of the sections relating to 
enhancemmit and ejectment In alluvial tracts cultivation may vary from year to 
year, and in waste-land grants the special conditions on which they were made 
Kave given rise to a system of cultivation with w'hich interference is not necessary 
or desirable. 

“ Compensation for disturbance has disappeared from the Bill. When this- 
Bill was last before Council 1 endeavoured to give some reasons why the Taluq- 
dars’ objections to this principle should not be insisted on, and Your Excellency 
explained that under similar circumstances the payment of compensation for 
disturbance to a tenant in Ireland implied no acknowledgment by the landlord 
of a right of permanent occupancy in the tenant’s favour, and that the injury 
sustained by unexpected ejectment entailed upon the tenant the loss not merely 
of his improvements but a further loss occasioned by the disturbance introduced 
into his plan of life and his industrial undertakings. The Hon’ble Sir Steuart 
Bayley argued to the same effect, but admitted that there were other objections 
from a landlord’s point of view w'hich made him reserve his final opinion ; and it 
was estimated both by him and. by myself that, if .security for the objects aimed,, 
at by the Bill could be attained by any other method, such a proposal would 
receive favourable consideration. My hon’ble friend Rana Shankar Baksh Singh' ' 
stoutly opposed the provision in Council, and, in the discussions with the Taluq- 
dirs at Lucknow to which I have already alluded, these gentlemen adhered to 
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their previous objections, and were not influenced by the arguments used here 
and by the Lieutenant-Governor in support of the principle. They recognized, 
however, the necessity for some check on the issue of notices of eviction which 
had for the last eighteen years been largely used as an engine for enhancement. 
After long discussion the Taluqddrs tendered as an alternative to com- 
pensation for disturbance the plan now embodied in the Bill, which is briefly this, 
that notices of ejectment issued upon tenants ordinarily entitled to a renewal of 
the statutory tenancy created by the Act should bear a stamp-duty equivalent 
to half a year’s rent of the holdings, subject to a maximum of Rs. 25. The Local 
Government and the Select Committeio arc not insensible to the objections which 
may be brought against this proposal. They feel that it confers no direct benefit 
on the ousted tenant, and they are aware that it may, and probably will, expose 
Government to the imputation of attempting to make money out of ejectments. 
As to the first point, the truth of the allegation and the force of the argument 
must be admitted. The landlords, however, protested most urgently against 
being obliged to pay compensation to a tenant whom it w'as every one’s interest 
to get rid of on account of turbulence or bad behaviour ; and the Select Committee, 
recognizing the justice of this aspect of th<t case, can only hope that the existence 
of the provision in the law will render ejectments the exception and not the 
rule, and subject to eviction only tenants to wbom that process can be applied 
with advantage to their neighbours and to the improvement of the cultivation of 
the soil. With reference to what fell from Your Excellency as to the distur- 
bance of the raiyat’s plan of life and industrial undertakings caused by unexpected 
eviction, I may point out that the Bill improves to some extent the condition 
of the tenant in this respect. Under the existing law' he can be turned out on 
a month’s notice, while the Bill lixe.s the term for such a notice at six months. 

“ The imputation of cupidity against Government is one on which my hon’ble 
friend Sir Auckland Colyin, who on a recent occasion displayed a nervous solici- 
tude for the reputation of a Finance Member, will doubtless ftxd sensitive, and 1 
shall leave him to deal with it, as it affects the Government of India. As to the 
Local Government, 1 cannot do better than read to the Council the views of 
Sir Alfred Lyall already quoted in our Report : — 

‘So far as this Government is concerned, there is no desire whatever to increase 
the stamp-revenue at the l.mdlord’.s expense, or to impose any additional costs of 
this kind upon trans, actions between landlord and tenant. Tlie Lieutenant-Governor 
would certainly not have proposed, for his own part, to turn com]>eusatiun into a tax ; 
and he has no doubt tliat it would, on principle, have been better to adhere to the 
simple and logical provision which would prevent a landlord from ejecting a tenant 
until he also gave him some indemnity. 

‘Nevertheless, when this alternative is pul forward and supported by the. Association, 
and since it has become clear that the T.ihu|diirs unanimously prid'er to pay stamp-duty 
rather than compfusation to the tenant, while und<»ubtedly the .stamp-duty would answer 
the purpose of a chock on ejectment as effectively as a compensation-payment at the same 
rate, the Lieutcnaiit Goveriior feels bound to accept and submit to His Excellency the 
Governor General in Council this prop isal as an admissible compromise upon an impor- 
tant and closely-debated provision of the Bill.’ 

“ It is believed by Sir Alfred Lyulj, after consulting many officers of experi- 
!Bnce, that the ncjcessity for paying half a year’s rent will probably act as a sufficient 
check upon inconsiderate and injurious evictions ; and he is further of opinion 
that a varying stamp-duty is better than a fixed one, which, if of high value, w'ould 
be prohibitive of the ejectment of smaller tenants, among whom there is the 
greatest probability of finding indifferent cultivators and bad characters. 1 may 
add that the scale of compensation for disturbance originally proposed, namely, 
one year’s rent, was very powerfully criticised as oppressive to the landlords 
when taken in connection with the limitation of enhancement and the period 
of the statutory tenancies proposed by the Bill ; though, had there been no 
such limitations on enh incement, it w’ould not fall heavily. This argument 11 
might have been impossible for us altogether to ignore had the original proposal 
been adhered to. 

" In the debate on the second reading of the Bill, it w'as intimated by Your 
Excellency that the paym.mt of compensation for disturbance might be neutral- 
ised by a grant of an eight years’ lease. Compensation for disturbance, as I have 
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already said, has disappeared from the Bill, but we have applied the same principle 
to the substitute proposed for it, and have made this clear by a section (69) 
inserted for the first time. A lease of a holding for eight years or upwards must, 
as regards .enhancement, be in conformity with the provisions of the Bill, but 
exempts the landlord from liability to pay what I may call the penal stamp-duty 
imposed on notices of ejectment. A landlord wishing to eject a tenant on the 
expiration of an eight years’ lease need not pay such stamp-duty. 

" Section 1 29 of the Bill as introduced gave the Local Government power 
to revise and settle for a period of ten years the rents of an estate suffering 
from grave mismanagement. This power was meant to formulate the condi- 
tions on which the Government might enforce the penalties of the sanads by 
which Taluqdars hold their estates, and might also, it was thought, prove not 
unacceptable to those landlords as substituting for vague conditions enforceable 
at the will of the Executive Government a more definite stipulation and penalty 
regulated by law. This expectation, however, turned out to be ill-foundea. The 
Taluqdars objected very strongly to the section, and preferred to lie under the 
sword of Damocles in the shape of the sanad to being relieved in the manner pro- 
posed of the risk of its falling on their necks. In view of this and of the safeguards 
provided by the Bill against oppressive enhancement, Sir Alfred Lyall considers 
It unnecessary to ask the legislature to arm the Executive Government with 
this authority by special enactment, and, in deference to this opinion, the 
Select Committee propose the omission of the .section. They wish it, however, 
to be clearly understood that this omission in their opinion in no way affects 
the efficacy and force of the sanads, the obligations imposed on the Taluqd^lrs 
by those instruments or the power of the Executive Government to judge 
whether the conditions of the grant have been infringed and to inflict the 
penalty attached to such infringement.” * 

The Hon’ble Rana Shankar Baksh Singh addressed the Council in 
the Vernacular, a translation of his remarks being read by the Secretary as 
follows : — 

“ With Your Lordship’s permission I humbly beg to offer a few remarks on 
the Oudh Rent Bill as amended by the Select Committee and submitted to this 
Hon’ble Council for consideration and final disposal, 

” When the Bill was initiated it could hardly be expected that such im- 
portant, difficult and intricate questions as it involved would be so easily 
and promptly settled. But the difficulties, which then appeared to be almost 
insurmountable, have, I am glad to say, been successfully removed ; and this 
desirable end has been achieved no less through the especial attention be- 
stowed on the subject by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor, and the keen 
interest taken by His Honour in the discussion and settlement of details, than 
through the peaceful disposition and loyal conduct of the Taluqdars. 

” I think 1 need scarcely remind this Hon’ble Council how the Taluq- 
dars had, subject to certain important exceptions, accepted the two 
main principles of the Bill, — I mean the rules about the seven years’ lease, 
and, the limitation of enhancement to one anna in the rupee, — and how the 
Local Government had consented to expunge section 129 of the original 
Bill and the rule about compensation for disturbance. But, in order to 
more effectually check evictions, it was sub.sequently resolved that a stamp- 
duty be levied on all ejectment-notices, and that, if the landlord desired 
to be exempted from the payment of such duty, he should be allowed to grant 
a longer lease. The last plan was suggested by Your Excellency in the speech 
on the Rent Bill made on the 9th June last. 

” The way these points were settled may be readily ascertained from the 
correspondence on the subject, and need not be explained here. After the 
more important questions had been satisfactorily settled, the minor objqctions 
of the Taluqdars were considered ; and the few amendments proposed by them 
after careful co isideration, and in a fair and unprejudiced spirit, were wholly 
or partially approved by the Local Government, adopted by the Select Com- 
mittee and embodied by them in the Bill now before Your Excellency’s 
Council. 
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“ The Taluqdars’ objections to section 4 of the Bill, though respectfully 
•urged, were exceptionilly strong, and aiiracted sufficient attention at the 
time ; but subsequently it was found impossible to amend this section to the 
extent they desired, because any further amendment would make it incon- 
sistent with the principles of the seven years’ lease and the limitation of 
enhancement as finally accepted by the Taluqdars. 


“ As regards section 5 1 of the present Hill, the Taluqdars had requested that 
it should be expunged, but the Local Government did not recommmd this, and 
ip Select Commilt '.r. tin secliou was left to stand as it is. In my humble opinion 
this section should be maintain ed, and with Your L ordsiiip’s permission I will 
briefly suite the reasons which have led me to this conclusion. 


“Though the Taluqdars have, from philanthropic aiid liberal motives, or 
in to the wishes of (lovernmait, accepted tin; provision as to 

limitation of enhaneem ent to one anna in the rupL;e, it is not unlikely that 
after a few years’ experience the Govern. n uit will find the rule in question 
hiappli cable to all cl isses of lau l. Ther ; arc certain descriptions of 1 uid 
which will not admit of any cnhanc mient at all, while there are others for wnich 
the propos 'd enhancement of one anna in the rupee will be quite insudicient, 
and a third cliss of l.uul will only be ir an cnhancem.'iit of le.ss th.in one anna 
in the nip ;e. From the incidence of (enliancement on all the three classes of land 
the landlord is sure to suff ;r heavily, and the Governm-'nt will equally suffer in 
its revenue at a future s.;ttleni 'lit. Under ^lese circumstances ii will become 
neces.sary to very the limits of enh.inceincnl according to the descriptions and 
capacities of land, and raise or lower the ani.ouiit of cnliancem.'nt as thy’ circum- 
stanci'S of I'ach case may dem ind. It is to b ; hoped that the powers thus 
given to th.' Local (jovi'min -nl will be cx 'rcised by it judiciously. 1 am hum- 
bly but firmly of opinion tliat, owing to a rise in the market -rat, .'s and the improv- 
ed means of comiiiunic ilion, esji.'cially in those parts of the country to which 
the railw.iYlin ; has not yet been extended, it will become absolutely necessary 
to vary the limits of enh.incemcnt. 

“ My Lord, as the Taluqdars have loyally sacrificed their inU'rcsts and 
shown great moderation and lib .'rality to their ten.ints, and as their objections 
arc conceived in a perfectly fair and loyal spirit and couched in the most 
respectful terms, I have felt it my duty, as a m..'mber of the Select Committee, 
to try as best 1 could to obtain a fair and impartial cunsid. 'ration lor all and 
each of their objectioiis. But I was compelled to agree with my learned and 
hon’ble colleagues of the Select Committee in rejecting some of tho.se objec- 
tions for reasons they were good I'nough to explain to me. Greatl) as I wished 
that there should be no rca.son for my holding a different view, I ri'grct to say 
that I was reluctantly compelled to record my dissent on some important 
points in a minute annexed to the Select Committee’s Report, now before this 
Hon’ble Council. The Taliiqdtirs’ objections to the provisions of section 19 for 
the remission of rent arc not unreasonable. “What ihi'V want is that cither 
section 23 of the N()rth-We.st(;rn Provinces Rent Art, Xi I of 1881, be applied 
to Oudh, or th.it section 20, Act XIX of 186S, which has long been in force in 
Oudb, be maint.iined. If the Government is dispo.scd to show more mercy to’ 
tenants, it shoalJ eque.lly divide between itself and the landlord the losses 
caused by iinfor.'seen calamities. 


“ In fact, th:' landlords of Oudh are not better off than those of the adjoining 
districts of the’ North-Western Provinces. In some districts of the North- 
Western Pro\i:n cs where the Permanent Settlement is in force, and which have 
long enjoyed the blessings of peace, the landlords surpass the landowmers of Oudh 
in wealth and prosperity. Oudh has as yet known only’ a thirty years’ settle- 
ment, and dur'ng the last thirty years of internal peace and security it has been dis- 
turbed by the Ic rassing operations of a number of settlements giving rise to count- 
•less disputes and producing disastrous litigation. The landlords of Oudh arc 
therefore by no means less entitled to th" favourable considenition of the Govern- 
ment than those of the North-Western Provinces ; and, if in the North-Western 
Provinces a remission of rent to tenants is followed by a remission of the revenue 
to the landlord, it is but just and reasonable tliat the same rule should be held good 
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for Oudh. The Chief Secretary to the Government, North-Western Provinces and 
Oudh, in his letter No. , dated the 6th instant, has laid some stress on the 
fact that in practice the rule in question has led to serious errors ; but from this, 
I humbly submit, it does not necessarily follow that the rule is radically wrong 
or defective and cannot be rectified or improved under proper supervision and 
by suitable instructions. If, however, it is considered desirable that this rule 
should not be introduced in Oudh, then the rul&Iaid down in section 20 of the 
present Rent Act, which has been in force for eighteen years and has worked 
so well and without prejudice to either parly, need not. be altered. The only 
ground on which it seems possible to make the pri)posed alteration is to givfe 
the statutory tenant the benefit of a remission of rent under exceptional circum- 
stances in addition to the statutory privihsges already conferred upon him. But 
the tenant’s claim to a remission of rent falls to the ground when it is considered 
that he has obtained such valuable concessions from his landlord, who for seven 
long years will not be able to share the benefits the tenant will derive from 
the improved capacity of tiie land comprised in his holding, from the increased 
means of communication or from high mrirket-rales, and who cannot enhance 
the rent beyond one anna in the rupee even after the expiration of that period. 
If the tenant is entitled to get the full benefit of his cultivation, he must be 
held equally liable to any accidental lo.>s that may be caused by unforeseen 
calamiti(?s, and for which he can compensate himself from abundant crops 
in better years. But, if the landlord is made to bear the whole loss, he will 
have no means whatever of compens#iting himself for it. Further, the rule in 
question has not proved prejuditaal to tenants in Oudh holding five years’ leases. 

“ The third alternative proposed by the Taliiqdars rests on an equally just and 
equitable principle. As the Government gets one-half of what is paid to the 
landlord as rent, it is bound in justice to him to grant a remission or the reve- 
nue equal to half the rent remitted to the tenant by its officers. The landlords 
have good reasons to think that, if the connection t>f Government is maintained, 
tenants will not dare pnifer false or frivolous claims, and the Government offi- 
cers will investigate such claims with due care. 

“ On .section 27 1 humbly beg to obs.^rve that the recommendations of His 
Honour the Lieutenant-(iovernor may be adopted with advantage. Purely 
conjectural eslim.ites of compensation for improvements have in practice been 
found erroneous, though estimates carefully made by experienced and honest 
men may be safely ndied upon. Biit such men an; hardly obtainable in thi.s 
country for the execution of such a petty task, and His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor has justly approved of the amendment proposed by the Taluqdars. 

“ As regards section 29 I humbly beg to observe that there is nothing in the 
whole Bill to prevent the tenant from making what(;ver irnprovemt’iit he likes, 
but it does not provide for the award of a compensation to the landlord or other 
tenants if the improvement cwectod by the sitting ti-nant causes any loss or 
damage to them. In Oudh, the ten.ant has no right whatever in the land he 
cultivates, and he may possibly make an improvement with the intention of 
occasioning loss to his landlord or other tenants. 

“ I humbly submit. My Lord, that I am at a loss to understand why especial 
provision should be made for the aw'ard by the landlord of an additional com- 
pen.sation to the tenant for any loss that may be cau.sed to his- (landlord’s) own 
land by an improvement made by hinuself. It is quite cli;ar that the landlord will 
not do anything which might prove prejudicial to himself. 

“ Now, with Your Lordship’s permission, I will briefly explain the los.ses 
which an improvemi;nt made by a landlord might possibly be conceived to cause 
to a tenant. In the first place, the landlord sinks wells in the holdings of his 
tenants during a particular season of the year, that is, in May or June, when 
there are no standing crops which might possibly be injured thereby. The 
rainy and the cold seasons are not favourable to the construction of wells, which ■ 
are exclusively made in summer. 

“ In the second place, even if a w'cll sunk by the landlord in the holding of 
his tenant produces salt water, which is not favourable to cultivation generally^ 
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such water may nevertheless be utilized in raising a tobacco crop or other crops 
of a similar nature, to the growth of which irrigation with salt water has been 
found to be highly conducive. The tenant may not use such water for purposes 
of cultivation if he apprehends any loss or damage from using it. 

“ Thirdly, the construction of an embankment is a rare occurrence. Em- 
bankments are seldom or never constructed within cultivated areas, and cannot 
therefore cause any loss or damage to a tenant. Hut the tenant may himself 
injure his holding by opening an embankment suddenly and carelessly and 
lettintr in an excessive quantity of wat t, in which case the landlord cannot 
justly* be made to share the blame whi< h naturally attaches to the tenant. In 
my humble opinion the construction of an improvement cannot possibly tend 
to impair the productive powers of land, and there is nt> necessity for making 
an'especial provi.sion to that effect. It will be a great discouragement, if not 
a perfect bar, to iinproxaunents if landlords are required to pay additional com- 
pensation for accidental losses. The more useful and costly improvements 
are effect(;d by landlords, and not by tenants. 'I'he rule in question, if main- 
tained, will produce injurious effects. 

" I also beg leave to bring prominently to the notice of this Hon’bly 
Council the fact that improveinenls, wh >lh.T made by landlords or ten.ants, are 
effected with the special \iew of improving the productivi- powtrs of land and 
in perfectly good faith, and that any ho mi fide action cannot, and should not, be 
held to niake the doer liable to conipepsation for any loss that may be caused 
thereby. 

“ The Taluqdars* objections to the extension of the statutory privileges to 
pdhikdshi ax non-resident tenants carry great weight and call for the especial 
attention of this Ilon’ble Council. To promote the agricultural prosperity of 
the Province has been the guiding principle and the professed aim and object 
of the present Bill; and, "as non-re.sidcnt tenants are b.irred by local custom 
as well as by the terms of the Wajih-ul-ars \xoxn. using water and manure for 
the improvement of their holdings, they should not be placed on an equal 
footing with resident timants and admitted to the .special privileges con- 
ferred*’on the latter. It cannot be said that the TnUiqdars have brought 
forward this point at the last stage of the Bill. They have already touched 

upon it in their printed memorandum (page 21) proposing changes in the Bill. 

So able and experienced an olTicer as Colonel Erskine, the Speci.al Commis- 
sioner, the outcome of whose elaborate enquiries is the present Rent Bill, has, 
in paragraph 1490! his letter No. 135, dated 1st June, 1883, recommended the 
exclusion of pdhikdshi tenants from the new statutory privileges. I have 
already ui^ed, in the course of these remarks^ strong reasons against the views 
expressed on this point in the lett«’r of ^^**^*^ Sjcretary to the Government, 
North-Western Provinces and Oudh, No. d^ded 6th instant. 

"Lastly, I humbly beg to call the attention of this Ilon’ble Council to 
section 69,’ wherein the words "by a registered document’’ appear to me quite 
unneces.sary. The practical effm't of this restriction will be to bar contracts 
between landlords and tenants for periods exceeding the statutory term of seven 
years, as neither will like to go a long way out of his village or estate to 'get 
every such document registered. I therefore humbly beg to suggest that 
registration may be made optional and not compulsory. ’ 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Quinton moved that the following be added to the 
definition of "revenue" in section 3, clause (.^), of the Bill as amended by the 
Select Committee, namely : — 

“ in sections 34 and 35 it moans land-revenue only." 

He explained that the Select Committee had altered the •definition of the 
word "revenue" as it stood in the present Act by omitting the art iefe "^the” 
before the word " money ” in order to remove any doubt as to whether cesses 
were included in " revenue”. It had been suggested, however, that there was 
a possibility of this affecting indirectly the interests of tenants with rights of 
occupancy, the term of enhancement of whose rent was fixed by sections 34 and- 
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'IK of the Bill ; and, as it was not the wish or intention of the Select Committee 
to interfere in any way with the terms- of the Rent Act of i8t>8 respecting 
occupancy-tenants, they proposed to make the amendment. 

. The amendment was put and agreed, to. 

The Hoh’ble Rana Shankar Baksh Sinch moved that the following 
be substituted for sub-.sections {2) and (j) of section 19 of the Bill as amended 
by the Select Committee, namely : — 

“( 2 ) Wlji-r« rent payable by an uiulcr-proprietor or tenant in respect of land as- 
sessed to land-reviMuii; roinitted uinbir sui»-seclion (/), there sliall l»e allowed to the 
landlord a r. inissiou of revenue equal in amount to half the amount of the rent remitted 
by the Court." 

The Hon’bleMR. QuiNTON said: — 

“ I must oppose the amendment. The law as it at present siand.s authorizes 
the Courts before which a suit for arrears of rent is brought to allow such remission 
from the rent payable as appears equitable, if the area or produce of the 
land held by the defendant has been diminished by diluvion, drought, hail or 
other calamity beyond his control to such, an extent thal 1 he full amount of 
rent payable caiint)! be equitably d« creecl. Jn case of tenants with rights of 
occupancy or lioiding a lease b)r live years, or sub-s'-Ulement-holders, this rule 
cannot be actcd.on unless a remission of revenue shall have been allowed on the 
same ground and by competent authority in the same estate. 

“ The Bill as introduced omilled this exception, so that the effect of the 
section was that the Courts couhl wrtli^ut any reference to the action of the 
Executive Government in remitting revenue allow a remission of rent under the 
circumstamrs above stated, if they considered it equitable, in the case of every 
tenant, and under ihe Bill all tenants other than tenants with a right of occu- 
pancy obtain what is pradically a lease for seven years. 'J’he ea.se is thus put 
by Sir Alfred Lyall : — 

‘The quc.slion is whether the entre s -ctbin should be struck out, whereby the Courts 
would lose their jiowi-r of making ulloiveiu i;.-> in ri’iit-deerees lor in<.‘vit:il»lo cahiniities, or 
whether the sectiim should stand without its proviso, whereby remissions of rent winild 
cease to be in any case dependent on remissions of revenue. The latter course appears 
to,thc Lieijtenant-GoverjKW to lx- on tlie whole likiily to be better for the interests ol both 
landlord and tenant. If, as the l.ieutenant-Governor believes, it is not expedient to with- 
draw from the ('ourts all power to take aeeount of serious ealamities in di-creeing arrears 
of rebt, in that ease to provide that this power shall only be used when revirnue has been 
remitted is to sliaekle it with an awkward and hardly logic al condition.' 

*' The proposal deprecated here by Ilis Honour the Lieutenant-Governor, 
which is that embodied in the 'first, and is the effect of the third, amendment 
of my hon’ble friend, rests on several assumptions which a little reflection will 
show to be unfounded. 

“ It assirn.’s in the first instance that, on the occurrence of an inevitable 
calamity which has ruin%‘d or damaged a tenant s crops, the landlord and 
tenant have, as my hon’ble friend has argued, in equity an equally strong 
claim to relief. Bui this is cle.arly not l!ie case: the tenant is a small man 
having little margin over the mean.-, of subsisU nce for hims'. If and his family, 
and holds, or v.il! liold if t!v..- Bill passes, under only a seven years’ tenure ; the 
landlord, on the otiier hand, holds his estate under a thirty years' settlement, and 
in two-thirds of O.idh is a Taluqdiir paying r venue froin Rs. 5,000 to lakhs of 
rupees. A landlord whose income is deriv'-d from a large area has thirty years in 
which to make good the loss of rent which is due to unavoidable calamities ; the 
tenant, whose holding is 5 acres, thi: average .size of farms in Oudh, has only 
seven. 

“ Again, the proposal as.suines that the measure of relief given to.the landlord 
is the proper measure of the relief of which the tenant stands in need ; but this is 
obvioiudy a gen erallsalion the application of which in particular cases must work 
great hardships. Government may for very good reasons consider that a zamindtir- 
who holds under a light settlement and is a man of substance is well able to 
bear an occasional loss of this nature, which may mean simple ruin to small 
tenants. Government may very properly think remission of revenue in such cir-, 
cumstances uncalled for in the cases of the MahdrAjas of Bulrampore or. 
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Mehdowna, without implying that the full rents should be levied from the tenants 
of those gentlemen. The argument of my hon’ble friend that Government is not 
entitled to collect more land-revenue in a given year than half the rental 
realized by the 1 indlords is obviously unsound. It ignores the fact that settle- 
ments are made for long periods instead of for a jingle year, and involves the posi- 
tion that, if the landlord pays on'y half the rents realiz :d in bad years. Gov- 
ernment would be entitled to half the full or enhanced rtaits realiz ;d in years 
of plenty. Further, a landlord who on the occurnuice of a drought wishes 
•to break down the statutory tenancy conferred upon his timants lias only to 
refrain from asking for a riMiiission of revenue, w'hil'.,* he gets decrees in the Rent 
Courts for arrears of rent which it is impossible for tin t.^nants to pay, and" thus* 
use the Courts as instruments to defeat aliog‘;thor the intentions of the law. 

" The Local Government, however, quite recognize that landlords are un- 
willing to accept the possibility of large rent -remissions being granted by the 
Courts without any consequent remissions of revenue, and we have proposed that 
the sanction of the Deputy Commissioner should bt; necessary to the remission of 
rent by the District Couris. and that the test for th j remission should be the actual 
power of the tenant to pay. Sir Alfred Lyall has also intimated his intention, if 
the Bill passes into law, of instructing D.-piity Commissioners to use with care 
and discrimination the authority entrusted to them, and to b-^ar in mind that any 
considerable remissions of rent will give a just claim to remission of revenue. 
The Si:lect Committee, before whom my hon’ble friend argued his side 
of the case, as he has done today, with ability and persistence, have gone even 
beyond the Lieutenant-Governor and made two further important concessions. 
They have restored the provision of the existing law that tenants with rights 
of occupancy and sub-settlemont-holders shall have no claim to remission 
of rent unless in consequemee of a remissi(*n of reveniu*, and liave laid down 
expressly the rule that Revenue-ofheers 'shall in other cases take into considera- 
tion any claim made by the landlord for remission of revenue when a remis- 
sion of rent under this section causes a, material diminution of the assets of the 
landlord in the village in which the remission is given. They feel that this is 
as far as they can go in legalizing a claim to remission of revenue on account of 
remission of rent, and consider that all cases falling short of this may properly 
and fairly be left to be dealt with by the’ Executive Government.” 

The amendment was put and negatived. 

The Hon’blc Rana Sh.\.n!<ar BakSM Singh moved that section 19 of the 
Bill as amendi.'d by the Select Committee be replaced by a section in the terms of 
section 23 of tile North-Western Provinces Rent Act, 1S81, with the following 
modifications, namely ; — 

{./) the words “Chief Comniissinnor " to be suh.-.tituted for the words “ L«)cal 
Government" and “Hoard” wherever these latter won! occur ; uud 

(i) the word “ landlord " to be substituted lor tbc word “ laiidlioldcr ". 

The Hon’blc Mr. Quinton said: — 

“ This amendment I must also oppose. It proposes to apply to Oudh the 
law at present in force in the North-West, rn Provinces, which makes remissions of 
revenue in cases of ’calamity a condition precedent to remission of rent, and leaves 
the amount of such remissions to be deterjnined by the Collector in hisVxecutive 
capacity. Even if the rule were unobjectionable in the North-Western Provinces, 
it does not follow th.at it would be equally suitable for Oudh. Iti the latter Prnvini e 
three-fifths of the area is held by Taluqdars, wheareas in the North West 'ra Provin- 
ces the proportion held by large landholders is inconsiderable, and I am unable 
to admit the assertion of my hon’ble friend that the majority of Oudh landlords 
are not better off titan those of the Norlh-W’estern.Provinces. The permanently- 
settled area of Benares is only a small, though no doubt an important, portion of the 
latter Province. Injuries to crops on small estates may embarrass proprie- 
tors which on large estates cause little or no inconvenience to the landlord, and 
Government on grounds of humanity may be obliged to refrain from pressing its 
demand in one case which in the interests of the community generally it would 
be unjust r^ot to enforce in the other. But even in the North-Western Provinces 
the rule is not altogether satisfactory. It is open to the objections of principle 

C 
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whitfh I have urged jn discussing the last amendment, and it forces the execu- 
tive olhccrs to interfere in every case and to apjily a uniform rule in a rough and 
ready way to a larg"; number of Icniints whose cases may require nice discrimin- 
ation and call for very diffen-nt treatment. 

“The Bill, on the other hand, leaves the parties concerimtl, who know best 
where the shoe pinches, to adjust tlicir matters among thf'mselvi s, and authorizes 
interference only when* the landlord comes into Court to cx;u't the uttermost 
farthing. Such interference' can t.iki,* place only in a judicial proceeding subject to 
appeal and to the other chocks which 1 have alri'ady enumerated, d'he operatiorf 
of these checks will soon prevent l-'oants from urging groundless claims on any 
* large scale, which my hon’ble fri, >1;] apprehiaids as one of the results of the mea- 
sure. The Local Government, u !’.o are nece>sarily acquainted with the opcjralion of 
both systems, are oppi'sed to the iutrof'iiction of the North-West rule into 
Oudh. For the reasons T have ;ghen a:.'.l from my own experience of the practi- 
cal Avorking of that rule I allog 'tiier concur with them.’’ 

The amendment was put and n.'gativd. • 

The Hon'ble Sha.VKAR Baksii SiNfiil moved that a section in the 

terms of section 20, Act XI.\, rcSoS, be substituted for section 19 of the Bill as 
amended bv the Select Conimittt.-e. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Oi.'I.V'J'ON I'xplained that the rlTect of this amendment 
would be precisely siinil.ir to lb it <if the first amendment propo.sed by the 
hon’ble memb''r, and. as the arguments which he had used in discussing that 
amendment applied equally to this one, he would not trouble the Council with any 
further remarks on the subject. 

The amendment was pul and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Rana SiiA.NKAR Baksii Singh moved that the word “ re- 
gi.stered ’’ be omitted from section 20, sub-section { 4 ), of the Bill as amended 
by the Select Committee: also that thp words “ by registered document ” be 
omitted from sub-section f/), and t hr; word “registered” from sub-section (;?), 
of section 69 of that Bill : also that the words “ not exceeding seven years 
be omitted from section .156 of that Bill. 

The Hon'ble Mli. OuiNTON said : — 

“ Under the Regi stmt ion Act, which is of general application, the registra- 
tion of leases of iminbveabl.; property from year to year or for any time exceeding 
one year or reserving a yearly rent is compulsory. The Licutcn.'uit-Governor 
has, however, the power to exempt in certain localitie.s leases the terms and annual 
rents in which do not exceed respeetivi-ly live years and fifty rupees. 

“ The J.i!’Uten.mt-Gf»vernor. in the Bill as introduced, proposed to exempt 
from compulsory registration all patbis grant-. d for the statutory period of seven 
years. Registration in this c.is.,-; seemed to be unnecessary, as llie pattas would 
be cheeked by the supervisor-kanungos, and the inconveniences of an enforced 
registration throughout the country would be vi-ry serious. My hon’ble friend 
now a.sks for a further exemption from the rules laid down by the Registration 
Act in favour of leases the U'rm of which exceeds seven years, which, as I have 
already explained to Council, relieve the landlord from the liability to payment 
of stamp-duty on notices of eject nvnt. Such leases must for many years to 
come be altogether exceptional, ai.d it is obviously desirable that, where so 
much will depend on the terms of the instrument by which these contracts are 
effected, every precaution should, in the interests of both parties, to prevent future 
disputes and litigation, be taken to secure the preservation of the document, 
and that the provisions of the ge neral law on the subject should be applied to them. 
The apprehensions expressed by my hon’ble friend, that tenants will be deterred 
from talking such leases by the trouble of attending the registration-office, w'ill, I 
hope, prove unfounded. When it is the wish of a tenant to obtain such a lease, 
he is not likely t(» be kept back by such an obstacle ; and, as to the deterrent 
caused by payment of registration -fees, which is not now touched on by my hon’ble 
friend but w'as pressed upon us in Select Committee, it is always in the power 
of the Local Government to obtain from the Government of India an exemptioa 
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from payment of registration -fees in favour of such instruments should it see any 
necessity for such a course.” 

The amendment was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Rana Smankak Baksh Singh moved that the following 
proviso be added to section 37 of the Bill as amended by the Select Committee, 
namely : — 

“ Provided that the compensation so estimated shall not in any case exceed the 
^amount of the actual outlay on the iinprovetnent." 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ilokrt said : — “ My hon’ble colleague Rana Shankar 
Baksh Singh has referred to the recomin-.*n'.l xtion of the Lieutenant-Governor on 
the subject of this amendment. It is perfectly true that the Lieutenant-Governor, 
in his Secretary’s letter of the 6th .September, 1886, suggested for tlu? consideration 
of the Select Committee whether it uiight not be advisable to vert to the terms of 
the present Act and base the estimate of the compensation on the outl.iy of the 
tenant and the assistance of the landlord in money, material, 1 ibour or favoured 
rent. Butl find on referring to the previous letter from the Inculenint-Governor’s 
Secretary of 15th January the following remarks in paragraph 18 : — 

'The p^iIlt;ipI.^ on which comp •nsation is calculated under the pres.uit Act is 
solely that of the outlay of the teuant. The last .sentence of the section bars right to 
compensation for improvements which were made more than tliirty years before the date 
of claim, and in practice th<‘ pnK'cdure of thef'ourts is to ma|<e an e.stim ite of tlie probable 
outlay assume that the iniprovcmenl, will List for tliirty years, and a.varj to tITc tenant the 
sum which in that prop irtion reprcmMits its unoxpired value. Thus, if a welfis believed to 
have cost Rs, 300 ten years ago, the Court will award to the tenant Rs. 200. The principle 
is by no means a just one., for the landlord is exjiosed to great ex.iggcratioiis by the 
tenant of his original outlay, and where the improvements are of old .standing Ih.’se st.ate- 
ments arc difficult to check. Tii* Lieiifcenant-G.ovornor considers that the principles laid 
down in section 83 of the Il Migal Tenancy Act are not only in themselves more fair, but 
more simply and re.adily applied by the Courts, for it is seldom difficult in any village to 
ascertain the difference in letting value due to irrigation, and a well is the most common 
of all improvements in Ourlh. A section has been accordingly introduced from the Bengal 
Act, section 25 (A), and tlic references to outlay and the period of construction, omitted 
from section 22.' 


” That i.s the .seel ion which w: s inserted in the Bill as sent up by the Local 
Governmeni, and which the Select Commit ’.'*c, after considering the subject, made 
up their minds to retain. Now, it appears to me - if I may venture to say so 
without disrespect to the Lieiiten.ant-Governor — that on this point his first 
thoughts wore belter tlun his second. The cluise wliich was inserted in the 
Bengal 1 'enaney Act was framed after much consideration and discussion, and 
with reference to the conclu.sions arrived at not only by the Indian but by the 
linglish legislature in di-aling with tenants’ improvements. Thos'’ conclusions 
were that in order to do justice between landlord and len.ant both eK'mimts — 
that of outl IV and that of result — ought to be taken into consideration. There are 
cases in whii'h the result does not justify the expenditure, and in which a deduction 
from the amount expended should be made on that account. There are 
also ca.ses in which a small but judicious outlay produces very valuable results, 
and in such eases it would not he fair to the teuant to limit the i-omjien.sation 
to the amount originally expended. Both elements -that of outlay and th'at 
of result — should be kept in view, and in estimating tlu^ amount to he paid regard 
should bt; had to each. 1 think that we should in tlie present Hill adliere to the 
general principles laid down on other occasions, and therefore 1 must oppose this 
amendment.” 


The amendment was put and negatived. 

The Hon’ble Rana Shankar Baksh Sinc.ii moved that sub-sectinns 
,(j) and (4) be omitted from section cy of the Bill as aniended by the Select 
Committee, and that, as a consequence, sub-clause (d) of clause (p), and the 
words “ or section 29, sub-section {4)," in clause (js), be omitted from 'division 
B*of section 108 of that Bill. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Quinton said 

” My hon’ble friend's objection to sub-sections (j) and {4) of the section 
I can scarcely follow. The section first gives a landlord power to make 
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an improvement on the holdin,^ of a tenant without a right of occupancy with- 
out his consent, and then enacts that, if, when making the improvement,^ be 
causes loss to the tenant, the latter shall have a claim for compensation against 
the landlord, or if the effect of the improvement is perniahcntly to impair the 
productive powers of the holding the tenant shall be entitled to abatement of 
rent. 

“ The effect of the amendment of my hon’ble friend, if accepted, would be 
that a landlord might make; an improvement on the holding* of a tenant 
without his consent, but would nut be liable to pay compensation for any loss 
caused in making it. 

• 

“ My lym’ble friend, as I understand, contends .that under the conditions of 
agriculture in Oudh it is impossible that any loss should be caused to the tenant 
‘of the holding, but, if this is so, then the section attaches no liability to the 
landlord. He can have no diflicully in successfully resisting any claim brought on 
this account. But the S.'lect Committee considers that cases are conceivable, 
where, in the construction of an improvement to which his consent is not necessary, 
the tenant’s^ crops m.ay be damaged or the area of his holding diminished or 
otherwise injuriously affected, as in the case of an improvement the effects of 
which extend over several holdings ; and the Local Government are of the same 
opinion. To refuse the tenant a right to compensation for such injuries 
would be ^ manife.st wrong. 1 he contemplation of the benefits arising to 
S’s holding and to the letting value of 6’’s land from ;in improvement the 
making of which has injured A’s fields cannot be said to be an equitable com- 
pensation for the damage A has suffered.” 

The amendment was put and m'gatived. 

The Hou’ble Mr. Qui.nton moved that in section 38, sub-section 

of the Bill as amended by the Select Committee the words and figures ” sec- 
tions 49 and 50 ” be substituted for the word and figures ” section 49 He said : — 

” JLhe section to which this and the following three amendments refer was 
inserted in the Bill as introduced at the instance of the Taluqdars’ Association and 
of the Local Government in order to make it clear that a landlord was entitled to 
an enhancement of rent even during the currency of a statutory tenure from a 
tenant on whose holding an improvement had been effected by or at the expense 
of the landlord or acquired by him. Since the Report was presented His 
Honour the Lieutenant-Governor has pointed out that the section bars, at least 
by implication, an enhancement of rent on an incoming tenant in excess of 
one anna in the rupee when the landlord has paid to the tenant’s predecessor, 
compensation determined by a Court under the Act. 

“ The castes are similar in prini iple and can be supported by the same 
arguments. The desirability of iiuneasing the productive powers, of the soil by 
promoting improvements is admitted on all hands, and the Lieutenant-Governor 
IS of opinion that, unless the section be amended as I now propose, landlords 
would have a strong interest in opposing all improvements made by their tenants 
and in contesting every claim to make such an improvement, and that thus a 
serious obstacle would be raised to the advancement of objects urgently called * 
for by public policy.” 

The amendment was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Quinton moved that in .section 47, sub-section (/), of 
the same Bill the words and figures “ sections 49 and 50” be substituted for the 
word and figures “ section 49 ”, 

He explained that the observations w'hich had been made on the preceding 
amendment applied equally to this. one, and that he had no further remarks to 
offer regarding it. 

The amendment was put and agreed to. 

The Hon ble Mr. Quinton also moved that in section 47, sub-section (^), 
of the same Bill, between the words ” a sum which ” and the words ” shall not 
exceed the words and figures “ subject to the provisions of sections 49 and 
50 ” be inserted. 
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He said that this amendment was also consequential on the preceding 

one. 

The amendment was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Quinton also moved that in section 50 of the same Bill 
the words “ during the currency of a tenancy”, where those words occur 
between the word ” rent ” and the words ” on the ground that ”, be omitted, and 
that for the last sixteen words of that section the following be substituted, 
namely : — • . 

, “or for which during the currency of the tenancy compensation has been accepted 
from the landlord by the owner of the improvement, or, on tlie expiration of the tenancy, 
compensation has been paid in accordance with the determination of a Court under this 
Act.** 

This amendment, Mr. Quinton explained, was also consequential on 
the preceding one. 

The. amendment was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Rana Shankar Baksh Singh moved that the follow- 
ing clause be added to section 62, sub-section (/), of the Bill as amended by the 
Select Committee, namely : — 

“ («•) that the tenant is a pdhikdsht or non-resident tenant, and a resident tenant 
desires to be admitted to the occupation of the land comprised in the holding 
of the pdhikdsht or non-rcsident tenant." 

The Hon’ble Mr. Quinton said : — 

“ The point raised by this amendment was started in tht; discussions at 
Lucknow by the Taluqdiirs, who were anxious that the Bill should ’ be altered in 
the direction my hon’ble friend now proposes. The Lieutenant-Governor, how- 
ever, was unable to accede to the proposal. In submitting Major Erskine’s 
rc/port to the Government of India so long ago as December, 1883, Sir Alfred 
Lyall recommended that non-resident cultivators should not be excluded from 
the benefits of the Act. He admitted the force of the arguments, such as 
have now been. urged by m)^ hon’ble friend, arising from the inefficiency of 
pdhikdsht cultivation, the desirability of discouraging it and the necessity of 
giving the landlord special facilities for substituting resident for non-resident 
cultivation whenever opportunity^ may occur ; but it was ascertained in the 
course of the enquiry that pdhikdsht cultivation prevailed to a considerable 
extent and had not diminished since settlement, from which it was inferred 
that this cultivation was a useful complement to the more carefully tended 
fields of an agriculturist’s home farm, to be deprived of which would seri- 
ously cripple him in his business. If a landlord of two contiguous villages 
or two landlords in collusion could eject .at pleasure from the non-resident 
portions of holdings, they would have a very strong hold on tenants in regard 
to their farms in their villages of residence. 

“ The figures given in the report as to the proportion of tenants w'ho culti- 
vated more or less land outside their villages of residence bore out this in- 
ference, and the Local Government accordingly decided that non-resident cul- 
tivators could not properly be excluded from the benefits of proposals intended 
for the tenantry at large. This principle w'as accepted by the Government of 
India and by the Secretary of State. It w'as accordingly maintained in the 
Bill as introduced, and is adhered to by the Local Government after full 
consideration of the representation of jthe Taluqdars at Lucknow... Sir Alfred 
Lyall writes : — * No evidence has been brought forward in contiadiction of the 
data obtained from the records of Colonel Erskine’s enquiry.’ 

“ With reference to the remark of my hoh’ble friend that it cannot be said 
that the Taluqddrs have brought forward this point at the last stage of the Bill, 
1 would observe, without wishing to attach too much importance to the fact, 
that the Bill as introduced had been for some time before the Taluqdars* Asso- 
dation, and discussed by them when they wrote their letter of the 24th of April 
last printed in Papers No. 2, accepting in their entirety its rules of seven 
years’ leases and of the limitation of enhancement to 6^ per cent., and the Bill as 
introduced made no exception from these rules as regards pdhikdsht tenants.” 

The amendment was put and negatived. 
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The Hon’ble Mr. Quinton^ moved that in section 129 of the Bill as 
• amended by the Select Committee the word “Act” ,be substituted for the word 
“ Chapter ” where the latter word occurs. 

He explained that the amendment was 'merely formal and was meant to 
correct a clerical error. 

The amendment was put and agreed tOj 

The Hon’ble Mr. Quinton moved that the Bill, as amen 4 ed, be passed. 
He said : — 

“ This motion, My Lord, is the final stage of the Bill which, with one 
or two important exceptions to which 1 referred in my remarks earlier in the 
debate, is in its principles the same measure as that introdu('ed in Calcutta last 
February. In what 1 said on that occasion, and again in June last in moving 
to refer the Bill to a Select Committee, I was obliged lo trespass to such a length 
on the patience of Council in order to describe the state of things which in the 
opnnoii of the Governiiieul rendered legislation necessary and to explain the 
principles on which it was proposed that that legi.slation should be based, that I 
shall make no further demand on the forbearance of hon’ble members by 
attempting to go over the same ground. 

“ The measure has been long and anxiously considered in all its details by 
the Local Government and the Government of India. It deals with a subject 
W'hich bristles with difficulties, and was fought over not very long ago by 
angry and embittered partizans, and it aflects materially the interests and 
happiness of .millions of human beings. It has been conceived, matured 
and elaborated in a spirit of caution and moderation by authors not eager 
on the one hand to revive the flames of a burnt out controversy or to disturb 
the agricultural relations of the country b«?yond what the necessities of the 
case call for, but earnest on the other hand to afford such protection to the 
tenants as would be giving them a reasonable prospect of enjoying the fruits 
of their labour, stimulate their industry, promote the prosperity of all classes 
dependent on the <'ultlvation of the soil, remove grounds ' for antagonism 
between those classes and strengthen the hands of the weaker party in all future 
dealings respecting the occupation of the land of this great Province. In the 
hope and expectation that it will in some degree prove effectual in bringing about 
these objects I now ask Council to pass the Bill.” 

The Hon’ble SiR Auckland Colvin said : — “1 shall not detain your 
lixcellency and the Council more than a few moments. It was only at a compara- 
tively late hour that I have been enabled to take part in the discussions which 
have led to this measure as it now stands before us. The burden of those dis- 
cussions has fallen mainly on the Government of the North-Western Provinces 
and Oudh and on its offic'ers, on my hon’ble friend Mr. Ilbcrt and on the Taluq- 
dars of Oudh. But I trust I may be allowed to bear my tribute to what has 
seemed to me to have been, during the course of the deliberations in which 1 
have shared, the extremely reasonable and equitable spirit in which, whether in 
official or non-official conferences, my hon’ble friend Rana Shankar Baksh Singh 
and the Taluqdars who have accompanied him have approached this subject, 
which necessarilv to them, in a d(?grec not less than to the Government, in- 
volves issues of extreme importance. If we have not been able to meet on 
some coinparativdly minor points — such as those which form many of the 
amendments on the paper before us— the views entertained by the Taluqdars, 
we have, I think, established with them a complete and cordial understanding on 
the main principles whicli undi rlie this Bill and in accordance with which it will 
have to be worked. 1 confidently believe that this mea.sure when made law will 
contribute to bring about an equitable and durable settlement of the various 
issues raised in the course of this discussion, and that it's influence on the 
future relations of landlords and tenants in Oudh will be of effective benefit. 
My hon’ble friend Mr. Quinton has expressed some .doubt with regard 
to "the view' w'hi< h the Financial Department of the Government of India may be 
inclined to take in respect to the provisions regarding stamp-duties oh notices qf 
ejectment. I hope I may be allowed to hasten to re-assure him on that points 
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and to say that I identify myself completely. with the views he has put forward aa 
those entertained by the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, 
and that the Financial Department will certainly abstain from laying any claim to 
revenues arising from that source which the Government in the pursuit of admin- 
istrative measures calculated to give greater security and relief to the cultivators 
may desire to appropriate." 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ilbert said: — “When this measure was last before the 
Council, my hon’ble colleague Sir Stcuart Bayley congratulated the Coun- 
cil on the circumstances under which they were proceeding with the Bill. Those 
congratulations are, I am sure, still more appropriate on the present occasion. 
We have b.'ien told how, since last Jan :, the provision.s of the Bill have been 
carefully and thoroughly discuss'id with the O adh landowners and their repre- 
sentatives at a series of conferences which have been held at Lucknow, ami the 
result of those discussions has baen to materially lighten and shorten the labours 
of the Select Committee which has been sitting here. But it must not be sup- 
posed that the Select Committee have accepted cn bloc and without examination 
the Lucknow proposals. On the contrary we have gone through each of the 
several suggestions and proposals brought forward at Lucknow, with ihe reasons 
by which they were supported, have considered them on* their merits and have 
re-cast the Bill accordingly. In the performance of this task we have had the 
assistance not only of my hon’ble friend Rana Shank*ir Baksh Singh, but of the 
gentlemen who have accompanied him from Oudh, and who represent, I under- 
stand, different classes of landowners and different parts of the Province. I ex- 
plained to these gentlemen how 1 was precluded by our rules from allowing them 
to take a direct part in the deliberations of the Select Committee, but I pro- 
mised them that they should have full opportunity of placing personally 
their views and arguments before myself and the other members of the 
Committee ; and they will, I am sure, admit that I h.ave redeemed my promise on 
this point. We have had the advantage of hearing the arguments for and against 
the material provisions of the Bill clearly, forcibly and temperately stated, and any 
one who was present at the conferences which have been held could honestly testify 
that the interests of the absent were adequately represented. The amendments 
which have been moved today — all of which, 1 may be permitted to observe, had 
been previously very carefully considered in Select Committee — will show how 
few and comparatively unimportant are the points about which there is still any 
difference between the Government and the reprc'sentatives of the Taluqdars. It 
is true that this agreement has been facilitated by material concessions to the 
Taluqdars. We have been able to meet my hon’ble friend Rana Shankar 
Baksh Singh on both of the two points to which he look special exception in the 
Bill as introduced — I mean on the question of compensation for disturbance, and 
with respect to the clause providing special machinery for enforcing the condi- 
tions of the sanads. With respect to both thc.se points I should personally have 
preferred to retain the provisions of the Bill as originally introduced, but in saying 
this I must not be understood as qualifying in any way my full assent to the 
recommendations of the Select Committee that, in view of the considerations 
urged by the Local Government, the modifications proposed in the interests of the 
Taluqddrs should be accepted. Those considerations were based to a .great 
extent on the assurance that the landholders of Oudh could be trusted to work 
the Act in the spirit in which it is intended to be worked, and that the restrictions 
on their powers originally proposed for the protection of the ten.int would be in 
practice unnecessary; and it is in the assurance that this confidence is not mis- 
placed that the Government of India has assented to the Bill in its present 
form. With respect to the sanads, 1 need not do more than repeat what my 
friend Mr. Quinton has said, that nothing in this Bill will in any way modify or 
impair their effect. And, as to the substitute for compensation for disturbance, 
I am very glad to hear from my friend Sir Auckland Colvin that he thinks the 
Financial Department will be able to find a way for removing or les.sening the 
objection to which it is most palpably open. I have every hope that the 
measure now before the Council will })rove a lasting and satisfactory arrangement. 
It embodies not any compact with any particular class or section of those inter- 
ested in the land but an endeavour on the part of the legislature to reconcile as 
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far as possible the conflicting vieivs, wishes and interests of the several classes 
and sections after a fair arid impartial hearing of all concerned.” 

His Excellency THE President said : — 

“ Before putting the motion that this Bill be passed, I desire to express my 
entire concurrence with everything that has fallen from my hon’ble colleague on 
the left (Mr. Ilbert) and from the Financial Member. I am also glad to have this 
opportunity of congratulating all concerned upon the fortunate and propitious 
issue which has attended the inception, the discussion and the elaboration of this 
measure. As Mr. Quinton has already remarked, it is a most important Bill, 
affecting the happiness of thousands and thousands of Her Majesty’s subjects ; 
and, having had considerable experience -in land legislation, I must say that I 
have never taken part in any controversy affecting such various and momentous 
interests in which so laudable a spirit of conciliation has been exhibited. 

I especially desire to congratulate my hon’ble colleague who represents the 
TaluqdArs of Oudh upon the manner in which he has brought to notice the views 
of himself and of his associates regarding the Bill, and on the successful manner 
in which he has vindicated their interests and set forth their moderate and 
reasonable demands.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Council adjourned to Thursday, the 21st October, 1886.

RESOLUTION. 

In the “ Notes ” referred to in th(< preambles Mr. B. M. Malabari ef 
Bombay, a gentleman known to the Indian public for bis public-spirited 
efforts to promote social Hjform, brings to tbo notice of tlio Government of 
India important considerations connected with the quc'stious of infant nnir- 
riages and widowhood in India. In bis " Notes ’* Mr. Malabari forcibly 
depicts the evils incident to those customs, and calls upon the Government 
to take measures for mitigating them, while boat the same time suggests the 
direction which, in bis opinion, such measures of mitigation might follow. 
He thinks that, the practice of infant marriage might bo. discouraged were the 
Educational authorities to rule that no student with a cliild-M’ifo should be 
eligible for University degrees, and if the various heads of Government Depart- 
ments were^ instmeted to give the preference to those applicants for employ- 
ment in the public service who were unmarried. In regard to widow remar- 
riage, Mr. Malabari thinks that, among other palliatives, good would come if 

E 
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.Government were to take action with a view to^ providing (1) that no Hindu 
girl who during her minority had lost her husband, or the person to whom she 
had been betrothed, should be condemned to perpetual widowhood against her 
will ; ( 2 ) that arrangements might be made in suspected cases to ascertain 
whether a widow had adopted seclusion voluntarily or whether it had been 
forced upon her ; (3) that every widow, of whatever age, should have the 
right to complain to the authorities of social ill-usage, and that proper facilities 
should be afforded her for the purpose ; and. (4) that it should be declared 
illegal for priests to excommunicate either the parties contracting a second 
marriage, or their relations and connexions. 

2 . Copies of Mr. Malabari’s Notes were forwarded to Local Governments 
and Administrations with .the remark that the subject was one of great import- 
ance to the social well-being of the pt'ople, and that the Governor General in 
Council would be glad to receive any observations which the local authorities 
.might desire to make on the proposals. Local Governments and Administra- 
tions were at the same time encouraged to consult such official or non-official 
persons as were considered to be well acquainted with native feeling on the 
question. 

3. All replies from Local Governments and Administrations have now 
been received. They bear testimony to the good which even already has been 
done by Mr. Malabari’s endeavours to apply a remedy to a state of things which 
no section of the community regards altogether with approval, and which some 
consider to be a great abuse. But while thus regarding with sympathy 
Mr. Mala ban’s praiseworthy efforts, all the Local Governments and Ad- 
ministrations exhibit complete! unanimity of opinion against the adoption of 
the legislative action and the imposition of the executive disqualifications which 
Mr. Miila^ari advocates. After careful consideration, the Governor General in 
Council agrees with the unanimous conclusion arrived at on the subject by the 
local authorities, and he will endea vour to state as briefly as possible the rea- 
sons which have led him to that conclusion. 

4. In dealing with such subjects as those raised in Mr. Malabari’s Notes, 
the British Government in India has ususilly been guided by certain general 
principles. For instance, when -caste or custom enjoins a practice which 
involves a br(!ach of the ordinary criminal law, tl»e State will enforce the law. 
When caste or custom lays down a rule which is of its nature enforceable 
in the Civil Courts, but is clearly opposed to morality or public policy, the 
State will decline to enforce it. "When caste or custom lays down a rule which 
deals with such matters as are usually left to the option of citizens, and which 
does not need the aid of Civil or Criminal Courts' fur its enforcement, State 
interference is not considered either desirable or expedient. 

In the application of such general principles to particular.cases, thexje is 
doubtless room for differences of opinion ; but there is one common-sense test 
which may often bo applied with advantage in considering whether the State 
should or should not interfere in its legislative or executive capacity with social 
or religious quostious of the kind now under notice. The test is, “ Can the State 
give effect to its commands by the ordinary machinery at its disposal?’* If 
not, it is desirable that the State should abstain from making a rule which it 
cannot enforce without a departure from its usual practice or procedure. 

If this test be applied in the present case, the reasons will be apparent why 
His Excellency in Council considers that interference by the State is undesir- 
able, and that the reforms advocated by Mr. Malabari, which affect the social 
ottstoms of many races with probably as many points of difference as of agrees 
ment, must be left to the improving influences of time, and to the gradual 
operation of the mental and moral devi^lopment of the people by the spread of 
education. 

It is tnie that the British Government in India has by its legislhtfon 
set np a standard of morality independent of, and in some material respects 
differing from, the standard set up by caste ; and it may bo that the former 
ktandard has had some beneficial effect in influencing native oustoms, praoUoes, 
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and modes of thought. But legislation, though it may be didactic in its 
eCfeoi;, should not be undertaken for merely di^ctio purposes ; and in the 
competition of influence between legislation on the one band, and caste or 
custom on the other, the condition of success on tlie part' of the former is 
that the Legislature should keep within its natural boundaries, and should not, 
by overstepping those boundaries, place itself in direct antagonism to social 
opinion. 

4. Of the suggestions made in the course of the voluminous correspond- 
ence quoted in the preamble, the only two which do not seem to the Government 
•of India to be open to serious objection on ground of principle arc (1) the 
amendment of section 2 of Act XV of 1856 as to the forfeiture of property of 
a widow on remarriage ; and (2) the supply of machinery by which a Hindu 
widow, who fails to obtain the consent of her caste-follows to her remar- 
riage, may nevertheless marry w'ithout renouncing her religion. 

But although there is much to be said in favour of each of these suggestions, 
the Governor General in Council, as at present advised, would prefer not to 
interfere, even to the limited extent proposed, by legislative action until suffi- 
cient proof is forthcoming that legislation is required to meet a serious practical 
evil, and that such legislation has been asked for by a section, important in 
influence or number, of the Hindu community itself. 

6. -With this expression of his views. His Excellency in Council lias 
decided to publish all the opinions wdiich have been submitted to the Govern- 
ment of India on this important question in the form of a Selection from its 
Records.

REPORTS ON THE STATE OF ThE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS FOR THE 

WEEK ENDING 6Qx OCTOBER, 1886. 

General Remarks.— Except in the Punjab, Sind, and Rajputana, rain has fallen in varying 
quantities all over the country during the week, under report. 

The kharif outlook has much improved in Bombay, the Central Provinces, and Berar, owing, 
to the late rainfall, but in these Provinces and also in Hyderabad, Rajputana, Central India, and 
• fhe Punjab, more rain is still required for the crops. The harvest has commenced in parts 

of Bombay, the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, and Rajputana, and the prospects are generally 
good. The standing crops in Madras, Mysore, and Coorg are generally in good condition. In 
Bombay slight injury has been caused by cxce.ssive rain in parts of Poona and Ratnagiri. 

The rice crop in Bombay, and e.specially in the Central Provinces, is still in want of rain. In 
the latter Province the crop in the Cnhattisgarh Division has been partially lost. In Bengal the 
early rice harvest has yielded fairly and- the winter rice is coming up well. In As.sam transplant- « 
ing of the sa// crop is nearly finished. I'he rice crop is being transplanted in Lower Burma, and 
prospects are satisfactory. 

Cotton prospects in the Central Provinces and Berar are generally fair. 

Sowings for the rak/arc in progress in the North- Wei tern Provinces and Oudh, the Central 
Provinces, Berar, and Rajputana. 

The public health continues generally good in all Provinces. 

Prices are rising in a few districts of "the Punjab and. in Coorg and are falling in the Central 
Provinces and Mysore. Elsewhere they remain generally stationary.

Judges will be selected for their qualifications in relathm to the special class pf work

The Executive Committee will apj>oint Judges for collective exhibits ; but no collective 
exhibit -shaU obtain a higbtM* AwiirJ than the hast exhibit it (N>ntains is entitled to.

Special arrangements may l)o made by 
the Executive Committee for the charge for space for machinery^ agri(;ultural implements, 
and other bulky goods.

An Act to amend the Law respecting Interna- 
tional and Colonial Copyright. 

[25th June, 1886.] 

^Whereas hy the International CtJpyrighl 
Acts Her Majesty is authorised by Order in 
Council to direct that as regards literary and 
^artistic works first published in a foreign country

7. Where it is necessary to prove the exist- 
ence or proprietorship of the copyright of any 
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work first produced in a foreign country to which 
an Order in Council under the International 
Copyright Acts applies, an extract from a regis- 
ter, or a certificate, or other document stating 
the existence of the copyright, ortho person who 
is the proprietor of such copyright, or is for the 
purpose of any legal proceedings in the Uniti‘d 
Kingdom deemed to he entitled to such copy- 
right, if authenticated hy tlie oflicial seal ol a 
Minister of State of tlic said foreign country, or 
by the official seal or the signature of a British 
diplomatic or consular officer acting in such 
country, shall be admissible as evidence c»l the 
facts named therein, and all courts shall take 
judicial notice of every such official seal and sig- 
nature as in this section mentioned, and shall 
^dmit in evidence, without proof, the documents 
authenticated hy it. 

8 . (1) The Copyright Acts shall, subject to 
the provisions of this Act, apply to a literary 
or artistic work first prodiucd in a British 
possession in like manner as they apply to a 
work first produced in the United Kingdom: 

Provided that — 

(/;) the enac tments respecting the regiftry of 
the ( 0|)yright in such work shall not ap- 
ply if the law of such poss(*ssiun pro- 
vides for the registration of such ci>py- 
right ; and 

(A) where such work is a hook the delivery 
to any persons or body of persons of a- 
copy of any such work shall not be 
required. 

(2) Where a register of eojHTight in books is 
kept under the authority of the government of a 
British possession, an cxtrac't trom that registc'r 
purpprting to be certified as a true (*opy t*y the 
officer ket:ping it, and aiillcMilicalcd by the puli- 
lic seal of the British po>session, or by the 
official seal or the signature of the governor of a 
British possession, or of a colonial secrctarv, or 
of some secretary or mini.'itt r administf^nng a 
department of the governnicnl of a Jiritisli pos- 
session, shall be admissible in c\idcnte of the 
contents of that register, and ail courts shall 
lake judicial notice of (*\ery such senl and sig- 
nature, jyid shall admit in evidmee, without fur- 
ther proof, all document'; aiithenlicalcd by it. 

(3) Where before the passing of this Act an 
Act or ordinance has passed in any Firitish 
possession respecting copyright in any literary 
or artistic works, Her Majesty in Council may 
make an Order modifying the C<»py right Acts 
and this Act, so far as tlu-y Jipply to such l^>riti'>h 
possession, and to literary and artistic works 
first produced therein, in such manner as to Her 
Majesty iirCouncil seems expedient. 

(4) Nothing in the Copyright Acts or this 
Act shall prevent the passing in a British posses- 
sion of any Act or ordinanc e respecting the copy- 
right within tlie limits of sucli possession of 
works first produced in that possession. 

9. Where it appears to Her Majesty ex|)cdicnt 
that an Order in Council under the International 
Copyright Ac:ts made after the passing of this 
Act as respects any foreign country, should not 
apply to any British possession, it shall be law- 
ful for Her Majesty by the same or any other 
Order in Council to declare that such Order 
and the International Copyright Acts and this 


Act shall not, and the same shall not, apply to 
such British possession, except so far as is neces- 
sary for preventing any prejudice to any rights 
'acquired previously to the date of such Order ; 
and the expressions in the said Acts relating to 
Her Majesty's dominions shall be construed 
accordingly ; but save as provided by such 
declaration the said Acts and this Act shall apply 
to every .British possession as if it were part ol 
the United Kingdom. 

TO. (i) It shall be lawful for Her Majef^ty 
from time to time to make Orders in Council for 
the purposes of the International Copyright 
Acts and this Act, for revoking or altering any 
Order in Council previously made in pursuance 
of the said Acts, or any of them. 

{2) Any such Order in Council shall not 
affect prejudicially any rights acquired pr 
accrued at the date of such Order coming into 
operation, and shall provide for the protection 
ol such rights. 

11. In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires — 

The expression “ literary and artistic work" 
means every hook, print, lithograph, article of

[i6th April, 1886.] 

Whkreas the raising or keeping a standing 
army within the United Kingdom of Great^ 
Britain and Ireland in time of peace, unless 
it he with the consent of Parliament, is against 
law 

And whereas it is adjudged necessary by 
Her Majesty and this present Parliament, that 
a body of forces should be continued for the 
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safety of the United Kingdom and the defence 
of the possessions of Her Majesty's Crown, 
and that the whole number of such forces 
should consist of one hundred and fifty-one 
thousand -eight hundred and sixty-seven men, 
including those to be employed at the depots in 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire- 
•land for the training of recruits for service at 
home and abroad, but exclusive of the nnnibers 
actually serving within Her Majesty's Indian 
possessions : 

And whereas it is a^o judged necessary for 
the safety of the Uniti*d Kingdom, and the 
defence of the possessions of this realm, that a 
body of Royal Marine forces should be em- 
ployed in Her Majesty's fleet and naval service,

4. Whereas nndcr section forty-one of the 
Army Ai t, iSSi, sub-section five, a person 
subject to military law is liable, if convicted 
by court- martial of any olTeiicc not before in 
the said Act p.irticnlarly specified, which when 
riMivnilted in England is punishable by the law 
of England, to snll'er such punishment as in the

And whereas doubts frequently arise to 
whether an olleni'e punishable by the law of

putation of the said three ya-ars, and it is expe- 
dient to remove such doubts : Be it therefore 
enacted as follows: — 

In section eighty'-four of the Army Act, iSSi, 
the words “ after the expiration of nine years 
from the date of his original term of enlist- 
ment" shall be siibstilnteci for the words “with- 
in three years of the completion of his original 
term of enlistment.'’ 

7. Whereas the twelfth sub-section of section 
one hundred and seventy-nine of the Army Act, 
l 88 r, as amended by seellon sevcMi of the Army 
(Annual) Act, 1S84, is as folli)ws : — 

“Nothing in the provisions of this Art redat- 
ing to the term of enlistment, to the conditions 
of service, to appointment or transfer, to trans- 
fer to the reserve, to the re-engagement or i 
prolongation of serviee, or to forfeiture of ser- I 
vice of a soUlier of the regular forc es, or to the 
rules for reekoning service for discdi irgc or | 
transfer to the reserve, shall apply to tlii^ Royal !

“Save that if rcgnlitions made by a Secretary j

9. Whereas in the Army Act, 18S1, reference 
is made to the Naval Discipline Act, l8()6: 

And whereas by fbe Naval Discipline Act, 
1884, tbe “Naval Discipline Act" is made the 
short title of the Naval Discipline Act, 1866, 
as amended by tlie Naval Discipline Act, 1884 : 
Be it therefore enacted as follows : — 

In the Army Art, 1881, the figures “1866" 
shall be omitted after the words “ Naval Disci- 
pline Act," wherever these words occur.

RESOLUTION. 

A prolonijcd correspondenfe lias l4ilv<‘n place 'with Her Hlajcsty’s Govern- 
ment on the subject of the systiMii iin ler which iVat.ives of India are admitted 
either to the Covimanted Civil Scrviire under the Statute 2lJt 22 Vie., cap. 100, 
section 02, or under the Statute ;j;i Vi-.., cap. 0, seetioii 0, to olPiees formerly 
reserved exclusively to rnemhers of that Service. As a result of this corre- 
spondence, Her Majesty’s Secretary of State has recently accepted a suo-i'iistion 
made by the Government of I ndia that tluj queslioii of the lulmission of 'Natives 
of India to such serviee and oflTices should ho reojienedand cand'ullv considered 
and has requested that a Commission should Iks appoiufi' I in India for that 
purpose, lie has also expressed a desire tint the enquiry to be made by 
the Commission should extend, not only to the admission of Natives to 
the oflices reform'd lo above, but to their employ ment in all branches of the 
public service connected with the civil administration of the country. From 
the subjects lo be referred to the Commission, all ipiestions connected wdth the 
conditions on wbudi Eni?li.sh candidates are admitted to the lu.lian Civil Ser- 
vice examination in England are excluded. 

In regard to the constitution of the Commission, the Secretary of State 
indicates his view that it should include a proportion of Native members, which 
may sufficiently represent the different classes and modes of tliouglit in India, and 
that it should also include a trained English lawyer, if piissible, of judicial 
experience. In regard to its object, the Commission would, broadly speakiu", 
be required .to devise a scheme which may reasonably be hope 1 to possess thii 
necessary eh'ments of linality, and to do full justice to the claims of Natives of 
India to higher and more extensive employment in the public .service. The 
Governor-General in Council fully and cordially accepts this decision, and in 
accordance therewith has ro.solved to appoint a Commission for the purpose ol 
giving elTect to it. In making the suggestion which has now' resulted in this 
decision, the Government of India expressed the belief that any scheme to be 
entirely satisfactory w ould require parliamentary legisl.itiou hereafter. It may 
be further remarkiid that the investigations of the Commission now to be con- 
stituted will he preparatory to the Parliamentary enquiry into Indian affairs 
which it is the intention of Her Majesty’s Government to undertake at an 

t'arJv dale. 

• 

2. As r(!gards the composition of the Commission, the Governor- 
General in Council, in view of the scope of the enquiry and the magni- 
tude and variety of the intere.sts iuiolved, considers that the ‘matter can be 
best dealt, with by a Commission consisting of about fifteen members, 
including the President, fur which office His lixccllcncy in Council has 
selected th«! llon’blc Sir Charles Aitchi.sori, k.c.s.i., c.i.n., Lieutenant-Governor 
of the Punjab. 'I’he Governments of Madras, Rombay. Bengal, and the Nortli- 
M'e.stem Provinces with Uudh will ••ach ho invited to submit the names 
of three officers w hoso personal exiioricncc of the actual working of district 
administration (including as far as possible in that term both executive and 
judicial branches) has been sufficiently A'aried and extensive to entitle them to 
speak with autJiority upon that subject for their own Provinces. From the 
names thus submitted the Governor-General in Council will select a represent- 
ative for each of the four Provinces ali«>ve mentioned. ITio Punjab will be 
represented by the Presidimt. With a view to ensure the proper representation 
of Native opinion on the Commission, the Local Governments named should at 

3 
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once take such steps as may in tlioir opinion bo necessary to nscortain the per- 
sons regarded ns most comj)]elcly ro[»resent!itire of Native opinion, and as com- 
manding the "widest conlichmeo amongst their fellow-countrymen ; and tlie Gov- 
ernor-General in Council vould he glad t6 he furni>shc(l us soon as n:ay bje found 
possible hy each of tins above Local Govci’n'oents with the names of not less than 
three gentlemen, being n itives of the l*roviuce coric(‘rncd, who are considered best 
fitted to represent on tJio Comiuission the several classes and modes of thought 
in the Province. Prom the names so submitted^ liis lixeelloney in Council 
will choose four l*j‘(»vi!icial reprt'sentativos, and he w ill also reserve the power- 
of making, after duo eoirsideraiioA and en»piiry, additional nomiiiutions, Avith 
a view to the moi'c complete riipnsentation of Native views. A represent- 
ath'e of tlie non-olUcial European and of the Eurasian community respect- 
ively Avill le selected by tin* Governor-General in Council, and to this end the 
Local Governments mentioned aboA'C are requested to snlmiil the names of the 
gentlemen who, in their oifiiiion, Avonld best repn'se.nt the vi(ovs of tbos(s com- 
munities re.'P"ctivcly. IJis Excclb-iicy will also appoint a dcb'g.ite on behalf of 
the Government of India and a t.raiued' Englisii law'yer of judicial exjxTience. 
Tlui duties of Secretary of the (’ommissiou will b«* pcrfornied by Mr. l!\ Oi 
Daukes, one of the Undcr-Seen*tarii‘s to tbe Goverument of India, win) W’ill be 
specially dei)Uted for this purpose. 

3. The enquiry is to embrace the employment of Natives of India. not only 
in appointments ordinarily rc'scrved by law for members of" tbo Covenanted 
Civil Service, but also in the Uneovenanted Service goiTerally, including in 
this term the lower administrative apjmintments, executive and judicial, 
and all special iJopartineiits coimei ted Avith the civil administration of the 
country. The enquiry thus (wmtemplated is not only one of great magnitude 
atid importance, but siieb as requires a caiefnl preliminary eollcction of 
facts.- Sueli an inve4i»ati<»n has already been made, in I’egard to the class of 
appointments bitherLo ordinarily reserved for the Ooveuanted Civil Service 
and in regard to uncoveuanted oxcentivc and judicial posts ; but no suel» iuAros- 
tigatiou has been prosecuted in the case of other bianebes of the public 
service. Eor these reasons, and also because the const ilutioji of a Commission, 
settled ra til cr Avi ill rcfcri'nce to tbo <*<,nsid<n‘ations likely to ari.se in connection 
Avithtlie posts above referred to, might not be allogctluT .suitable for an enquiry 
into special I'-ranchos of the public service, it seems desirable that the Iavo matters 
sbonld be separatciy dealt w itb. ]''or the preseut, aeeordingly, the, Government 
of India thinks it aa ell that tbo Con. mission should dii eet its attention mainly to 
the question of the eemditions under Avliieh Natives of India sliould be 
employed in the j)0,sts Avbi(di are <ir linarily reserved for the Covenanted 
Strviee, and to qiiesiions relating to the admis.sion of Natives of India and Euro- 
peans re- peetively to those braiiebes of tlie IJiu-ovenanlcd SerViee wbieliaro 
direetly engaged in tin* executive and judieial administration of the country. 
The eiMjuiry in regard to otln*r branches of 1 be public sorAdeo Avill thus beisost- 
pouod until the more important ('Aiestion has Ikhma dealt w ith. It may afterwards 
b(? convenient to reconstitute the Commission with a vicov to enable it to deal 
with tberera-iining questions, Avhieli ai*emore or less technical in their character, 
and for a jiropcr scttloment of wliich it is c8.scntial tliat recourse should be 
bad t(» tbe probissional opinion of experts. 


L IVitli,ref<‘renco to the ]»reliminary coliection of facts declared in the 
foregoing paragraph to be a m'c *s.v.ary pre|>ai’atf>ry steji in tJiis erujuiry, it must 
here be stat(‘d that the question of tlie projicr slrengili of the Covemmted Ser- 
vice has already foinied the subject of careful examination, and important 
decLions upon it have been arri> ed at by the Government of India in commu- 
nication with Her Maj(*sty's Secretary of State. All relev.ant papers bearing (m 
this q^e.^til)u Avill bo laid before the Commission, audit is bclkwed that, in "view 
of the discussions Avhieh baAaj already taken place, and the conclusions 
Avliich have heen come to, there Avill be no j»‘(a>ssify to go over, the same 
ground again. The Co!nmi.ssion, lioAA'evcr, is not precluded from rcA'iewing the 
factsHhns <!olleelcd or the conclusions thus arrived at. Accordingly, should it find 
in the course of its invest ig.atious reason for thinking that a f urther limitation 
in the number of posts reserved by Liav for the Coveiranted SerAuce is desirable, 
or that the larger employmcjnt of Natives of India in purlic.ular offices or classes 
at offices couuected with the civil administration not now usually held by 
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them may be conducive to the public gjol, either absolutely or ou condi- 
tion of the freer admission of Europeans tn oCBces ‘from wliicli they in tbeir 
turn are nov^ excluded, it will not be debarred fmiu submitting any rccom- 
mendationa it may desire on such ])oints. Tliese, howevor, should be i-egarded as 
supplementary points, and the most important duty of the Cora mission in this 
portion of its enquiries will be to consider the means best adapt ed to secure 
the admission of competent Natives of each Province of T»idia to such full 
proportion of the Oovonantod Servi«5o employetl in that Province ns may not 
under the orders of Her Majesty’s Government jic.reserved for Europeans. 

. , 6. As regards the scope of the encpiiry to be entrusted to the Commission, 

it may furtli{?r be- stabal that the investigation should not bo conftuod to the 
rules framed under the Statute 3.‘l Vic,, cap. 3, section <*•, but should be instituted 
with a view to Parliamentary legislatioa, if necessary. It i.s not possible to 
specify at the pwsent moment -with any approa(!h to completeness the various 
points which should come under the consideration of tins Commission, but 
attention may be drawn to the gi*eat importancr^ of conducting a careful enquiry 
, into the evidence as to the existeiuai and extent of any dissatisfaction wliich 
may be felt by the Native community in regard to the existing Statutory 
Service-; into tlie grounds upon wliieh any such feeding, if it prevails, is biused ; 
into the question whether it is the Statute of 1870 itself that is objected to, or 
the rules framed under it ; and into the results of the selections made under 
the Statute. It may be observed that thcStatiite of 1S70 is one of rcmarlvable 
breadth and liberality ; that it emj)oweis the Government of India and 
the Secretary of State acting together to frame rules uiuhn* which Natives of 
India may ho admitted to any of the olTiees hitluirto reserved to the 
Covtmrmtod Civil Service ; and that it w'ould appear that there is practically 
no mcdliod of selecting Natives for higher employment in India which its 
provisions would not allow to bo attempted. The grounds therefore of 
any objection to a Statute of this oliaracicr require cart?f ul scrutiny. 

6. It has been suggested that the Act of 1870 is open to objection, b cause 
it admits persons to specific appointments only, and not to membership in an 
organized “ Sc mce.” The reasons for this desire to bo enrolled in a Service 
should be fully weighed, and it should bo considered how far the privileges of 
pay, promotion, and retiring annuity, which Indian public servants enjoy 
through belonging to the Covenanted Civil Service, and the conditions generally 
under wbich they hold their ofilees, are suitable, to Natives rtf India obtaining 
office under the Statutory Hides, It appears to lie expressly suggested that 
the Act of 1870 is unpopular, hwjause a person appointed under it draws, 
according to the rules laid down, pay at a lower rate than if he were a member 
of the Indian Civil Service appointed after competition in London. This point 
will require sc'rious consideration from the Oommis.'.ioncr.s, because, among 
other reasons, it raises an important qnedion as to the financial saving, which 
it is generally supposed will arise from the more extensive employment of 
Native gentlemen in the public service. 

7 . If it be found on enquiry that it is the Statutory lliiles which excite 
dissatisfaction and not the Siatuto itself, the grounds of such dissatisfaction 
should bo closely examined. It will be most ii.seljil to asecriain, for ex- 
ample, wbctiier tlio communities of the various J’roviiua's, and especially the 
classes from wbicli Native p ildii! sm'vants arc commonly drawn, dijjapprove of 
selection in any form, witli or w ithout jirolntion ; wdn'thcr oompotition of 
some sort is the only mo.le of sole<*tioii wiiieli coin iiend.s it.sclf to them ; and 
whether they think that a eombiii ition of both systems possos.sc.s advantages, 
more especially with regar,! to t he pri>m.)tion t) higher otfici? of dosorviug mem- 
bers of the subordinate executive, and judic.i d services. It is scarcely neccs.sary 
to remark that in a country of such extent iis In lhi, inhabit.e..'l by a poimlation 
so vast and various, and of such unequal civilization, the evidence taken ou these 
points, to be, of real value, should ho colleetod over a w'ido area and from 
• niim ermis classes of people. 

8. In connexion with the question w'liother or not it is desirable that 
there should be a competitive eximinatiou in England for Nativc.s of India, the 
Commission will no doubt fully examine int> and report on the advantages and 
disadvantages, of competitive selection in India, on the conditions of such com- , 
petition, ou the view which is likely to be taken of such a system by the Native 
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community at large, and on the desirability or otherwise of requiring or 
encouraging candidates selected in India to pr:}cced to England with a yie \7 to 
passing there a period of probationary, tr.iining. If the Commissioners are 
favourable to the maintenance, substentiaJly, of the present system, which 
permits Natives to compete in England, it will be necessary to enquire what 
are the limits of age; for Native candidates, and what the changes (if any) 
in the character of their examination which the Commissioners would recom- 
mend. It has already been stated that no (]uedion regarding English candi- 
dates is ref(?rped to tlic Coinmisj^ion ; but, in view of the dilliculty of reconciling 
the systems wdiich are rt'spcct ively best adapted to the two chisses, and sup- 
posing that the Commission decide on rejcommending the maintenance ot 
the present system of competitive examination in England, the Commis- 
sioners should give special attention to a suggestion made by the Bengal 
Government that the number of Native probationers to be select(;d by competi- 
tive examination in London should be first fix(;d, and that the Native candi- 
dates should be selected by an examination separate from that of tlie Europeans,, 
and especially adapted as regards limits of age aud uLhorwiso to the condi- 
tions of Natives of India. ' 

9. With r(;gard to the question of affording facilities to Natives of India to 
proceed to England to compote for the Indian Civil Service, the Commissioners 
will doubtless be able to obtain much valuable evidence from an enquiry on the 
following points : (1) whether there is reason to believe that the young Natives 
obtained under the existing system of the open competition in England 
for the public seiwioe in India are the best as regards character and capacity 
who could be got for it under any system; (2) whether such a system 
is favourably looked upon by large and important classes in India; and 
(3) what is the relative weight to be attached to recent representations which 
affirm the general willingness of Tn litin youths to cross the sea for. educa- 
tion, and to others wdiich as strongly deny it. The British Inlian Assoraa- 
tion, for example, appears to have said in a petition to Parliament that 
“a journey to England entails, not only expense and hardship, but the loss of 
social position to all but the small minority who break with Indian society 
from personal motives, and are unable to faithfully reflect its sentiments by 

reason of their isolation.” 

• 

10. In conclusion, the Governor-General in Council would observe that 
he has no desire to fetter the discretion of the Commission as to the particular 
method of enquiry which it desires to pursue. The corrospondenoe which has 
taken place with Her Majesty's Secretary of State and with Local Govern- 
ments and AdrainistKitions on the subject of the Statute of 1S70 and the Buies 
framed thereunder will he placed at the disposal of the Commission, and, with 
this corrc'spondonfo before it, it will devolve upon the Commission to deter- 
mine the particular method or methods of enquiry whic!i may be best calcu- 
lated to effect the object which the Government lias in vi( 5 w.

3. The former Government drew attention to the absence of any provision authorising 
ilia detention of supposed lunalii^s for observation, and the latter to the inconvenience ensuing 
from the provision which requires lunatics who are not natives of the country to be sent in 
all cases to an asylum at the presidency. 


4, It api^ared to us that express provision ought to bo made for the detention of 
supposed lunatics. Asa matter o£ praistice they are deUined, for in many cases the medical 
<i(lic«r is not iu a position to form an opinion on the question whether or not a iiersoii is a 
liiiialic until he has had the person under observation for some days. Tho detention is 
probably legal where it is authorised by the Magistrate (I. L. R. 9 Cal. 3-1.1) but it 
is desirable t hat tliere should be no room for doubt as to the legality of a practice which 
is ill fact absolutely necessary. We considered it desirable, however, before submitting our 
Report, to consult Local Governments, and wo therefore circulated a draft clause proposing in 
accordance with the advice of the Surgeon-General, a period of ten days as the mainmiiiii 
term of detention for purposes of observation. We have now, after considering the replies to 
our circular, proposed to extfuid the terra to fourteen days, and to authoriso Local Govern- 
meuts to make rules as to the place of detention, and the care and treatment, of supposed 
lunatics. ^ ^ 


5. Thp proposal of tl>e Punjab Government with respect to the establishment of asylums 
at other places than the presidojicy-towns for lunatics^ who are not natives of the country was 
referred by us to other Local (lovornraents, and has been approved by them. We have provided 
therefore, that the Governor-General in Council may, wit h respect to any part of British India 
which is not annexed to a presidency, or is more than three hundred miles from a presidency- 
town, direct that any lunatic asylum named in the order shall be deemed for that part to be a 
lunatic asylum at the presidencj' for tlie purposes of the Act. 

6. Section 9 <»f the Act empowers the visitors of a lunatic asylum to order the discharffe 
•f any jierson d«!taim4 in the asylum. As the (Jode of Criminal Procedure, ISSi, and tL 
Prisoners A tit, 1S71, reserve that power in certain coses to other authorities, w© have proposed 
tu prefix to that section an express saving of the provisions of other enactments. ^

1 that certain portions of the Bill sh.all not c(»nie into force at once. It is desirable that 
sections 6 to 11 of Ihc Bill, as amended by ns, slumld not have effect until the Civil and 
Criminal Justice Regulations, wbicli have been dnuvn, am! for the most part .settled, have 
been finally proposed by the Chief CommisKioncr and have received the assent of the Governor- 
Oeneral under the Statute 33 Victoria, ehai>ter 3. 

3. Section 3 , regarding the division of Upper Burma into divisions, districts, sub-divi- 
sions, townships and circles, will serve the purpo.^es of the lie ^illations which the Chief Com- 
missioner is about to propose. 

4. Section 4 has been so modified as to cover, it is Ijclicved, the language of all enact- 
ments in force in Lower Burma. 

5 . Section 6 has been so amended as to define more precisely the local area to which 
the Second Part of tlie Second Selu*diilo is to apply. The Shan States arc excluded from the 
oi>eration of this and the next following section. 
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‘ 6. Section 7. — (1) The section (7) which it was proposed to add to Act YI of 1881 will 
he rendered unnecessary by the application to .Upper Burma of sections 890 to 803 of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure by the proposed Criminal Justice Begpilation. 

(2) It is proposed to amend section 25 of the Indian Evidence Act, 1872, in its applica* 
tion to Upper Burma, because Thugyis and Myothugyis will, besides being police-officers, be 
local Magistrates and Judges. 

(3) The modification of section 10, Act XIX of 1870, will substantially continue the law 
as it was found in Upper Burma with re.'^iiect io ptoea orHlramatio entertainments, and as it 
seems desirable to maintain that law for the present. 

7. Section 8 provides that British Indian law shall ifot extend proprio vigore to any of 
the Shan States. 

8. Sections 9, 10 and II remain, with slight modifications, as they were in the Bill as 
introduced. 

9. 'We have added some Acts to the First Part of the Second Schedule. Among them 
are the Court-fees and Stomp Acts, the Presidency B.ank3 AcIh, the Indian Companies Act 
and the Land Improvement Loans Act. The operation of the Court-fees and Stomp Acts will 
be limited by notifications to be issued when those Acts come into force. The fact that the 
Bank of Bengal contemplates the establishment of a branch at Mandalay necessitates the 
^tension of the Presidency Banks Aids. The Indian ('ompauics Act may be required at any 
time; and the local authorities advise the extension of tlie Land Improvement Loans Act for 
the purposes of* loans to be made for irrigation-works. 

10. The jurisdiction to be ijonferred on, and tho rules to bo prescribed for, the Civil 
Court of Mandalay will render necessary the extension of the Provincdal Small Cause Courts 
Act, XI of 1 605, and the Code ol Civil Procedure to the Town of Mandalay. 

11. Other amendments of the Bill do not call for remark.

In this respect the law enacted nearly lialf a 
century am for the Indian army is more severe than Parliament has seen fit to enact for 
the other branches of Her Majesty’s regular forces or than tlie Council of the Govemorw 
General would now enact.

REPORTS ON THE STATE OP THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS FOR THE 

WEEK ENDING 13th OCTOBER, 1886. 


General Remarks.— Rain has fallen generally throughout the country during the week under 
report. The falls have been heaviest in Bengal, the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, and 
•Bombay. ■ . 

fn Bombay, the Central Provinces, Berar, Hyderabad, and the Punjab, the recent rainfall has 
been beneficial to the kharif, which is generally in good condition. Harvest is in progress in parts 
of Pombay, the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, and Rajputana, and promises well. In 
Mysore, Coorg, and Mjidras agricultural prospects continue satisfactory. 

In Bombay the rice crop still needs rain, and in the Central Provinces it has, as already 
reported, suffered much from drought on hi^li lands. The early rice harvest continues to yield 
fairly in Bengal, and the condition of the winter rice, is very favourable. In Assam sowing for the 
winter crops has eommenced. In Burma the rice crop promises well everywhere. 

Cotton-picking has commenced in licrar ; in Bombay the crop needs more rain. 

Rabi sowings are generally well advanced in Bombay, the North-Western Provinces and 
Oudh, and the Central Provinces, and have commenced in the Punjab, Berar, Hyderabad, and 
Rajputana. 

The public he.alth continues to be generally good in .all Provinces. 

Prices are steady or falling in the Central Provinces, and rising in one or two districts of the 
Punjab and in Coorg. Elsewhere they remain generally stationary.

Extract from the ProeertUiigs of 'the- Government of Mia, in the Eerenue and Agricultural 
l)t’ 2 >arliueHl (Meteorology) , dated Simla, loth October, 18S6. 


Bead the following : — 

Summary of tho Weather Iloporte for (he mouth of September 1 8Sfi. 

The slight depression of temperature which characterized the weather of 
August last, disappeared, at its close, over the greater portion of the country, 
and in several provinces, owing to tho early cessation of the rains, September 
was a warm month. In tho Punjab, the temperature remained greatly above 
the average throughout, and, in the latter .half of tlie month, over tho whole of 
tho Central Indian plateau. On the mean of the month, the c.vcess amounted 
to from 2° to 4° in the Punjab, fexcept in the Derajat and Multan divisions, 
where it was small,) and from 1° to 4° in Central India, Khandesh, the Deccan 
and Concan. In the Gangetic plain, Assam, llajputana, Sind and the Carnatic, 
the temperature was below the normal average. The depression was greatest 
in Behar, where it amounted to over 2 

The atmospheric pressure was slightly below the Sej)icmber average in the 
Punjab, owing probably to the high temperature. In llajjmtana, Guzerat, and 
locally at a few places elsewliere, there was a slight cxc<‘ss. Blsewhcre the 
differences from the average in both directions were very small. The air was 
drier than usiml throughout North-Western and Central India, as well as in 
Bombay. In the Carnatic and the North-West of Bengal, howt^ver, it was 
damper than usual. 

The rains ceased early iu the month in North-Western India, B-aj- 
putana. Central India, Sind, Guzerat and a large part of the Deccan; but 
in Bengal, Burma, Assam and the more eastern districts of the North-West 
Provinces, they continued to fall almost to its close. In Madms, as well as 
over a large portion of Bombay, light showers fell at short intervals. 

The rainfall was very heavy all over Bengal, and especially in Behar, where 
it was nearly three times the average amount; and next thereto, in Northern 
Bengal. In tlie Carnatic the rainfall was about the average, and in Mysore 
and on the plateau of Bellary, it was but slightly above it. Everywhere else, 
the rainfall was more or less deficient, and little or no rain fell in the Indus 
Valley, Cutch and G uzerat.

Thj: primary olijeci oF lliis Hill is to empower the Govcrnor-Gimeral in Council to make 
ruI“S (a) b r pn»ti*c’ ii'g the jmMic in person and properly from injury hy reason ('f contact 
with, or the proximity of,. appliances or apparatus used in the supply of eleetrieity for lighting, 
and (4) for arcvjntiiig tclegr.»ph-li lies from l>cing injuriously affected by any of those ajipliaii- 

ces or apparatus.

2. Tlie di nger to the ])iiblic from eloftric light connections arises from the fa(?t tliat 
currents of great si length are us: d in the protluetioii «^£ the liglit, the currents being powerful 
enough to cauM; death to any pm-son, or set fire to any inflammable inaleml, coming in 
contact w'ith thrf win s while tlie currents are passing, that is to say, while the Lamps are 
being u«cd. lh*(»t(*c*ti )n may he afforded f it her by placing those wires or connections in such a 
jiositiiiii that e^TiHn t with thorn is impossible, or by so covering them with insulating material 
that cont.u’t vvitii llieiii is innocuous. 

Interference with telegraph and telephone signals is caused by obstructive currents being 
induced in the t 1* graph and telephone wires when the ehicliio light wires pass within a certain 
distance of tliem. The remedy is to arrange that the electric light wires shall he placed suffi- 
ciently far off. It is imp ossihlo of course to determine what the safe distance is without 
knowing the strength of thj current employed for the electric light, which again varies with 
the niiiniier oF lamps in circuit, hut the dislmico can be delmiiiiiod from time to time with 
reicrcnce to the maximum curient to be used in any particular local area. 

3. A company desiring to supply electricity in any local area for any purpose must, if 
the company was not supplying it in that area for that jiurpose at tlio time of the jHissing 
of the Act, obtain a license from the Governor-General in Council. By this license the 
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Goveraor-Qenernl in Council may impose such regiilaiions and conditions as ho thinks expe- 
dient, and confer on the licensee, witli rospeet to the placing of appliances and apparatus for 
the supply of electricity, any of the powers which the telegraph-authority possesses under the 
Indian Telegraph Act, with resi^oct to the placing of telegraph lines and posts for th e 

purposes of a telegraph established or maintained by the Governincnt or to be so established 
or maintained. 

Companies which were supplying electricity in any local area for any purpose at the time 
of the psissing of the Act may elect to continue su];)plying it without a license, and therefore 
without the obligations which may be imposed, or the x^^vileges which may be conferred, 
by a license.

That proposal having been aband<»ncd for the present, the opinions on the Bill of 
have boon exainimsl, and most of the r«»comineiidatioti? in them incorporated in the 
amended copy of the Bill which accompanies this Bep ut. 

The fr-w n»comraen(hifioiis which have not been adopted have roferenco to the relation of 
Courts of Small (\ausas to District (Courts, and will be best con.'^idered in connection with 
the Pn»vincial Small ('ausc Counts Bill, 18^5. 1 propose thcroforo to move at t!ie next meet* 

ing of Council that all memliers of ,thti Select. Committee a)>pointed to consider and report 
on that Bill wlio are residents of, or a»*c 4»r have been officially ednnected with, Bengal, the 
North-Western Provinces or Assam be added to the Select Committee on the Courts Bill to 
which this Preliminary Beporf relates.

WEEK ENDING 2atli OCTOBER, x886. 


General Remarks.— During the week under report the rainfall has been almost confined 
to Burma, Madras, Bombay, excluding Sind, Mysore, Berar, Hyderabad, and the Central Provinces. 
In Bengal, the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, and Central India rain fell in places, but the 
showers were light. 

*The kharifaxtvtsi is in active progress in Bombay, the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, 
the Punjab, and Rajputana, and a good outturn is expected. In the Central Provinces, B^rar, 
, Hyderabad, and Central India, where the harvest has not yet commenced, the prospects of the 
'standing art improving, the recent rain having been of benefit to the crops. In Mysore 

the crops are m good condition, and in Coorg the ragi has been harvested. In Madras prospects 
are good, but in some districts the harvest is yielding an outturn below the average. 

In Bombay the rice crop is generally good, except in Ahmedabad, where rain is still urgently 
wanted ; and in the Central Provinces the crop has improved by the recent rain. The early rice 
harvest in Bengal has bften completed, and the winter rice generally looks well, though in Behar 
and East Bengal some injury has been caused to it by floods. Preparations for the winter crops 
still continue m Assam. In Burma the rice crop promises \yell. 

Sowings for the rabi are generally in active progress in Bombay, the North-Western Prov- 
inces and Oudh, Rajputana, and the Central Provinces, though in the last-named province they 
have been retarded in places by rain. In Bengal, the Punjab, Hyderabad, and Berar sowing has 
also commenced. In the Punjab rain is needed. 

The public health continues to be generally satisfactory everywhere. 

Prices are rising in a few districts of the Punjab, fluctuating in the Central Provinces and 
in Mysore, and falling in Coorg. Elsewhere they arc generally stationary.

6. There is on the whole a falling-off in circulation of about 50 lakhs; the fluc- 
tuations in the lower denominations are not important; the increase of ten rupee' 
notes more than balances the decrease of fives and twenties, showing that though 
little change has taken place in the use of notes for current circulation there is 
a smaiK improvement, but there is a decrease of more than 50 lakhs in the 
notes of R 1,000, which are chiefly used by Banks and others as convenient 'for 
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reserve balances, the decrease here is probably due to the economy of balances 
made imperative by a gradually falling exchanjge.

The chief noticeable point in the above table is the considerable reduction as 
compared with last year, vtjs!., from 1,47,700 to 1,11,348, in the number of rupees 
reduced in weight otherwise than by reasonable wear : it is hoped that the 
special attention given to the examination of coin has had the effect of im- 
proving the character of the circulation. 

37. I give below statements similar to those given last year -of the whole 
rupees coined and issued from the Indian Mints during the years 1835 
and the proportions of each of tho^ issued found on examination in every- 
District Treasury of a bag of 2,000 rupees of the coin ordinarily current in the 
district. 

I can only repeat the remarks made last year that there is considerable 
difficulty in drawing any general conclusions from the movement of coin which 
these statements indicate. New coin being largely used for melting into orna- 
ments the coinage of a prosperous year, or perhaps of the year preceding, is 
likely to disappear comparatively quickly. The large remittances of coin to the 
Punjab from Bombay in 1879 to provide for war expenditure account for the 
high proportion of coin of that year circulating in the Province. Very Idrji'e 
specie remittances are made to Burma at the commencement of the rice sjs'a’^bn, 
but whether it is in n^w or old coin depends on whether it is found convenient 
to obtain the actual coin from Calcutta or Bombay, where it would probably be 
freshly minted, or from Madras, where it would be accumulated from general 
oimulatton.

Imports and Coinage: Gold . — The itet imports of "old into India in 
1885-8(5 amounted in vjiiui! ,to Ks. 2,76,2‘J,3+7 against Rs. 4,67,111,305 
in tlui pn^^oding ye:«r. No arold was tendered for eoinatre or coined in the 
Romhay Mini ; in Calcutta the value of tin* gold received for eoin'ige was only 
Rs. 9.’i,875, being less by Hs. 51,192 than in the previous year. The value of 
the gold tvliieh was coined was Rs. 2,25,855. 

The balance of gold held in tlie Bombay Mint which, at the beginning 
of 1SS5-815, was valued at Rs, 0,141, was at its close reduced to Rs. 4.602. the 
difference representing the value of gold medals hlruck for privfite parties and 
public d<'partment8. It may lie said that practically none of the gold imjiorted 
into this country is coined and circulated as money.

The coinage therefore in these 14 years was 126 lakhs in excess of the 
quantity of silver imported, the difference representing the value of worn and 
aefaced coin sent for recoiiiage, native nncurrent coin received ns bullion, 
Indo-Portugucse silver coin, and ornamiuits, and also the loss in melting. 

8. The coinage of silver at both flints, during the year 1886-86, exceeded 
that of the previous year by Rs. 4,49,13,353. No silver coin lias been struck 
for the Portuguese Indian Government since 1883-84.

5. Jtecoinage of old coin. — Defaced and unenrrent coin of the value of 
Rs. 3,24,958 was remitted to the Uoinbay Mint for recoinago, smd received 
at par at a co>t of 11s. 4,005 ; tlio amount of such coin remitted to tlie Calcutta 
Mint was Rs. 43,02,100, ]»rinci|)ally from the I’unjab and the North-Western 
l*rc>viiipes, the cost of receipt at |>ar being Rs. 03,32!t. The loss on this 
account represents the delieicney below standard weight of the ooin receive d. 
The receipt of uncurrent coin during 1S84-85 was Rs. 3.22,351 in Rombay and 

22,07,584 in Calcutta. A (Hiiii ecasi's to l>e a legal tender when it loses 
moire than 2 per cent, of its weight, and if all the coin brought to the Mints in 
1885-80 were to this extent under weight, the loss on rwoinago should have 
amountcHlto Us. 92,5t2 instead of Rs. 07,934. The actual lass was equivalent 
to 1*472 per cent, in Calcutta and ) -l-17 ]>er cent, in Romhoy. A large 
proportion of these coins must therefore have been within the legal ti’nd< r of 
weight, the reason being that Uefuced coins are sent for rcoo nage, altbuugh 
they have lost less than 2 j)er cent, in weight. 

6 . Amonnl of Silver offered for coinage on lender on behalf of otrner nr 
of the Curreneg i)epartment. — In 1^85-hO, silver to the value of Rs. 1,97,16,701* 
was tendered by the public for coinatre iu the (\-ilentta Mint; in 18S4-S5 
the amount was Rs. 1,81,15,995. Tin* value of the silver transferred by tlie 
Paper Curnmey Dep:irtm*nt for coinage was Rs. 2,85,77,202 agaill^t 
Rs. 1,08,55,103 in the previous year. 

In the Bombay !^^int, all the silver tendered during 1885.80 was on behalf 
of the Currency Department, which ordend coinage of bullion weighing 
68,039,140 tolas. This nuantity iindinh'd colnilry silver and ornaments 
weighing 319,382 tol.'i.s, and native coins weighing 207,31l' tolas. In 1SS1.-85 
the quantities njceivecl on similar accounts were tolas 1,807,751 and 1,037,234 
respcetmdy. 

7 . Copper Coinage. — The e»)in.‘’ge of eop|)< r amounted to 11s. 8.13,010 in 
• 1885-80, being less than that <if lb«* previous jear by Rs. 2.44.200. This

17. The expenditure on stores in Calcutta during 1885-8(5 was lls. 86,792 
^inst Ks. 1,10,85.'1 in the previous year, and in Bomhav lls. 2,S8,C03 against 
Rs. 1,16,719 in 1881.85. 

18. Pro forma charges. — The pro forma charges in t he years 1881-85 
and 1885-86 were calculated respectively in the Calcutta Mint at Us! 7,69,:j28anil 
Ks. 5 , 37 , 871 , and in the Bombay Mint at lls. 3,6.5,798 and Us. 3,15,992. The 
decrease in 1886-86 is mainly due to a smaller interest charge on the average 
silyer working balance, which was lower than in 1881-85 on account of the larger 
coinage. The decrease in the Calcutta Mint is also due to tlie cost of pension 
and furlough allowances of superior servants having been calculated at oms- 
seventh of the salary instead of one-fifth as formerly : the calculation should be 
at one-sixth of salary. 

19. Capital Account. — An addition of Rs. 14,714 and Rs. 1,12,714 was 
made to the Capital Accounts of the Mints at Calcutta and Bombay respect- 
ively' during the year on account of buildings and plant; lls. 1,499 and 
Rs. 3,241 were written off to profit and loss in the Calcutta and Bombay Mints. 
The total at debit of Capital .Account to end of 1885-86 was Rs. 70,3*5,773 in 
Calcutta and Rs. 35,52,942 in Bombay, as detailed below :

20. Reports on the working of the Assay Departments. — Separate reports 
on the working of the Assay Departments of the Mints have now for the first 
time been submitted. 

21. The principal duties of the Assay Departments arc — 

(1) to assay and value gold and silver bullion tendered at the Mint ; 

(2) to as-say, before coinage is commenced, bullion alligatcd to standard 

* fineness, that is, after it has by melting been mixed with alloy 

in such proportion, recommended by the Assay Master, as will 
make the metal of the fineness uect^ssary to yield coins of the 
fineness required by the Indian Coinage Act ; and 

(3) to ascertain, before the coins are issued from the Mint, by a pyx 

trial, w’hether the fineness and weight are in accordance w’ith 
the provisions of the Coinage Act. 

The process of assay adopted for both (1) bullion tendered and (2) bullion 
alligatcd to standard is as follows : 

The molten metal is thoroughly stirred and a small portion taken from 
eaoh pot and granulated by pouring into a basin of cold water. The granulated 
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sample bo obtained is assayed in duplicate and the resulting i^unt is taken 
as the assay report for all the bars cast l‘r.>ra the pot so sampled. Tt is now the 
practice in both Mints to pre-melt all hnllion tendered for coinai'e, of nhat- 
cTer fineness and in whatever shape it miy he, in order that this p:(K;ess may 
be applied, as it possesses advantai'es over assay on a piece cut i'roin a bar or 
ingot taken to represent the whole mass. 

Assay of pyx coins (JJ) is an assay of sampl(!S of eatdi hatrdi of coins 
when ready for issue. Trom every lakh of golrl tind silver coins finished 
,in the Mint or from a Mdiolc day’s coinage in gold or silver, if that happens ' 
to be less than a lakh of pi«'c<is, a lived nnnU)erof coins is taken as a sample 
and submitted to assay; the«' <roins con^titlltc tins “ pyx.” If the result of the 
assay of these coins proves that they fall within tin; limit of fineness and weig ht 
prescribed in the Coinage A<*t, t he lakh or wliole day’s coinage n hich they 
r<‘present is assumed to be correctly coined and is issued from the Mint. 

22. Other duties of the Assay Department are — 

(1) “ Check assays” made for the preparation of samples of pure gold 

and pure silver, to 1«? workc'd si<le by side witli the bullion of 
which the fineness is to Ims determined by the assay process in 
order that the results of the ordinary assays may ht? cheeked 
by eompari-on with the results on these samples of known 
fineness ; 

(2) “ Parting As.says,” to ascertain the small amount of gold contained 

in tlie silver coinage ; 

(3) Assay of Mint drosses, condmrtcd periodically with a view — 

(rt) to ascertain tliat the process of rceovery of the particles of 
precious metals nhich get mixed, in the course of mecha- 
nical operations, with the sweepings of the various rooms, 
&c., has hemi carried up to the limit within which such 
recovery can p(‘rfectly l>e made ; and 

(6) to determine approximately the actual amounts of metal left in 
the drosses for purposes of account under the head of 
“ operative losses.” 

(4) Assay of eo'unterfcit coins ; 

(5) Miscellaneous assays for Government Departments and others ; and 

(6) Custody of standard w'(*ights and measures, and the verification and 

adjustment of weights sent to the Mint for this purpose, 

23. Assays made. — The total riumher of assays madt? in Calcutta in 1S85- 
86 was 19,630 and in Bombay 32,31'.)., 

21. Assays of silver bullion olliyoted fo stnmlurd. — The average fineness 
of the bullion assayed for the whole year in the Calcutta Mint tvas OlG'li 
and 910'02 in Bombiy. These averages, below the standard required for 
coins, are hmnd necessary in the Imiliou for coinage in order to produce 
coins up to the staiidai’d of OlO tiO. This is <luo to the fact that in the process 
of manufaclure the coins are sul>je<*t to refitiag«*, iirsl by being cu^ from a 
comparatively rich part of the strap, and second by blanching. 

25. “ Parting ” assay of silver coins — To ascertain th(‘ amount of gold pre- 
.sent in the silver coinage, samples aiv taken every month, and the amount of gold 
per millo found in tliese samples is taken as tin* averairi* proport ion of gold con- 
tained in silver coins issued from the M int in that month. Tin* average propor- 
tion of gold found in silver coins at the Calcutta Mint during 1S85-80 amounted 
to •227'per millo — the maximum was *535 and the miiiinuim 087. The aver- 
age of the Bombay Mint was *239 per mille, the maximum being *315 and the 
minimum *0(50. The fluctuations are due to the source from which the silver 
coined is derived. Silver in its native state commonly contains gold in small and 
variable proportion. But silver imported from Europe or America is found to con- 
tain only very minute quantities of gold, if any, the gold having been extracted 
before exportation in refineries at a profit to those estoblishraents. In Eastern 

3 
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countries, where no silver refining establishments exist, notable quantities of 
gold remain mixed with the silver produced in those regions. It is therefore 
inferred that a rise in the proportion of gold found in the silver coins means 
that a certain amount of Chinese, Burmese, or Indian silver is being w'orked for 
coinage. 

26. Pyx trials of silver co/'/ts.-^Tho coini^e is tested .in the following 
way : — From every lakh of rupees coined, a certain number of pieccw are taken 
at random for pyx assay. Of these, some coins are assayed singly and the 
remainder arc melted and assayeil together. To test the weight of the rupees, 
sample pieces are taken at random from every lakh struck and weighed coin by 
coin. 

The results of the pyx trials in 1885-80 are thus stated.

In Bombay only 31« coins in the whole year were found to differ appreciably from 
the standard in weight, of which 18 were above and 10 below tlu? standard ; and 
only one laklihadto be readjusted for w'eight, in cmiserpiencc of two cidns in it 
being found light beyond remedy; while the avt^rage fineness of the coins 
tost(^ singly was 910*535, and of those melted and tested together 91t)'735. 

These results are satisfactory. 

27 . Pyx trials in England . — Another test of these coins is made in 
England. From every lakh of gold or silver coins, or from every whole 
day's coinage when that happens to he less than on.; lakh, one coin is 
set apart for trial in England. At tin* end of the year the c<nns so col- 
lected arc despatched to Her Majesty's Secretary of State, who obtains |a 
report on. their weight and fineness from tiie Assay Department of the 
London Mint.

The London report shews the small 
quantity of gold found in silver coins separ ately, .so that, to make the results 
of the English comparable with the Indian test, the proportion of gold has 
to he added to the llnenesB stated. 

28. Dross Assays . — During 1885-86, the dross assays made in Calcutla 

trere larger than usual, in consecpicnee of a numlaer of experiments made to test , 

the working of a new system of washing. In Bombay there was the usual 

xmthber of such assays.

29. Silver containing Bismuth . — The pre.seueo of bismuth was found 
in certain consignments of silver tendered for coinagt; in both the Mint.s. Such 
silver has been found to be brittle and therefon; unfit for coinage, and special 
care is taken not to admit it in the Mints for the purpose of coinage. 

30. Administration of the Minis and Assay Departments . — The Governor- 

General in Council acknowledges the efficiency with wbicli both Mints and 
Assay Dei>artments have been controlled and worked by the officers in charge. 
The reform in the process of assay recently introduced has worked very satis- 
factorily. The available balance of coined rupees was qtiite 6t) lakhs higher in 
1885-86 than it would have bt'cn had the accelerated processes not been intro- 
duced, and tlic saving in interest alone has not on the average been less tfian 
Bs. 1,50,000 yearly.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The primary object of this Rill is to empower the Governor-freneral in Council to make 
rules (a) for protecJ irig the public in i>ersoii and property from injury by reas:m of contact 
with, or the proximity ol’, appliances or apparatus used in the supply of electiicity fm* lighting, 
and (4) for nrevenling telegraph-lines from being injuriously affected by any ol those applian- 
ces or apparatus. 

4. The dfinger to the public from electric light connections arises from the fact that 
currents of great strength are used in the production of the light, the currents being powerful 
enough to cause death to any person, or set fire to any iullarninable material, coming iu 
t'ontacl with the wires wdiile the eiuTents are jiussing, that is to say, while the lamps are 
being used. Protf^ction may be afforded either by jdociug these wires nr coimeiflions in »uch a 
p(»sition that eontsiet with them is impossible, or by so covering them with insulating material 
that cimtaet with them is innocuous. 

Int.erfejrence with telegraph and tel'*phone signals is can««e<l liy obstructive currents being 
indiicied in the telegraph and telephone wires ^vfien the elect i'i>' light wires pass within a certain 
distance of them. The remedy is to arrange that the electric light wire.s sliall be placed suffi- 
oiently far off. It is impossible of course to (ietcrmimi what the sufi* distance is without 
knowing the strength of th‘j current emf'loyed for the electric light, which again varies with 
the ninnl>er nf lamps in circuit, but the distance can be determiiu*d from time to time with 
reference to the maximum current to be used in any particular local area. 

3. A company desiring to supply eWtricity in any loenl area for any purpose must, if 
the company was not supph iiig it in that area for that purpose at the time of the |iassing 
of the Act, obtain a license from the Ucvernor-Uenerul iu Council. By this iicense tbo 
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Ooveraor-Oeneral in Council may impose such regulations and conditions as he thinks expe- 
dient, and confer on the licensee, with respect to the placing of appliances and apparatus for 
tlie snppW of electricity, any of the powers which the telegraph-authority possesses under the 
Indian Telegraph Act, 1885, with respect to the placing of telegraph lines and posts for the 
purposes of 'a telegraph established or maintained by the Government or to be so established 
or maintained. 

Companies which were supplying electricity in any local area for any purpose at the time 
of the passing of the Act may elect to continue supplying it without a license, and therefore 
without the obligations whicu may be imposed, or the pnvileges which may be conferred, 
by a license.

SIR HERBERT MACPHERSON’S DEATH. 

His Excellency THE PRESIDENT SAI D -Before the Council proceeds 
to its ordinary business 1 dc.sire to take this opportunity of cxpre.ssing, in the 
name of the Government of India, the deep sorreav and concern with which 
have heard of tlx; death of one of our most distinguished Generals — Sir 
.Herbert Maepherson. Until yesterday morning we had received no intimation 
even of his being unw'ell. On first reaching Mandalay, indeed, he noted in 
one of his letters to the Commander-in-Chief that he had suffered from a slight ■ 
.touch of the sun. but he spoke lightly of the matter, and from his subsequent 
correspondence there was no appearance of its having produced any inconvenient 
effects. 

“ During the short time th.at he has remained in command in Burma 
he devoted himself unremittingly to the arduous duties which he had undertaken, 
and he travelled about the country in various directions, and eventually went 
up to Bhamo. It is to be presumed that on his return he must have contracted 
the fatal fever <if which he died. It was on his way out to sea, whither he w'as 
being taken in the hope of the sea air proving beneficial to him. that he expired. 

“ In Sir Herbert Maepherson both India and England have lost a most 
talented and trustworthy officer, as well as a gallant and noble soldier. He has 
died in the discharge of his duty, and I have taken upon myself to communi- 
cate to his family in the name of my colleagues our deep .sympathy and regret. 

I have received a telegram from Her Majesty the Queen in which She also ex- 
presses Her deep sorrow at the calamity — for it is no less— which has, thus sud- 
denly, overtaken Herself and the country.” 

DEKKHAN AGRICULTURISTS’ RELIEF BILL. 

The Hon’ble Sir Theodore Hope presented the Report of the Select 
Committee on the Bill to amend the Dekkhan Agriculturists’ Relief Acts, 1879 
to 1882. 

The Hon’ble Sir Theodore Hope also moved that the Report be taken 
into consideration. He said : — 

"In making this motion I have merely to state that the Select Committee have 
found very little to alter in the Bill as originally introduced. On the suggestion 
of the Governor of Bombay in Council we have, I think I may say cx majore 
£anteld, defined the expression ' standing crops ' so as to make it perfectly dear 

A 
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that it includes garden-produce attached, to trees or to the soil. We have also 
made an amendment (which is perhaps the only amendment worthy of specific 
notice) in the section relating to documents which are registered by the Village- 
Registrar. In the Bill it was contemplated'that the Village-Registrar should no 
longer make an exact transcript of a deed into his register, but merely an ab- 
stract. From further consideration, however, and communication with the local 
authorities of Bombay, it appears doubtful whether persons of the comparatively 
scant education and want of legal knowledge, which may not unfairly be consi- 
dered characteristics of the Village-Registrars, would be able to make a trust- 
worthy summary of documents. We have therefore thought it better to leave* 
the law as it is, and to let the documents still be transcribed verbatim into the 
books. At the same time this does not alter the provision originally contem- 
plated that any person who wishes to have a copy of what has been registered 
shall receive one, but now, instead of getting a copy merely of the ab- 
stract made by the Village -Registrar, he will get one of the document itself 
whenever he desires to have it. 

“ We have taken the opportunity of correcting a trifling misprint which, 
singular to say, .seems to have survived from 1879 up to the present time the 
scrutiny of all officers concerned. 

“ We have likewise added what I may term a somewhat routine section in 
order that persons having claims of a certain description, mentioned in section 3, 
clause (x), may not be prejudiced by the application of the special rules of limit- 
ation prescribed in section 72 being restricted to suits of the kind mentioned 
in section 3, clause (w). 

" The papers which we have received from Bombay contain a variety of very 
interesting remarks upon the Act itself, introduced apparently apropos of section 
3 of the Bill, by w'hich the Local Government receives power to extend it, with 
the previous sanction of the Governor General in Council, to other parts 
of the Bombay Presidency. To a very large extent these comments are 
satisfactory ; in certain cases the opinion is not .so favourable to such an 
^extension ; but after carefully considering them I venture to think that such ob- 
jections as have been brought forward are not in any respect different from those 
which on previous occasions have been laid before this Council and have not ' 
been held to justify hesitation in extending the benefits of the Act.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Pkile said : — “ I think that the amendments in the ■ 
Dekkhan Agriculturists’ Relief Acts proposed in this Bill should be adopted. 

I was concerned, as a member of the Bombay Government, in the inquiries and 
discussion which preceded the introduction of this Bill ; and though observation of 
the working of the Act did not fall within my special province, yet as a measure 
affecting the interests of the agri('ultural classes I have given attention to it. The 
exceptional character of this legislation imposes caution in declaring it a confirm- 
ed success, but I think that, with some conflict of opinion, the balance of 
evidence is distinctly in favour of the Act. Its procedure, as it will be amended 
by this Bill, appears to me so beneficial that in part at least it may well be extended 
to other districts under the power given by the third section of this Bill. That 
procedure is acceptable to the agricultural classes because it is simple and in- 
telligible to them, and in conformity with their customs and traditions. The 
principles of that procedure are that the debtor and creditor should be brought 
face to face. That can always be done under the amendment in section 8 of 
this Bill — a section which \vill no doubt require to be carefully watched in its 
effect. They are then led, if possible, to an amicable compromise, and if that 
is not possible their confused accounts are turned inside out by the Court, the 
a^iculturist is told what he owes, instalments are fixed if .necessary according to 
his means, and he is required to pay them out of the produce which he raises 
from his land. This latter obligation will be enforced by the amendment made 
in section 7 of this Bill, and I trust that that amendment will remove any sense 
of grievance under which the creditors have hitherto suffered. The great ad- ' 
vantage of the Act is that, while providing for the payment of debt, it maintains 
the agriculturist in the possession and use of his holding. In this sense this 
legislation is a complement of the revenue law and practice in Bombay, wUeb 
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ensures to the holder of land under Government a position of exceptional sta- 
bility and security. It is held that the merits of the Act can only be finally 
tested by a famine, and that in that case loans may not be forthcoming. No 
doubt famine ' puts a severe strain on agricultural credit and temporarily 
depreciates the value of land as a security. But a load of ancestral debt has 
been deared off, and if perhaps under that process some hardship has been felt 
by creditors yet the provisions of the Act are not prohibitive of fair money - 
dealing in the future. Sahukdrs are not sentimental, and I presume that a 
business man would not consider an agricultural holding a less desirable security 
•for a loan because it has been cleared from previous encumbrances." 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Sir Theodore Hope also moved that the Bill, as amended, 
be passed. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

ELECTRICITY SUPPLY BILL. 

The Hon’ble Sir Theodore Hop?: also moved for leave to introduce a 
Bill to regulate the supply of electricity for lighting and other purposes. He 
said : — 

“ In making this motion I should explain that the necessity for this Bill was 
demonstrated about three or four years ago, when we suddenly had an influx into 
India of companies and promoters of companies for the purpose of electric 
lighting. These companies proposed to start operations, and actually did in 
some cases start them, in some of the principal towns of India. But when we 
desired to regulate their proceedings with a view to the safety of the public 
and the prevention of interference with our own telegraphic system, we found 
that we were without the legal means of doing so. As regards the public, it is 
probably well known that there is considerable danger arising from electric 
light connections in consequence of the currents used in the production of the 
light being of very great strength. They are so powerful as to cause instant death 
to any person who comes in contact with them, or to set fire to any inflammable 
material which lies on the wires while the currents are pas.sing. Again, when 
electric light wires pass within a certain distance of telegraph or telephone wires, 
obstructive currents are liable to pass from one to the other, which of course 
entirely put a stop to the use of the telegraph and telephone for the time being. 
In order to meet these two difficulties the Hill proposes, as regards protection, that 
the wires or communications should be put in such a position that contact, is 
impossible, or that they should be so covered with insulating material that con- 
tact with them will produce no evil results. As regards interference with the 
telegraph and telephone wires, the only thing that can be done is to take care 
that the electric light wires are placed sufficiently far off. That again Is an 
extremely technical matter, .and is depimdcnt on the strength of the current used 
and local circumstances. The Bill therefore provides, in order to secure all these 
purposes, that any company which desinjrs to supply electricity must take out 
a license from the Governor General in Council ; in this license regulations 
and conditions will be provided suitable for the particular circumstances of the 
occasion." 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Sir Theodore Hope also introduced the Bill. 

The Hon’ble SlR Theodore Hope also moved that the Bill and State- 
ment of Objects and Reasons be published in the Gazette of India in English 
and in the local official Gazettes in English and in such other languages as the 
Local Governments think fit. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

GLANDERS AND FARCY BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ilbert moved that the Bill to extend the Glanders 
and Farcy Act, 1879, to the Bombay Presidency be taken into considera- 
tion. He explained that the Bill had received the approval of the Bombay 
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Government, and he thought there was no reason why it should not be passed 
into law without further delay. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ilbert also moved that the Bill be passed. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

BENGAL CIVIL COURTS BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ilbert also presented the Preliminary Report of the 
Select Committee on the Bill to amend the law relating to Civil Courts in 
Bengal, the North-Western Provinces and Assam. He said : — 

“This Bill was introduced by my predecessor in 1881 with a view of re- 
moving certain minor defects in the Bengal Civil Courts .Act. It w'as referred to 
a Select Committee and circulated for opinion, but its further progress w'as sus- 
pended by the revival of a scheme for establishing loc,al Appellate Benches in 
Bengal — a scheme which is still in abeyance in consequence of financial and 
other difficulties. The amendments proposed by the Bill, though useful, can 
hardly be described as of urgent importance, and I should have been content to 
leave the measure to slumber a little longer in the archives of the Legislative 
Department but for the circumstance that there is before the Legislative Council 
another Bill which ought to be passed at an early date and which may affect the 
Beng.al Civil Courts Act. I refer to the Bill to amend the law relating to Pro- 
vincial Small Cause Courts. Under these circumstances I have taken upon 
myself, as the single representative of the Committee on the Bi;ngal Civil Courts 
Bill, to have that Hill revised in accordance with the opinions that have been 
received, and to prepare a Report explaining the nature of the amendments which 
have been made, and recommending that the Bill, as amended, be re-published. 
And I propose to move that the Select Committee be n'inforced by the addition 
of those members of the Committee on the Small Cause Courts Bill who are con- 
nected officially or otherwise wiih the Provinces to which the Civil Courts Act 
applies, in order that the two measures — the Civil Courts Bill and the Small 
Cau.se Courts Bill — may be considered together. Whether a single member of 
the Committee is technically competent to submit a Report on behalf of the 
whole Committee may possibly be open to doubt ; but in view of the obvious 
convenience, of the course which I propose for adoption, and of the fact that it 
will not in any vray fetter the action either of my successor or of the Council 
or of any one else. 1 trust that the irregularity, if any, may be condoned.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. IlhkRT also moved that the Bill to amend the law relating 
to Civil Courts in Beng.il, the Norih-We.stern Provinces and As.sarn be re- 
published. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’blc Mr. Ilbert also moved that the Hon’blc Mr. Peile, the 
Mon’ble Mr. Quinton and the llon’ble Bubii Pesiri Mohan Mukerji be added to 
the Select Committee on the Bill. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Cojuncil adjourned sine die.

Cotton-|)irking has commemaal in the Nortli-Western Provinces and Oudh, but in Berar the 
crop is likely to suffer if more rain falls. 

The |]uiilic health continues generally good. 

Prices art; rising in two districts of the Punjab and falling in Coorg. Elsewhere they are 
generally stationary.

8. Berar . — The Indian Companies’ Act was extended to the' Hyderabad 
Assigned Distri(?ts in September 188 1. The rules framed under the Act were 
sanctioned and published in .lanuary 1885, and the office of Registrar of Joint 
Stock Comi)anies opened in tlie following month. No companies were 
registered up to the end of the year. 

9. 31 j/ftore State . — The year 188 1-85 closed with 44 companies at work, 
7 cojiipanies in existence, but not working, and 17 companies under liquidation. 
The companies at work represented an aggregate nominal capital of Rs. 
20,35,500. In 1885-86, 7 companies with a total capital of Rs. 2,60,000 were 
not working, 20 with a capital of Rs. 13,20,000 wore in course of liquidation, 
2 increased their capital by Rs. 30,000, and 24 new companies, wdth an 
aggregate nominal capital of lls.

13. The largest part of this capital — ^934 lakhs paid-up — is invested in 
mills and presses chiefly for working or pressing cotton, jute, wool, and silk. 
The Bombay Presidency shews the largest contribution under this head, chiefly 
for working or pressing cotton, Bengal following, chiefly witli jute. 

Tea and other plantations follow with a total of 337 lakhs paid-up dhpital. 
Bengal is far ahead of the other provinces in the tea industry, most of the tea 
companies being registered in Calcutta. 

Banking or loan companies rank third with 313 lakhs paid-up. Bengal 
Jjieads tlm list hero, the Madras Presidency coming next. 
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Trading companies rank fourth, with a paid-up capital of 278 lakhs. 
Bombay beads the list hero, Bengal coming next. 

Mining and quarrying engaged 103 lakhs paid-up. Here also Bengal heads 
the list, the Bombay rresideney being n<’xt. 

The other industries individually nipresent much smaller sums ; thus ice- 
making, 20 lakhs paid-up, chiefly in Uo nhay and Bengal ; breweries, 12 lakhs 
paid-up, chielly in the Punjab and the Norih-Wesiern Provinces and Oudh.

STATFMLM' OF OHJECJS AND REASONS. 


Thk primary object of this Hill is to empower (he (iovcrn )r-(icnoral in Cuuneil to make 
rules (t?) for protec-' ing iIhj puldic iji pM\soj) and pro j»rrly from ijjjnrv I >y reason of eontact 
with, or the proximity of, ajtiJiunces or aj»/iar;itu.s nscil in the sn/ijdy of cle«*fiifi(y for lighting, 
and (6) for prcvcntiiig tuIegrupli-Jiueii Ijom heing’ injuriously ullcrtud hy any of thoso ojjjtJJan- 
ces or*apparatus. 

2. The diinger (o ib>f pnhlic from aJertric light eoiincefions arises from the fact that 
enrrenffl of great strength are used in the pro'lnef ion of the light, the currents being powerful 
enough to eanso death to any person, or set fire to any inilummuhh material, coming in 
contact. with the wires while the currents are pas.sing, that i^ to say, whilo the lamps are 
being used. Protection may he aff<»rdcfl fitlior by ]ilacifig these wires hr c.njucclions in such a 
position that contact with them is impos.riblc, or by so covering them with insulatin'*- material 
that contact with them is inimeuous. ^ 

Interference with telegraph and Icb jdione signals is can«?ed by obstructive currents being 
induced in the tJcgrapli and teleplion * wires when the elooUie. light wires pa^s wiLhin a certain 
disuinee of them. The remedy is to arrange that the electric light wires shall be placed suffi- 
eiently far off. It is impossible of eonr.^c to determine what the safe distance is without 
knowing the strength of ijic current cmpluved for the electric light, which again varies with 
the number of lamps in circuit, but tin* dislanee can be defermined from time to time with 
reference to the maximum current to be used in any j)arl.icular local area. 

8. A company desiring to supply cb'ctricity in any local area for any purpose must, if 
mny was not supplying it in (hat area for that j.urpose at the time of the passing 
btaiD a license from the Governor-General in Council. By this license tlm 
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Oovernor>Oenaral in Conneil maj impoae saoli regnlationt and eonditioDs as he thinks expe* 
dient, and confer on the lioenase, with respect to the placing of appliances and apparatus for 
the. supply of electricity, any of the powers which the telegraph-authority possesses under the 
Indian Telegpraph Act, 1885, with respect to the placing of telegraph lines and posts for the 
purposes of a telegraph established or maintained by the Government or to be so established 
or maintained. • 

Companies which were supplying electricity in any local area for any purpose at the time 
of the passing of the Act may elect to continue supplying it without a license, and therefore 
without the obligations which may be imposed, or the privileges which may be conferred, 
by a license.

The folldwinsr Uoport of the Select CommiM^-e on the Rill to ameml the law relating 
to Civil (yourts in Bengal, the NortIj-WcstfTn Provineee and As>anri was presiMited to the 
Council of the Ctovcrnnr-Gcncral of India for the purpose of making Laws and Regulations 
on the Slst October, : — 

JPreliminarf/ Report on the Bengal Civil Courts Bill, 1881. 


The Bill to amend the law relating to Civil Courts in Bengal, tlie North-Western 
Provinces and Assam was introduced into the Council of the (ioverni>i-Of iieial hy the llon’hle 
Mr. Stokes in was referred to a Select Committee and was circulated for o)>ini()n, but its 

further progress was suspended in consequeticc of a fifoposal to estalilish appellate benches in 
Bengsil. That proposal having been abaiid(»ned tor the present, tin? opinions on the Hill of 
IttSl have been examined, and most of the recommendatioiis in them incorporated in the 
amended copy of the Hill which accompanies this Rep u’t. 

The few recommendations which have not been adopted have reference to the relation of 
Courts of Small (yauses to Dis^jnet Courbs, and will be best considered in connection with 
the Provincial Small Cause Courts Bill, I8S5. I pro|K>se therefor^ to move at the next meet- 
ing of Council that all members of the Select Committee appointed to consider and report 
^)n that Bill who are residents of, or are or have been odiciall}'^ connected with, Bengal, the 
North- Western Provinces or Assam be added to the Select Committee on the Courts Bill to 
which this Preliminary Re|K)rt relates. 

2. The following portions of the amended Bill seem to call for remark : — 

(fl) Section 5, — A snb-section has been added outlie advice of the (lovernraent of the 
North-Western Provinces and Oudh for the purpose of removing any doubt there 
may be as to the competence of a Local (lovernniont to appoint a Judge of a 
Court of Small Causes to be a Subordinate Judge, nr to appoint a District Judge 
or Subordinate Judge to discharge temporarily t!:c functions of another District 
Judge or Subordinate Judge, as the case may be, in addition to the performance 
of his own duties. 

(4) Section 7 . — The powers vested in the High Courts at Fort William and Allahabad 
by the Statute 2t & 25 Yic., cap. lOt, section 15, seem to render it un- 
necessary to provide in this and other sections of the Bill that a District Judge 
is in all matters connected with the administration of the Courts to act under the 
control of the High Court, the District Judge being already in tho^e matters 
under the obligation of obeying any instructions wjiich the High Court may be 
pleased to issue. 

{c) Section 6f. — It has been objected that the provision of the Act of 1871 which requires 
an Additional Judge or Subordinate Judge in charge of the oflico of a District 
Judge to discharge ‘^such of the current duties thereof as are connected with the 
filing of suits and ajipeals, the issue of processes and the like f unctions, is too 
indefinite, and has in practice resulted in inconvenience and loss to parties. An 
a1tetni)t is made in sub-section {2) of section 8 of the revised Bill to detine more 
particularly the powers which an Additional Judge or Subordiiiato Judge in cliarge 
of the oflico of a District Judge may exercise, 

(rf) Section 0. — Objection has lieen taken by the High Court ftir the North- Western 
Province?® to the words “on leave^^ in section 9 of the Act of 1871, and to the 
words ill the same section which empower the District Judge to tiv-nsfer cases 
only to his own Court or to the Court of a Subordinate Judge. Tlie High Court 
points out that a Subordinate Judge may bo absent from his district otherwise 
than on leave, as, for instance, on de])utation to another district, and that, where, as 
occasionally happens, the (3ourt of a Subordinate Judge is for any ti*act of country 
tlic Court of lowest^urisdiction, it may be oouveiiient to transfer cases from his 
Court to that of a Alunsif. The section has in these respects Iwen amended, and 
two sub-sections (,7) and {4) have been added, the former being supplementary to 
the amendment of sub-section (I), and the latter designed to remove a difficulty 
which has been felt in the North-Western Provinces. 

(e) Section JO. — The expression of this swtion, which was ina(?curate in the Act of 1871, 
has been amended in the manner proposed by Mr. Justice Prinsep. 

(/) Section 11. — This section has been modified in accordance with the recommenda- 
tions of the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, the Chief Commissioner of Assam 
and Mr. Justice Prinsep.

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{jf) Section 16 , — A sub-section has, on the suggestion of Mr. Justice Prinsep, been

“ In former times, when the siihoidinato Civil Courts wert' never insiiected, soractliing might lie said in favoi^r 
ol allowing Munsifs to noniinate and })roTnott* the otfioiab of their own Court.H ; hut in these days Munsifs are 
frequently ohangcfl, while Judges uw seldom ehiiuged, and a jndgeshi]) is Wcoiuing more and more tho unit of 
jnmcial admin istratioji. It is as well th.it thi.s should Im; so, for such a condition is an incentive to a more care- 
ful supervision on the part of a Judge over his snhordiuates. and ofjnsoqiiently to hotter work on the part of all 
below mm. Tins incentive, however, will fail to act if tho area <if uomination and seiciction in a judgeship is 
coined to single munsifis instead of extending to all tho Courts in the judgesliip."

In par^raph i of the Regulations for Honours 
in Medicine and Surgery after the words " Me- 
dical Jurisprudence ’* the following words have 
been inserted : — 

"A tee of fifty rupees shall be payable by 
each candidate tor examination in one or more 
of the above branches.” 

In jtaragraph 14 of the Regulations for a 
Licence in Medicine and Surgery (Calendar 
1886, page 60), the following words have been 
omitted 

“ To examine, in presence of the Examiners 
Morbid Products chemically and by the aid of 
the Microscope, demonstrating the results ob- 
tained.” 

After paragraph 8 of the Regulations for the 
Licence in Medicine and Surgery -under the 
head “ First Licentiate Medical Examination,” 
the following paragraph has been inserted, to be 
numbered paragraph 9 

"A female student who has passed the En- 
trance Examination, attended classes, and ob- 
tained her certificate in Medicine, Surgery and 
Midwifery in the Calcutta Medical College, shall, 
if recommended by the Principal, be admitted 
to this Examination on her producing certificates

For the present marginal note to the En- 
trance certificate the following has been substi- 
tuted ; ” The certificate of every candidate, who 
is not a private student, must be signed by the 
Principal or Head Master of the school from 
which he appears. The certificate of a candi- 
date, v/ho appears as a private student, must be 
signed by the Principal of an affiliated College 
or a Government Inspector of Schools,” and the 
following footnote has been appended to tihe 
words “Private student” in the above marginal 
note. ” A student who does not appear from 
any school, or W'ho has been transferred since 
the 1st of November next preceding the exami- 
nation, without the consent of an Inspector, to 
the school from which he appears, will b^ treated 
as a private student.”

REPORTS ON THE STATE OF THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS FOR THE 

WEEKS ENDING loth AND iTtb NOVEMBER 1886. 


General Remarks.— Except in Madras, Mysore, Rombay, Hyderabad, Burma and in a few 
districts in Bengal and the Central Provinces, there has been no rain in the country during the 
fortnight ending the 17th instant. No report has been received from Burma for the second 
week. 

The khari/ harvest continues in active progress in Bombay, the Punjab, Central Provinces, 
Rajputanaand Hyderabad, and has been completed in most places in the North-Western Provinces 
and Oudli. In Bombay and Hyderabad the crop has suffered slightly from excessive rain, but on the 
whole the harvest promises well everywhere. In Madras the harvest outturn is average and the 
general prospects good, and in Mysore and Coorg the standing crops are reported to be in good 
condition. In Berar and Central India the agricultural outlook is satisfactory. 

The rice crop in Bombay, Bengal, the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, the Central Pro- 
vinces and in Burma has done well. In Bengal the aman promises an excellent outturn. In 
Assam the crop prospects are good. 

Cotton-picking continues in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, the Punjab, Central 
Provinces and Berar. In Bombay the crop has been injured in .some places by too much rain. 

Poppy sowing has commenced in Bengal and the North-Western Provinces and Oudl), 

Sowings for the rabi are now w'cll advanced througliout the country, and prospects are 
generally very satisfactory everywhere. 

The public health continues generally good in all Provinces, except in Bengal where fever is 
prevalent and in Ajmir where cholera has appeared. 

Prices have fallen in Mysore and Coorg, and are rising in three districts of the Punjab. Else- 
where they remain generally steady.

EXAMINATIONS FOR THE CIVIL SERVICE OP INDIA. 

Regulations for the Open Comi»etition of June 1887 . 

— The Regulations are liable to he altered in future years. 

1. On the Ist Juno, 1887 , and following days, an Examination, open to 
all qualified persons, will be held in London (a). Not fewer than persons 
will be selceted, if so many shall be found duly qualified ; vis., for tho 
Lower Provinces of Bengal (including Assam) ; for the Upper Provinces of 
Bengal (including the Punjab and Oudli) ; for Burma ; for Madras ; 
and for Bombay (i). 

2. No person will be deemed qualified who shall not satisfy the Civil Service 
Commissioners - 

(i.) That he is a natural-born subject of Her Majesty. 

(ii.) That his age will be above seventeen years and under nineteen years 
on the Ist January 1887 . [iV.i?. — lu the case of Ratines of India 

this must be certified by the Government of India, or of the Tresi* 
dency or Province in which the Candidate may have resided.^ 

(iii.) That he has no disease, constitutional affection, or bodily infirmity unfit- 
ting him, or likely to unfit him, for the Civil Service of India. 

(iv.) That he is of good moral character.

5. The merit of the pemons eiramined will be estimated by marks ; and the 
number set opposite to each branch in the preceding regalatiou dimotes the 
greatest number of marks that can be obtained in respect of it.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 68 and 67 
of the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1880 , the Governor General in Council 
is pleased to make the following rules regarding the relief of distressed seamen 
or apprentices in Madras, Bombay and Burma 

^ 'Relief of distrenei eeamen, * 

111 these rules the term distressed seamen includes — 

(a) all seamen and apprentices being native Indian subjects of Her Majestj who have 
been shipwrecked, discharged, or left behind at any place in British India, 
whether from any Biitish ship emplovc^d in the mercliant service, or from any of 
I Her Majesty^s ships, or who have licen engaged by any person acting either as 

principal or agent to serve in any ship lielonging to any foreign power, or to the 
subject of any foreign State, and who are in distress in any such place; 

(S) all seamen and apprentices not being native Indian subjects who have been ship- 
wrecked, discharged, oi left behind at any place in British India from any Bri- 
tish slip registered in British India, and who are in distress in any such place. 

2. In taking charge of distressed seamen, the local authority will provide them with 
subsistence and clothing, as their necessities may require, but upon the most reasonable terms 
possible, and no more expensive clothing should be supplied to an ollicer than to a common 
seaman. Beds and bedding should not be supplied except under special circumstances, and the 
value of clothing should not exceed SIO for each person. In any case of unusual expense, 
when the local authority considers it absoliilely necessary to deviate from the foregoing ruies, 
or to provide relief for a longer period than one month, a statement of the exceptional circum- 
stances which necessitated the further outlay is to accompany his accounts when transmitted 
for audit. Money payments to the seamen ihemselves for pur]>oBes of relief must be avoided 
as far as practicable. 

8. In all cases to which Section 62 of the Act applies, a report should be submitted by 
the local authority to the Goveniment, in order to admit of the seaman^s wages (if any are 
due) and the expenses incurred in bis behalf being recovered from the master or owner or other 
person liable under Section 68 of the Act. 

Conveyance home of duireened seamen. 

4. Distressed seamen who are in receipt of relief are to be sent home by flie earliest 
ailable opportunity, and British vessels requiring men tf> make up their o«^mpIement should 

be preferred in order to admit of the seamen earning wages while being so sent; but if no 
such vessel can be found, and if there is no immediate prospect of any such vessel requiring 
men, they should be sent as supernumeraries on board the British vessels (whether registered 
in British India or not) that may be in the port at the time, and bound to their homes, or to 
‘ports near their homes, as the ease may be ; provided, however, that no ship be required to 
convey more than one supernumerary to eveiy fifty tons of her registered tonnage. Distressed 
seamen who refuse to work, if able, for their passage home, cease to be entitled to further relief 
under these rules. 

5. The local authority will endorse upon the agreement of the British ship, on board 
which distressed seamen are sent under Section 56 or Section 57 of the Act, the name of each 
man sent on board, and the day on which he was sent on board. He will also, in the ease of 
a distressed seaman sent on board under Section 57, fill up, sign, and deliver to the master an 
order with certificate in form A for the seaman^s conveyance.

6. Wbenever there are no British merchant vessels to which distressed seamen can be 
allotted, and the local authority thinks it desirable, in or<lnr to avoid ex])en8e, to engage a pass* 
age for them in foreign merchant vessels, he may do so on the best terms be can obtain. He 
should avoid, if practicable, making any payment beforehand for such passage, but should 
report the terms to the Government,, and direct the master to apply for payment to the ship* 
piug master at the port to which the vessel is bound.

RESOLUTION. 

In the penultimate paragraph of Ilome Department Resolution 
dated 20th May 1870, cited in the preamble, the following general 
instructions in respect of the treatment of gangs of foreign Asiatic 
vagrants were laid down for the guidance of Local Governments and 
Administrations and the officers subordinate to th(*m, namely : — 

(1) that the frontier province^ are responsible that such gangs 

arc not allowed to pass into India ; 

(2) that in any jwovince where such a gang commit any depre- 

dations, no effort should he s])arcd in bringing tijo chi(‘f 
olfeuders to justice for specific crimes, or treating them, 
as the law allows, under the ])rovision8 of the Code of 
Criminal Pnjeedure relating to scicurity for good beha- 
viour ; 

(3) That on no account should such gangs he passed on under 

police or other gujirds into other districts or other pro- 
vinces ; but if deportation is d(‘emed nec,essary, it

lisfs and descriptive rolls of 
the deported persons, ■with photographs of the leadf*rs, 
being taken and forwarded to the frontier Govern- 
ments; and 

(1) that on no account should safe-conduct passes or licenses 
to carry arms he granted to gangs of this type, or to any 
momlKjrs of such gang; and that if arms or ammunition 
are found in their possession, they should he at once 
disarmed in accordance with the pi’ovisions of the Arms 
Act. 

2. The following instances have recently come under the notice 
of the Government of India in which tlusse instructions have in 
certain respects been overlooked by local officers. In the year 1881, 
a large body of Pathans visited the Lower Provinces. According to 
the Police reports, these men described themselves as being of Dehra 
Ghazi Khan, although there was reason to believe that they wore 
wandernig gipsies from beyond the North-West Prontier of India. 
They travelled in several gangs, the number of which appeared to be 
fluctuating, and while pretending to be horse-dealers caused great 
annoyance to the inhabitants of the districts through which they 
passed by practising various methods of extortion. 

In June 1885, three vagrant bands entered the Ganjam District 
of the Madras Presidency from Bengal — two through tlie Gurjat 
Mahals, and one through the Samhalpur District of the Central 
Provinces. These gangs, or some members of them, wore found to bo 
furnished with police escorts, passes, and licenses to carry arms. Tw'o 
of the hands called themselves Biluchis, hut stated that they came from 
Dora Ghazi Khan. The third described themselves as being natives of 
Hyderabad in Sind. Although trade in false- jewels, pocket-knives, 
pearls, and other miscellaneous articles was their ostensible object, 
their entry into the Madras Presidency was at once marked by dis- 
turbances. On the 31st July 1885, the Local Government issued an 
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* order directing the removal of the gangs in question from the terri- 
tories belonging to the Madras Presidency under the provisions of 
section 3 of Act 111 of 1864. Paragraphs 3 and 4 of that order were 
as follow 

Thore iiTreaBon to believe that tbe three gangs are connecte<l, and that they 
entered the Northern Cirears of this presidency in the year 188^; and then stated 
that they belong to Hyderabad in Sind. From onquiricB then made it was ascer- 
tained tliat the men were not known at the places mentioned by them, and the order 
of this Government then passed declaretl them to be “ clearly foreign vagrants.^’ 
His Excellency the Governor in Council has no hesitation therefore in treating all 
three of tbe present gangs as foreigners. 

The gangs have now entered the Vizagapntam District, and the question of 
their future disposal must be decided. His Excellency in Council re.solvcs to order, 
under the provisions of Act III of 1S6+, section 3, tliat these gangs of foreign 
vagrants shall remove themselves from the territories belonging to the Madras 
Presidency by the shortest route leading towards tlieir home beyond the North- 
West Frontier of liritish India. ■*• * * 

It also appears that certain gangs of foreign vagrants were 
passed on last year from the Central Provinces to the territories of 
certain Native States in Central India. 

In a report submitted by the Bengal Government, it is explained 
that gun license's were fraudulently obtained from the authorities at 
Alii)orc and Jlowrah by son»e individual members of one of the three 
gangs who entered the Ganjam District from the Bengal side. As 
regards the passports which those gangs "were said to possess, it is stated 
that th('y Avore mostly certificates from a few local officers in tbe 
Lower Provine(;s to the t'tfoet that the men were a quiet set of traders, 
who bad created no disturbance in the localiti(?s Avhero they had 
temporarily halted, or that they wore respectable travelling mer- 
chants. Stringent oi’ders have now been issued by the Bengal Gov- 
ernment Avith tlu! object of preventing any repetition of the practice 
of giving such certificates. 

3. The practice of furnishing AAMndering gangs such as those re- 
ferred to aboV(5 Avitli police escorts, passes, and lieeuses to carry arms 
is clearly oppos(.'d to the orders contained in liie Besolution of the 
20th l^Iay 1870 ; and the Governor General in Council d<jsiros that tlie 
special attention of district officers in the several provinces should be 
directed to those orders, a strict observauce of which should at the 
same time bo enjoined. It must also bo understood that such gangs 
must under no cir<juiustauc(.'s bo passed on from British tervitory into 
Native States. His Excellency in Council would furtliermorc point 
out that the tri'atmcnt of Iheso foreign A’agrants is a matter Avhich 
requires the exercise of a tiareful discretion, aud w'liich cannot be 
regulated by hard-and-fast rules. 

4. The Government of India also concurs in the suggestions 
contained in the hitters from the Chief Commissioner of the Central 
Provinces and the Bengal Government, dated the 2Gth November 
1886 and 31st .luly last, respectively, which arc cited in the preamble 
to this Besolution, namely, — 

(1) that an order of deportation, if issued by any Local 

Government, should he made effective, and should not 
merely require the removal of the persons concerned 
from a particular presidency or province, hut beyond 
the limits of British India (section 3, Act III of 1864), 
and that the route for removal should he always 
specified in the order, warning being at the same time 
given to tho Local Governments and Administrations 
through whose territories the gang will pass ; and 

(2) that whenever a license to carry arms is given to any 

person who may appear to bo travelling for 

tho purpose of trade, a note should be made on tbe 

A 1 
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license of the number of persons accompanying such 
person, and that he should be given distinctly to under- 
stand that should his followers be augmented at any 
time, or should he join any other company or gang, his 
license would be at once liable to cancellation. 

5. In conclusion, the Governor General in Council wishes it to 
be clearly understood that the object of calling renewed attention to 
the matter is not to interfere with the -movements of persons who 
are bondjide engaged in trade, but to protect the peaceable inhabi- 
tants of the country from the depredations of wandering gangs 
whose real object is rather larceny or plunder than legitimate trade. 


Obdeb.. — O rdered, that a copy of this Resolution, together with 
a copy of the correspondence cited in the preamble, be forwarded 
to Local Governments and Administrations for information and 
guidance, and to the Foreign Department for information and 
communication to Political and other authorities subordinate to that 
Department.

In accordance with your endorsement No. 26 1, dated 25tli 
Febmary, enclosing a lelegrjim (herewith returned) from D:iria Khan 
and his followers, I am directed to submit the following report, 

2. About nine months ago, the attention of Government was 
drawn by police reports to tins j)resence in Behar districts of a large 
number of Pathans. According to the police reports tlw'se men des- 
cribed themselves as being of Dtsm Gha%i Khan, vi.siting India for the 
purpose of trading in horses. They were estimated to number some 
260 persons. Reports eoncerniug them ivoi'e ree<jived from Sarur, 
Diirbhanga, Monghyr and Bliagulpore. Th(\v wore stated to have no 
fixed abod(‘, to be travelling und(‘r the authority of jjorwanahs granted 
to them hy c'Ttain oflicors in the North-Western Provinces, and under 
the <!Over of horse-dealing to be pra<*tising various methods of extor- 
tion on the inhabitants of tlie places they visited. The.se Pathans 
travt'lled in several gangs, the numbcT of Avhich appears to be fluc- 
tuating. Daria Khan was reported to bo the hjadcr of f)no of the 
gangs. 'I'he Pathans subsequently visited Purnoah, Maklah, Dinage- 
pore, Bogra and Puhna. They w'erc everywhere watched by the 
police. 

3. In September last, under orders of the Inspector General of 
Police, a gang of iliese Pathans was 8to])ped by tlio police in Piibna, 
and examined as to whether they were inliahitants of British India 
or not. Twenty of the men stated that they Avere inhabitants of 
“ Rajhan in Klu^lat in the elaka of the Khan, but having no fixed 
abode. In Kbelat which is under the control of the Khan, there is a 
British Besident.*’ Rajhan they described as being in the hills, 30 
miles distant from th<? district of Dera Gluizi Khun. The Inspector 
General of Police then represented to Government that this particular 
gang had committed many depredations and much harassed the villages 
on wliich the gang quartered themselves, and on his ai)plicatiou the 
Licut(mant-Govorn<»r, hy an order in writing under section 3, Act III 
of 1864, dated 4th Dec'ember, directed tliat these foreigners should 
remove themselves from British India vid Bogra, Maldah, Bliagulpore, 
Monghyr and Dinaporc. The Government of the North-Western 
Provinces wore at the same time addressed, informed that a police 
escort would accompany the men eithi'i* to Buxar or the Karamnassa, 
and requested to issue necessary instructions to have the band passed 
on towards Khelat. On the 36th Deccmlier, on the suggestion of 
the Magistrate of Dacca, the route was changed to one vid Goalundo, 
Moorshedabad, Rajmehal and Bliagulpore. The gang w-^as escorted 
by the police to Goalundo. Shortly after leaving that jilace, however, 
they got away from the police and appear to have joined other hands 
of Pathans. 

4. Of those who escaped, one party appears to have come down 
south to the neighbourhood of Barrackporc, and under Suhhan Khan 
to have joined the band of Daria Klian at Ainpta. At any rate, it is 
certain that these two bands entered the district of Midnaporc together 
at the beginning of this month. On tbeir arrival at Midnapore, the 
band of Subhnn Khan was, on being identified hy the Inspector of 
Police, who had previously been in chcirge of all the foreigners whose 
deportation was ordered, separated from that of Daria Khan, and 
despatched under a police escort tow'ards Synthia. Daria Khan was 
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informed that ho was at lil>crty to march where ho liked, so long as he 
committed no depredation. But further enquiries are being made 
about him and his followers in Dora Ghazi Khan. It is to the separa- 
tion from the x>avty of Daria Khan of the Pathans who are under 
orders of deportation that tlie telegram under report refers. . 

5. With regard to Daria Khan, 1 am to say that the Lieutenant- 
Governor received a petition purporting to be sent by a person of that 
name at the end of last December. In the petition it was stated that 
the petitioner and his party had come from Dora Ghazi Khan to 
Bengal with horses and ponies for the purpose of carrying on trade, 
and the petitioners prayed that the police would not molest them. 
Attacdied to the petition was a paper purporting to bo a copy of a 
(?ertilicate signed by II. A. Cole, Bengal Stall Corps, Station Staff 
Officer at Erinpura, to the elTi'ct that Daria Khan, merchant and 
horse-dtialer from l^ei-a Ghazi Khan, with about 150 followers, had 
camped near Erinpura for five or six days, and that their behaviour 
had been orderly. This Mr. Cole is apparently the gentleman referred 
te in the telegram. The ])etition, whieli was addrosstid from Calcutta, 
was sent to the Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, for rcjport. In 
reply, it was stated that Daria Khan had applied to the Commissioner 
of Poli<;e for a license for arms and a valulari perwannah to Madras 
vid Midnapore and Balasore. On consideration of the unfavourable 
reports regarding Daria Khan, the grant of the ptu’wannah was Kifused. 
As stated in the last ]>aragraj>h, Daria Khan went at the beginning of 
this montli to Midnapore. Thence the Lieuttmant-Governor received 
from him two telegrams complaining of the separation of his party 
and alleging oppression by the police. 

6. Daria Khan appears to bo the chief lcad(;r of the Pathans. 
lie and bis ])arty first ojitered Sarun from Goruckporc in the North- 
Western Provinces about May last, aud the police reports have 
throughout been unfavourable regarding him and bis men. There 
have l3ccn comjdaints against thorn of extorting money by threats 
from women and timid pcojde, dealing in false prc(;iou8 stones, and of 
grazing their ponies on the crops of the villagers. Daria Khan liim- 
self and two of bis party were tried on the lOtli December last in 
Nuddea for culpable homicide. They w^ere acquitted, because the 
witnesses cither would not or could not speak i)ositiv(5ly as to the 
identity of the acrcused, Tht^re is, however, no doubt that one or some 
of the hand did commit the murder. 

7. I am to say that careful inquiry was made as to the country 
from which those Patlian.s came regarding whom onlcrs of deportation 
were issued. Tlu'y (hjscsrihed themselves as foreigners and as subjects 
of the Khan of Khelat, and not British subjects. As they described 
their residence as being 30 miles from the District of Dera Ghazi 
Khan, in the hills, a reforcn(!e was made to the District Superintendent 
of Police of Dera Gliazi Klian. In reply, lie stated “ nothing is 
known in this district of the members of the gang mentioned, nor 
can any substantial iufoi*raation he ohlained regarding their arrival in 
Dera Ghazi Khan. From their habits, appearanetj, and mode of 
living, it would seem that they are either Khorasani or Irani gypsies, 
called sometimes Kuchiauis.” 

8. There has been no vexatious or unnecessary interference with 
the men originally belonging to the gang of Daria Khan, but orders 
have been given to the police to watch their proceedings strictly. 
They have caused great annoyance to the inhabitants of the districts 
through which they hav(! passed, and certainly in no respect have 
earned the character of being peaceable traders. It is probable that 
they arc wandering gypsie.s from beyond the noHh-west frontier of 
India, but, pending the receipt of further information. Sir Bivers 
Thompson is unwilling to deport them in a body under the Act.

2. These v.agrant b.ands appear to have entered the Ganjam District from 
Cuttack, and their arrival in this Presidency was at once marked by a succession 
of criminal occurrences. They had in their posses.<iion passports of various dotes, 
which, so far as they can be deciphered, appear to be of little value as evidence of 
nationality or for any other useful purpose. I am directed to enclose a gnn- 
licensc, taken from Daria Khan, one of the leaders of the gang, purporting to 
have been granted on the 14th May 1885, by the Magistrate of Pooree, in contra- 
vention, it would seem, of the express 
llcBoIulion, dated 20th May 1879, No. 20-989. orders of the Government of India as 

contained in the resolution noted in the 
margin. It is in the opinion of Ilis Excellency in Council, through inattention 
to these instructions, that these people have been enabled to penetrate so far 
south. The action of each district officer a|)pears to have been dii-ected merely to 
hurrying on the gang as (prickly ns possible out of Iris own jurisdiction, and His 
Excellency in Council would, therefore, suggest tin* advisability of positive iustruc- 
tion.s being reiterated to tlie Governments of the Northern Presidencies to carefully 
attend to the instructions laid down by the Government of India to which reference 
is made above.

1 have the honour to report that a party of Beluehis, consisting of 13 men, 
0 women, and 16 children, arrived here from Cutlnok yesterday morning, nid 
Rawbha. Another gang, said to number 80 persons, 'arrived at Kalingapodoro in 
the Kurcholi muttah of the Goomsur taluk on the ist instant. 
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2* The arrival of theso gfnii^ in the, district has spread alarm and consternation 
among the people. At Kawbha it is reported that the shops were all closed^ and at 
Buguda in Gooinsur it is reporietl that housebreaking with violence has been 
committed, and a strong body of police has had to be despatched there to inquire 
into the offence and make arrests if necessary. 

8. Daria Khan^ the loader of the gang which arrived bere^ possessed a double- 
barrelled rille. As it is uiuulvisable that siieli gangs of wild characters as these 
appear to be should be allowed to proceed with arms through this and adjoining 
districts^ their presence in itself being a terror to the i>eoplc, 1 have directs that 
the above gun be seized and detained here. 

4. The Magistrates of Ihilasore and Pooree appear to have granted licenses to 
Daria Khan to possess arms contrary to* the directions contained in paragraph 58 of 
the resolution of the (T«>vernmont of India, communicated Avith C-J.O., 2ijd July 
1879, No. 1552. The two liceuscs presented before me are enclosed for the in- 
formation of Government, 

5. 1 may mention tliat timely intimation Avas given me by the Commissioner 
of Cuttack of tlie advent of the Fmaller gang, but that I rccrcived no warning 
regarding the hirgt'r gang which has entered tlie disiriels suddenly by an niifre- 
queiitcd road, and w<uild seem from tlio reports receiA’^ed to have at once biMkon out 
into acts of violenec* and lawlessness. I have cominiinicaied lo the District Magis- 
trate, \'i/iigapatam, the movements of the two gangs. 

6. Though elaiiiiing to he Helnchis, I cohsider that they are the identical 
people Avho came down some four years ago and claimed to he Scindis. Th«*y have 
with them for sale inilhing hut a few English pocket-knives, and, what they call 
stones (proV.ahly gla<s), and a lot of ponies, but nothing of an}*^ value.

In continuation of my letter, dated 2nd instiint. No. 006, I have the liononr 
to report that Mr. lnspi»ctov Lever met the gang of Mussulmans at liallisayi on 
the evening of the 2nd instant, and on the Ord accompanied them to Knllada, 
where they 1 ‘ciiiiiim‘d that day. The gang arrived at Russellkonda this luorning 
and eneainjK'd in a lope about half a mile from the town. They ijiteud to halt 
here lo-morruAA', and then man-h to the next stage Gaiigupur en route to 
Berhampore. 

2. The headman of the gang and five others just came to rny Office and 
shoAVCtl me pass|N>rts detailed in the enclosed list and several others oht:iincd 
from the authorities in Native States. These show that they are jH.-accahle tradtu*s. 

3. It appears that these are Scindis or Punjabis residing in Dera Gliazi 
Khan district. Th<»y were travelling through seA'eral Native States in l-p])er India, 
and also througli North Caiiara, Tanjore, Mywire, Bangalore, ('alcntta, ami Central 
ProviiicCH from snnn? years l)ack for the purj)'>se of trade. ^I'hey have brought 
with them different kinds of false stones, pearls, penknives and other miscellaneous 
articles, and arc exposing them for sale to the public at Russellkonda, The gang 
consists of— 
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They got a license for these guns from the Joint Magistrate of Howrah. Tlio 
license is dated 8th January 1SS5, and is current till 8 Ist December next. They 
are also acoompauied by four constables of the Gurjat police. 

4. They state that tla^y intend going by land to Madras via Berhampore, 
Vizagapatam, Godavari, Kistiia, and.Nellore districts for purpose of trade. 

6. They have not produced any passport from Government to jmss through the 
• n If adras Presidency, but from the endorsement,* 

dated ISih March 1885, given by the District 
Magistrate of Biirdwan, it appears that the orders of the Inspector General, Bengal, 
are that tliey should be allowed to go where they please, the police, however, 
keeping an eye on them. They ap])ear to be inoffeusivo traders, and say they belong 
to district Dera Ghazi Khaii.^' 
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• 6 . The Assistant Snperintendent of Tribntary Mahals (Qorjat Police) certifies, 
on ISlh May 1886, to the effect that “ these persons are travelling through these 
tributary mahals, and are now going to Berhampore. They have permission of 
Government to travel under police surveillance ; this police guard should be relieved 
at the next district they go to. This shows that tliese people have permission of 
Bengal Government to go to Berbamporc. But as I have received no orders from 
you, 1 am doubtful whether I may allow this gang to pass on to Berhampore under 
police surveillance. 

7. They ask me for a passport and a police guard of one head constable and 
four constables, as they have also much money with tliem ; but object to the dopnta* 
tioD of Police inspector to accompany them, saying tliat he would give them trouble. 
If they are allowra to pass on to Berhampore, 1 think it better to send an Inspector 
with a few constables along with them to Berhampore, so that they may not give 
any trouble to the villagers on their way. I respectfully solicit early orders, as 
these people say that they cannot stay here more than two days. 

8 . As regards the Kalingapodoro affair, Mr. Lever reports tbiit some of the 
women of the gang quarrelled with the Fanos of the place on account of some 
fowls, and each party received a beating from the other. He further reports that 
one Komatt Narayana Patro of Gayagonda complained to him that the women 
belonging to the gang entered bis house and carried away Ks. 6 U in cash, a cloth, 
brass'pot, and some sugar. The matter is under investigation by the police, and if 
there is sufficient evidence, the offenders will be dealt with according to law.

With reference to my remarks on confidential monthly report, dated Ist July, 
I have now the honour to forward the report of the Superintendent of Police, 
Ganjam, 'on the Biluchi gangs that entered this Presidency last month. They 
are a turbulent and unruly set of people, who cause great annoyance to the timid 
and peaceful inhabitants of this Presidency, and it seems veiy objeotionable that 
they should be allowed to wander about at will with fire-arms and proteoted by 
passes. 

2. The inhabitants of this Presidency are not accustomed to deal with such 
people, the consequence is that, where there are no police at hand, they rob and bully 
the villagers, and are a perfect pest. They are not British subjects or it might 
be said that it would be interference with their liberty to prevent them travelling 
through India. They are, in my judf^ent, nothing more than vagrants provided 
with a certain amount of rubbish to give a olodc to their being considered travelling 
merchants.

In continuation of my teleg^ram of the 6th instant, I have the honour to 
sabmit the following report. 

8. On tho lat instant District Magistrate, Ganjam, informed me of the 
expected arrival of a gang of lliluchis (copy of letter A attached) ; 1 at once 
sent information to ail Inspectors concerned. 

8. On the 1st instiint the Inspector of Police, Ganjam Division, reported the 
arrival on the HOth ultimo at Pauditgain (6 miles this side of Bengal frontier) 
of a gang of Bilucliis consisting of J males, 9 females, and 16 children, in all 
88. They proceeded to Kalikot (ilie head-quart era of the zemindar) on the Slat 
idem under poliee escort ; on the Ist insiaut to Uawhha ; on the 2iid to Chutrapur^ 
wliore they remained until the 6thj and then went on to Berharnpore, where they 
are at prcHeut. 


4. Wliilat at Chalrapur the District Maj'istrate issued a warrant for the 
seizure of a licensed double-harrelied guii found with the louder of the ^ang. The 
f^un was seized, but tlio Muj^istrate subgequeutly returned it on condition of its 
being sold to the Kalikot Rajah who had expressed a wish to buy it. 

5. This portion of gang has heen giving no trouble whatever in the district ; 
the members profess to be itinerating rncrehauts^ aud have with them a large stock 
of penknives, false pearls, gold mohiirs, &c. 

6. The leader slates that the whole gang, of which the present number is but 
a portion, consists of 150 members; that they left Riluehistan about two years 
ago, aud travelled together as far as Cuttack, visiting Calcutta, Ralasore, and 
Miduapur, where they divided into two gangs— one going into the interior towards 

Siimbulpore, and the other followed the trunk 

i! ra luizi Klianis m the Pumab. arranging to meet at Berhampore in this dis- 

’ ' ‘ triet. The name of leader is Daria Khan. He 

says he and his party belong to Dehra Ghazi Khan in Biluchistan. 

7. On the 3rd instant I received a report from Inspector Lever at Russeli*- 
konda to the ctrect that the Baroda station oRleev had sent him information of the 
arrival, on the 1st instant at Kalingapodoro (a Pano village, 20 miles north-east of 
Kussellkouda), of a traiig of about 80 Muhammadans who had demanded food from 
the villagers, entered their houses, assaulltd and looted them of their fowls, &.c. 

8. The Inspector immediately started for the village and met the gang on the 
night of the 2nd at Bullichuge. Mirza Muhammad Ali Beg and Mirza Kyser 
Beg, the two headmen of the gang, on being questioned stated they weie natives 
of Dehra Ghazi Khan, and it is evident that they are members of the same gang 
now at Berhampore. A double-barrelled rifle and a fowling piece were found with 
them. These have subsequently been seized. This jiarty was accompanied by 
four constables of Ongul (Gurjat district) and possessed a pass from the Assistant 
Superintendent of Police, Ongul (Gurjut district), dated 18th ultimo, in which 
it was stated that the gang had been permitted by Government to travel through 
the tributary iinihals on their way to Berhampore under police surveillance, and 
that the guard should be relieved at the next district 

9. Regarding the numerous complaints made by the villagers, these four 
Bengal constables state that they were in close attendance on the gang since it 
left Ongul, and did not notice or hear of any irregularity having been committed 
by them.'^ 1 have called U|}on the Inspector for a furrher report regarding this 
matter. No intimation of the coming of this gang was sent mo by Uie Gurjat 
district authorities, tho first information wo received of their presence was from 
vill^ers coming in with complaints. Besides the cases above mentioned a Komati 
of Guyagoudul stated that the women of the gang broke into his shop on the 
morning of tho 1st while passing through the village, stole Rs. 50 in cash, four 
gold-bladed nockiaoes to the value of Rs* 120, aud a piece of loaf-sugar. These 
complaints are under inquiry. 

10. The gang is found to be actually 45 strong, and is now at Russellkonda, 
where it will remain pending the disposal of the above obarges. 


11. It is believed that one of the leaders, Mirza Muhammad Ali Beg named 
above, %va8 fined, some yearn ago (1882), Rs. 1,000 at Vizngapatam by the District 
Magistrate for keeping in his possession a gun without license. 

12. Since writing the above, the charges against the various members of the 
gong have been inquired into. 

13. I attach a statement giving particulars of each case. 

B I 
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14. The Police Inspector reports that the evidence in almost all the charges 
disclosed facts seriously complicating the police constables who accompanied the 
gang from Ongul. 

15. In one case it is stated that the first-class consiable in charge of the 
escort urgfed the villagers to pay up on the head of the gang threatening to loot 
and burn down the village i£ his demands were not met. 

16. This constable, as might be expected, was cited as a witness for the 
defence in nearly all the cases charged, and, of course, the evidence was in favour 
of the parties citing him. 

1 7. I will report further regarding the Ongul constables as soon as I receive 
the Deputy Magistrate’s proceedings. 

18. 1 have just received an order to obtain and forward to the District Magis- 
trate all the jiasses granted by the Bengal authorities found in possession of the 
Biluchis. •

They are said to be 
travelling for the purpose of dealing in pearls, cutlery, and horses, but during 
their passage through the Tributary States of Orissa, they gave a good deal of 
trouble to some of the Rajas, in whose States they were, by quarrelling with the 
amla about payment of supplies and by thefts said to have been committed by 
their women.

Biluchis are at Guzratipet, Vizagapatam district. Their progr e s s stopped. 
Have telegraphed to District Mi^^trate, Vizagapatam. 
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Ohdeb thebson. 

On the 5tb of June the District Mn^istrate^ Ganjam^ teleg^ophed the arrival 
in his district of two wandering gangs described by the Commissioner of Cuttack 
as Beluchisj but furnished with escort^ passes^ and gun licenses. The Magistrate 
reported that he had ordered disarmament, and approval of his action in this 
respect was communicated to him by wire, and the receipt of further information 
awaited. This has now been furnished in the letters read above. It appears that 
three gangs have entered this Presidency, numbering in all 127 persons including 
women and children. Two parties called themselves Biluchis, but stated that 
they come from Dera Ghazi Khau in the Punjab; the third band describe them- 
selves as natives of Hyderabad in Scindo, and state that trade is the object of 
their journey. They Iiavo in their possession difierent kinds of false jewels, pocket- 
knives, pearls, and other miscellaneous articles, which they offer for sale. Their 
entry into this Presidency was at once marked by disturbances. At Rawbha shops 
wore all cIosckI, and at Buguda houso-breakings arc reported to have been com- 
mitted by them. Numerous complaints of theft and other offences are reported 
in the enclosures to the Inspector General of Police^s report. Several fire- 
arms were found with them, and most of these have been seized by the local 
authorities. 

2. It is clear from their actions in this Presidency, as well as from the pro- 
ceedings of the Magistrate of Balsisorc, dated 21ith March 1885, and the letter 
of the Assistant Superintendent of Police, Gurjat Mahals, dated 8th June 1885, 
that these gangs of foreigners arc turbulent and dangerous to the public peace, 
and it is highly desirable to prevent them from wandering further into this 
Presidency. 

3. There is reason to believe that the three gangs are connected, and that 
they entered the Northern Civears of this Presidency in the year 1882, and then 
staled tliat they belonged to Hyderabad in Seinde. From inquiries then made it 
was ascertained that the men were not known at the places mentioned by them, 
and the order of this Government then passed declared them to be clearly foreign 
vagrants His Excellency the Governor in Council has no hesitation, therefore, in 
treating all three of the present gangs as foreigners, 

4. The gangs have now entered the Vizagapatam district, and the question 

of their future disposal must be decided. Ilis Excellency in Council resolves to 
order, under the provisions of Act HI of section 3, that these gangs of 

foreign vagrants shall remove themselves from the territories belonging to the 
Madras Presidency by the shortest route leading towards their home beyond the 
north-west frontier of British India. The following telegram will accordingly be 
despatched to the District Magistrate, Vizagapatam 

Three gangs of Biluchis, total 127 persons now at Guzratipet. Government 
orders them under section 3^ Act 111 of 1864, to remove themselves from Presi- 
dency by northern route. Inform them of penalty under section 4 in case of 
neglect or refusal. Communicate with Agent, Ganjam, and report result to 
Government.^' 

5. The Government of India will be addressed regarding the action of the 
Bengal authorities in furnishing these gauge with passes aud police escort.

With reference to your letter, dated 17tli September 1886, 
No. 320, regarding the wandeiing gangs of Biluehis who lately visited 
. this Presidency, I am directed to refer 

iBt September 18 5 , o. -I . the marginally noted letter which 

was addressed to the Government of India upon the subject. 


2- No correspondence has taken place between this Government 
w.Tid the Government of Bengal in connection with the matter, but the 
passes found with the Biluehis, which had been granted by certain 
district officers in Bengal, have been ordered to be returned to the 
Bengal Government. 

3. With reference to your inquiry regarding the results of the 
inquiry made into the conduct of the police couslables who accom- 
panied the gangs in question from Ongul, 1 am directed to state that 
the District Magistrate of Ganjam has not furnished any report upon 
the subject. The Police, in question, were Bengal Police, and doubt- 
less the police authorities in Gunjam have reported the matter to the 
Superintendent of Police in Gurjat district, from which district the 
gangs were sent into Ganjam. A report upon the subject will, how- 
ever, be called for from the Inspector General of Police.

by Local Governments in the treat meut of gangs of Bcinchis or Khclatis, who, 
from time to time, wander about the country, being regarded sometimes as peaoe- 
al)le traders, and at others as marauders preying upou the people. In the present 
instance it will be seen that certain gangs were allowed to go throagh Bengal 
]>roteuted by passes and escort, only to be rcgardcil ns turbulent and dangerous on 
entering the Madras Presidency, and deported as foreign vagrants under Act III 
of 1861'. The gangs now deported from Madras will be eseorteil through the 
Central Provinces districts, hut the question submitted for consideration is the poB> 
sibility of arrangements being made to ensure for the future a uniform treatment of 
these people either as iioaccable traders or os foreign vagrants.

I think it advisable to bring to the notice of the Chief Commissioner and 
yourself the movemciits of certain gangs of persons known as Khelatis or 
Beluchis. 

%. In June or July lost two such gangs passed through this district coming 
from the district of Loliardugga and the States of the Souih>West Agency. These 
men were accompanied, by an escort of Bengal Police, and were in possession of 
rahdari parwainiabs or safe passes granted to them by the Bengal authorities. 
Secretary to Chief Commissioner’s Book Circular X of 1879 having forbidden the 
issuing of such passports and the detailing of a police guard to escort these gangs 
about, and liaving also directed that they should be treated either as ordinary 
traders and travellers, in which case they should not be molested, but only watched 
if in large numbers, or they sbouid lie deported if they misconducted themselves by 
oppressing or robbing the people. The District Superintendent of Police was 
directed to make an enqniiy into tlieir antecedents and present behaviour. The 
enquiry elicited the fact that they had passed peaceably tlirough the districts of 
the Chota Nagpur country selling their wares, and that since their arrival in this 
district no eoiiqdaints had been made against them. They sold a large quantity of 
imitation pearls and pocket knives of British manufacture, and after remaining here 
several weeks left on their way to Cuttack. At their departure they were very 
anxious to obtain rahdari parwauuahs similar to those with which they had entered 
the district, and police escorts to protect and assist them on their way. 

The instructions issued to the District Superintendent of Police were not to 
grant any such t)a88r8 or escorts but to have them closely watched by one or more 
trustworthy constables, and so long as they conducted themselves in an orderly 
manner they should not he molested. If, however, they acted in a lawless or 
oppressive manner to the people, they were to be arrested, and the matter reported 
' with a view' to their deportation. Similar instructions were issued to Idle Feudatory 
Chief of Sunepur through whose State they jiasHed on their way to the Gurjat 
Tributary Melials. The second gang proceeded in the liaipur direction also withou 
an escort or passes. 
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The District Sui>eriutendent of Police and the Cliief of Sonepur subsequently 
informed me that they hud conducted themselves in a peaceable manner^ and had 
taken the route indicated by them to Cuttack. 

^ And attached to this letter is the report of the District Superintendent of 
Police regarding^ these people which g^ives a i^ood description of the men who visited 
this district this year, and their conduct while here. 

3. I have now received information from the Commissioner of Orissa that 
several f^ng^ of the same class of men styled Beluchis who had been travelling 
about in the Orissa country wore, oil their entering the Madras Presidency, 
arrested, and that the Government of Madras hud eventually ordered them to be 
deported as gangs of foreign vagrants to their own country by the shortest route 
eik Sambalpur. 

4». From the Proceedings of the Madras Government, which wore forwarded 
to me by the Commissioner of Orissa, and which are enclosed herewith for your in- 
formation, I observe that these people stated before the Madras authoritios what 
similar gangs have stated here, viz.^ that they had come from Hyderabad (Scind). 
But nothing precise is known about them save what they state themselves. They 
carry about wi^h them their women and children and all their belongings, and have 
now apparently no fixed abode. The Madras Government having made in 1882 
enquiries about similar gangs who then untruthfully alleged that they were British 
subjects from Scind have now no hesitation in treating these gangs us foreigners.^^ 
It is also mentioneil in the pnpei's that various acts of violence and hiwlessness had 
been attributed to them, and would be enquired into. A few distinct charges of 
theft and robbery arc made, which, it is said, would also he enquired into ; but it is 
noteworthy that no case is mentioned of any member of these gangs having been 
convicted of any of the serious oflfcnces with which they liavc from time to time 
l>een charged. But in any case whether they be peaceable tniders or free-booters, 
the Madras Government seems to have taken a quite different view of them to that 
taken by the Bengal authorities when the latter granted them passes und escorts. 

6. During tlie year several gangs of these men have pro(*ecded from the Pro- 
vince of Bengal and spread themselves westwards and southwards, apparently on 
their way to the Madras and Bombay Presidencies. If those gangs were j>ermitted 
to dis|)crse from Bengal, and arc aftierwards collected in and deported from Madras 
to the North-West Frontier by the shortest road, then this district will become their 
route, and it will be necessary to detach large parties of Police to march with them 
several hundred mites across Central India. This will cause much inconvenience, 
which might apparently be avoided if these gangs were, in the first instance, not 
permitted to disperse from Bengal. 

6. If these pcojde moved about os peaceable traders in small parties, no objec- 
tion could he taken to their presence. But insisting as t.hey do on travelling about 
ill large numbers witli their women and children under the leadership of their head- 
men, collecting at certain places, dispersing and concentrating again according to 
a pre-arranged plan, and often selecting routes through solitary and backward 
parts of the country, their movements have to he placed under ztfrveilluncr, and 
their evil reputation for violence and cunning causes considerable alarm both to the 
country and townspeople. They conducted themselves last July iu an orderly 
manner in this district, but this may be due to the fact that they knew that they 
were watched ; and it is not improbable that, if they had an opportunity, they would 
commit depredations. 


7. The District Suporintciidcnt of Police lias described in his memorandum the 
various tricks aud artifices with which they are credited in the popular mind, but 
ordinarily and especially whe4 they are closely watched it is most difficult to say 
whether they ore freebooters travelling about in imposing numbers to plunder and 
cheat or are merely bands of peaceable traders, who, attracted by the plenty of 
India, have permanently left their homes in Beluchistan or elsewhere and have not 
yet acquired a new domicile in this country. They are ostensibly horse-dealers, 
but they brought no horses with them to this district, though they sold large

^ upwards of Rs. 7U0,^ and were in possession of 

considerable sums of money. The Madras Inspector General of Police writes of 
their wares as rubbish intended as a clonk to their being considered travelling 
merchants,'^ but they unquestionably did a considerable business in imitation pearls 
and pocket knives iu the district, and no one has complained of having been cheated 
by them. 


8. But whatever may be thought of the character of these gangs, the difiioulty 
arises from their moving about in large numbers and the necessity of employing 
Police to watch thorn in order to prevent them from oppressing timid and ignorant 
villagers. And now a second inconvenience is threatened, and there seems some 
danger that the Madras authorities will deport all those who have been allowed to 
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travel from Orissa to Madras, and that the Central Provinces authorities will have 
to provide escorts to convey these people across Central India. 

0. Some arrangfements, therefore, which would prevent these people from mov- 
ing about in large numbers, and a settled policy for the observance of the different 
Local Oovernments in dealing with them, seem desirable, and this, I venture to sug- 
gest, can only be effectively done by dealing with them at ilteir starting points on 
the frontier or seaport towns. 

10. As regards the gangs deported by the Madras Government, the departure 
of which from Cuttack for this place hte been announcixl by the Commissioner of 
Orissa, 1 beg to say that they will be forwarded to J ubbulpore vid Bilaspore in 
charge of an adequate police guard.

2. In forwarding this correspondence 1 am to invite attention to 
the communication from the Madras Government, No. 2307, dated 
the 1st September last, and to request that, with the permission of 
His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor, the Government of India may 
be supplied with full information as to the action alleged to have been 
taken by certain local authorities in Bengal in famishing these gangs 
or some members of them with Police escorts, passes and licenses to 
carry arms. It will not escape the notice of the Bengal Government 
that any such action is opposed to the orders contained in tlie penulti- 
mate paragraph of Home Department Resolution No. 29-989-1000, 
dated 20th May 1879, which lay down that on no account should 
gangs of foreign vagrants be passed on under Police or other guards 
into other districts or provinces, and that safe conduct passes or 
licenses to carry arms should under no circumstances be granted to 
the members of such gangs.

sidency. It will be observed that, al- 
though trade was the ostensible object of 
these g^gs, their arrival in many districts 
by disturbancjes of various kinds and by 
to the local officers. 
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2. It is not in any iray the desire of the Government of India 
that the movements of peaceable persons whose bond fide object is 
trade shoidd bo in any way interfered with so long as they commit 
no breach of the law and abstain from giving trouble to the local 
authonties*of the Provinces through which they pass ; but on the other 
hand it appears to the Governor General in Council that, when persons 
are found to be wandering about the country, not in small parties, 
but in gangs of considerable numbers, and to be eniisiTig disturbances 
and generally giving difficulty to the district officers, it is only a fair 
and a reasonable inference to draw that their real object is rather 
larceny or plimder than legitimate trade. It must be r<;membered 
that, although such gangs may be found to be well-behaved amongst 
the stalwart races of the Punjab, experience has shown that they 
become a source of considerable trouble in parts of the country where 
the population is of a more timid character. Under these circum- 
stances the Gov^ment of India would be glad to be favoured with 
the advice of His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor as to whether more 
effectual means could not be developed for preventing the entry into, 
and dispersion over, India of such gangs from the Punjab Frontier 
Districts. It will be observed that, in the penultimate paragraph of 
Home Department Hesolution No. 29 — 989-1000, dated 20th May 1879, 
it was laid down that the frontier provinces must be held responsible 
that gangs of foreign vagrants are not allowed to pass into India, and 
that there is reason to suppose that some of the gangs at aU events 
to which the correspondence now forwarded relates cam(; from beyond 
the North-Western Frontier or from districts in the Punjab.

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 398 
of the 30th November last, forwarding a copy of a correspondence 
with the Government of Madnis, and of other papers regarding 
certain wandering gan^ of Beluchis in the northern districts of the 
Madras Presidency. In this letter the attention of this Govern- 
ment has been drawn to the communication from the Government 
of Madras, No. 2307 of the 1st Sej^tember last, stating that the 
vagrant bands entered the Ganjam district from Cuttack, that their 
arrival was at once marked by a succession of criminal occurrences, 
that they hsid in their possession passports of various dates, and that 
the leader of one of the gangs (Daria Khan) had a gnu license pur- 
porting to have been granted by the Magistrate of Pooree in contra- 
nob. 20-980 to 1000, dated the 80th vention of the ordcrs of tlio Government 
Uay 1870. of India, as contained in the Biesolution 

noted in the margin. Full information regarding the action taken by 
certain local officers in Bengal in furnishing these gangs or some 
members of them with police escorts, passes, and licenses, and to carry 
arms, was also asked for, and is given below. 

2. In my letter No. 1126J, dated the 28th February 1885, a re- 
port on the movements in the Lower Provinces of certain wandering 
bands of Pathans or Beluchis was submitted to the Government of 
India. In that letter it was explained that two parties of Pathans — 
one headed by Daria Khan, and the other by Subhan Khan — 
passed through Calcutta, 24i-Pcrgunnah9, and Howrah, and, having 
met at Ampta, entered the district of Midnapore, where they were 
separated, the band of Subhan Khan, which formed a part of a gang, 
the draortation of which had been previously ordered by the Lieute- 
nant-Governor, being despatched under a police escort towards Synthia. 
Daria Khan was informed that he was at liberty to go where he 
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liked, so long as be behaved birasclf and committed no acts of depre- 
dation. As already explained in the .letter cited above, Daria Ehan, 
-while in Oalcutta, bad applied for a license for arms and a rahadari 
perwanna to Madras vid Midnapore and Balasore, bnt his application 
was refused by the Commissioner of Police. It now appears that 
some individual members of bis gang surreptitiously obtained gun 
licenses from the authorities at Alipore and Howrah. Two of these 
licenses wore seized by the Madras authorities, and were forwarded to 
this Government along with some other papers (described as pass- 
ports) taken from the Beluchis. Mr. J. Posford, who granted one of 
these licenses as Joint-Magistrate of Alipore, explains that a Cahuli 
appeared before him and applied for a gun license, stating that he 
was in charge of a number of horses and ponies. Mr. Posford sup- 
posing him to he a man going about with a drove of horses for sale, 
and taking into consideration the fact that he would have to halt in 
the vicinity of places where wild beasts might be encountered, was of 
opinion that the application should be granted. Before, however, 
complying with the application, careful inquiries were directed to he 
made regarding the applicant, and on being satisfied from a police 
report that he was a peaceful trader, who had with him a number of 
women, Mr. Posford granted him a gun license, warning him at the 
same time tliat the license only hold good in the -district of the 
24-Fergunnahs, and that, if he passed into any other district, he must 
renew it then;. Mr. Posford adds tliat, when the orders of the Govern- 
ment of India, dated 20th May 1879, on the subject of the treat- 
ment of foreign vagrants travelling in British India were issued, he 
was on furlougli, and that ho was not aware of such orders until he 
was required to explain the circumstances under which the license in 
question was granted by him. The other license was granted by 
Mr. 0. J. O’Donnell as Joint-Magistrate of Howrah. This officer 
explains that, when the license was granted, he was not aware that 
the applicant was a member of a gang of wandering Beluchis, and 
that in fact it was an ordinary license such as would be given to a 
local trader proceeding to Madras. He adds that in Septcmlxir 1884, 
when he was Officiating as Magistrate of Bogra, he instituted six 
prosecutions against members of a gang of Punjabi -vagrants, and 
reported on the necessity of Government restraining their movements, 
and urges that he would certainly he the last officer in Bengal, in the 
following January, to knowingly issue licenses to carry arms to a 
similar body. Tliese men, Mr. O’Donnell says, are constantly chang- 
ing their names in oMcr to conceal their identity in case of their 
getting into trouble in the criminal courts, and this procedure enables 
them to assume local names and possibly to obtain gun licenses. 

3. I am to observe that the only party of Beluchis that entered 
Orissa from the direction of Midnapore was that headed by Daria 
Khan, whose movements were closely watched by the police, and it 
does not appear that they misbehaved in any -way during their 
journey from Calcutta to Midnapore. These men were regarded in 
Orissa as Beluchi merchants travelling through the country. A copy 
of a letter from the Commissioner of Orissa, No. 412 of the 27th 
February last, giving a detailed account regarding them, is enclosed 
for the information of the Government of India. Another hand 
entered the Gurjats of Orissa from the direction of Samhulpore. 
This party was accompanied by a guard of four constables of the 
Gurjat Police force, and was allowed to proceed to Basulkoonda in 
the Ganjnm Tributary Mehals. It is reported that, in consequence 
of the difficulty of obtaining supplies, they became involved in 
several disputes with the amlah of the Gurjat Bajahs about the 
procuring and payment of supplies, but that no instance of direct 
robbery or violence was brought to the notice of the Superintendent 
of the Tributary Mehals, Cuttack, during their journey through 
those mehals. The two parties appear to have converged and met at 
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Berhampore in Ganjam. The action of the Gurjat police in not 
giving timely information of the approach of the gang proceeding 
to Hasulkoonda to the authorities in Ganjam, and in not giving the 
constables accompanying it proper instructions as to their conduct, 
formed thib subject of a separate correspondence, which ended with 
the letter from this Government, No. 14J — D of the 20th April last. 

4. As regards the passports wWch the vagrant bands in 
Madras were said to possess, I am to say tliat they wore mostly 
certificates from a few local officers in Bengal, stating that the men 
were a quiet set of traders who had created no disturbance in the 
localities where they had temporarily halted, or that they were 
respectable travelling merchants. The Lieutenant-Governor regrets 
the action of these officers in granting certificates, even of such a 
character, to these men, and he has issued stringent orders which will 
prevent any repetition of this practice. 

6. In the letter from the Home Department, No. 399 of the 
30th November last, addressed to the Government of the Punjab, it is 
stated that* it is not the desire of the Government of India that the 
movements of peaceable persona, whose bond fide object is trade, should 
be in any way interfered with, so long as they commit no broach of 
the law, and abstain from giving trouble to the local authorities of 
the districts through which they pass. Keeping this policy in view, 
the Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion that, while there can be no 
objection to a small party of foreigners, consisting of two or three men, 
travelling for the purpose of trade, these parties should on no account 
be allowed to unite in British India. He, therefore, proposes to issue 
instructions that, whenever a license to carry arms is given to any 
person who may appear to bo travelling bond fide for the purpose of 
trade, a note should bo made on the licence of the number of persons 
accompanying such person, and he should be given distinctly to 
understand that, should his followers be augmented at any time, or 
should ho join any other company or gang, his license will be at once 
liable to cancellation. Sir Ilivers Thompson thinks that, if such a 
course were uniformly adopted, these men would jprobably desist from 
endeavouring to move about in bands of such a size as to cause fear 
and annoyance to the inhabitants of the villages through which they 
may pass.

I have the honour in reply to your letter No. 545J., dated the 28th of January 
1886, to forward a report on the case of the Dehichi merchants, which was referred 
by the Government of Madras to the Government of India. 

2. The view taken of the character of these merchants by the Collector • 
of Ganjam is diametrically opposed to the view taken by myself and the district 
officers of Orissa. 

3. The persons who are spoken of as a wandering gang of vagnsuts in the 
letter of the Chief Secretary to the Government of Fort St. Geoige were regarded 
in Orissa simply as a number of Beluchi merchants travelling through the country 
selling ponies, knives, false pearls and false stones. 

4 . The succession of criminal occurrences which appear to have marked their 
wanderings in Ganjam, were unknown here. 

5. A party consisting of 13 men, 9 women, and 14 children with 19 ponies 
arrived in Cuttack on the 2l8t of April 1885, and applied for written permission 
to go to Madras. The headman personally reported what his business wm. 
Enquiries were made. It was found that the party had two rifles and merchandise 
08 ^ove stat^. The headman had also a numter of certificates given to him by 
different officers of the districts through which he had passed. The men remainw 
here some days. Men and women hawking pearls and knives and other articles in 
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the bazars. After a stay of some days, balf the party asked permissioa to visit 
Dbenkanal wbidh was s^nted. There they stayed three days, and then making a 
detour by Tigiria, Bauki and Khorda ; the {larty left for Ganjam on the 88rd 
May, entering Kolskota on the 89th idem, where their further progress south 
was checked fw being foreira vagrants. Their return was intimated to, this office 
by the Magistrate of Qanjam in his letter No. 29S8 of the 18th of August. 

6. Before the party left for Oanjum, I had refused to give the leader any 
written permission as to his route, deeming it quite unnecessary ; bnt I instructed 
the District Magistrate to depute police to go with the party for the reasons— 

(a) That villagers in Orissa will never sell provisions except under authoiita- 

tive orders, and it was necessary to assist the Beluchies to enable 
them to buy such provisions as they might require. 

(b) That the wild and strange appearance of these men might raise appre> 

hensions among villagers unaccustomed to their appearance. 

7. On the return of the Beluchis from Ganjam, they were similarly met by a 
police officer who escorted the party to Katak. On the 6th of Septcml)er lH85, 1 
reported that these men had been expelled from Madras to the Government, and in 
reply, 1 was instructed that the Belnchie might travel vid Angul to Sumbulpore 
under police escort. This was done. The Central Provinces officials being warned 
of their coming. 

8. No action was taken on the arrival of the mcndiants by me under Act III 
of 1864, because of their character as merchants. The orders of Government both 
of India and of Beng^al in regard to bands of foreigners refer distinctly to persons 
of doubtful eharacter found wandering in British India. The men in question did 
not fall under the category for their orderly behaviour during the time they were^ 
in Orissa, and in the Ghirjats accorded with the many written certificates held by 
them ; one of which, endorsed by the Magistiate of Burdwan, stated that the 
bearer and his companions were traders, who were under the orders of the In* 
spector General of Police, allowed to go wherever they pleased. The police being 
however directed to keep an eye upon them. 

9. Circular No. I of the 2nd January 1879 requires each case of a wandering 
gang of foreigners of doubtful character to be reported through the Inspector 
General of Police for orders of Government. No such action was taken in the 
case of these Beluchies, because they were both by enquiry and by their acts found 
to be bond fide merchants, following a regular trade through Hindustan. The party 
spreading out and often toavelling to a converging point by parallel routes, so as to 
di6]X>se of their goods to the best advantage. I therefore hoard with some surprise 
of the view taken by the Madras Government. 

10. Parties of Afghan traders are constantly arriving in Katak. The Belu- 
chies so far differed from them that they had women and children with them ; but 
both are hawkers of goods, and action under Act HI seemed to me no more neces- 
sary in the case of the Beluchies than of the Afghans. 

11. It is hardly probable that a party of Beluchies should pass through any 
province without being guilty of some petty penal acts, but snch acts as quarrel- 
ling over prices of vegetables and fowls, cutting firewood without ]>ermiBsion, 
turning out ponies to graze on other people's land are offences nut confined to the 
special class under report. 

12. It is not the case that the merchants in question were hurried out of any 
one district in this division, in order to get rid of them and pass them on to 
Madras. As regards the arms with which the party were supplied, they were not 
more than what they mi^ht reasonably require for purposes of defence at night in 
a wild country against wild beasts.

I am desired by the Lieutenant-Glovernor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter No. 399, dated SOtli November 1885, regarding 
certain wandering gangs of vagrants who recently visited the Lower 
Provinces and the Mamras Presidency, and who have been supposed 
to come from the North-West Frontier or from districts in the Punjab. 
The Government of India cnc^uire whether more effectual Tnenna 
cannot be developed for preventing the entry into and dispersion over 
India of such gangs from the Punjab Frontier districts. 
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2. The lieutenant-Oovemor would observe in the first place that 
there is no evidence to show that the people mentioned in the corre- 
spondence forwarded with your letter under acknowledgment passed 
through the Punjab in gangs. There is nothing to prevent individuals 
of this character from passing dowTi-country without attracting atten- 
tion and forming ^themselves into gangs at a distance from the 
i&ontier ; ^d it is probable that this has i^ppened in the instances 
under consideration, for the Inspector General of Police has never 
had his attention called to the fact of similar gangs moving about 
this province. But whatever may be the origin or starting point of 
the bodies of vagrants, of whose depredations complaints are made, 
the Lieutenant-Governor considers that the rule laid down in the 
Home Department B.c.solution No. 29, dated 20th May 1879, are 
sufficient — and more than sufficient — ^to meet all practical require- 
ments when actual gangs have to be dealt with, though they are quite 
ineffectual to prevent the passage of foreigners through the Punjab who 
may meet -and form gangs, holding together for a longer or shorter 
time in various parts of India. In the present days of free and 
rapid communication, no precautions wffiich the British Government 
can take consistently with its principles of administration will prevent 
foreigners passing through this province into other parts of India. 
Nor does His Honour think that further restrictions are expedient. 
The Licutcnant-Govcmor holds that the British Government cannot 
resort to continental methods of passport and police espionage. It 
has not the establishment for that system, nor have British officers 
the temperament requisite to make such measures a success. Sir 
Charles Aitchison believes that any attcnij^ts in this direction would 
most assuredly fail in their object, and bo a source of groat wcarry and 
hardship to individuals. This opinion is formed upon experience of 
such attempts which have been made in the past from time to time. 


3. If, however, the Government of India should see fit to insist 
on measures of repression, the most effectual way, in the Lieutenant- 
Governor’s opinion, would bo to apply the provisions of section 6 and 
following sections of Act III of 1864) to the Punjab and Sindh ; but 
it is ncc^ess to say His Honour docs not advise the adoption of this 
course. The real remedy is severe punishment for breach of the law 
in the district where the gang is foimd offending ; and as there are 
very probably certain rendezvous in the Lower Provinces where gangs 
of foreigners are formed, the more effectual way of dealing with the 
subject would be, in Sir Charles Aitchison’s opinion, to trace back 
their component parts from the places where they are first observed, 
and ascertain the conditions under which they band themselves 
together for marauding purposes. 


At the same time the scheme for an interprovincial Railway 
Police, under the immediate orders of one superior, would no doubt 
strengthen the liands of Government in this matter; and on this.

With reference to G.O. No. 2792 (Judicial Department), dated 14th October 
1885, I have the honour to attneh copy of extract from the judgment of the 
Deputy Magistrate In the case of the Oiigitl constables. The Superintendent of 
Police, Guijat Mehals, in reply to a communication from the Superintendent of 
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Folioe, Gan jam, forwarding the above extract to him, states that the orders of the 
guard were not to interfere with the gang in any way whatever as they were 
g^ing through States which my police have no ri};ht to enter and have no jurisdic- 
tion," the result of such orders being that the Ongul coiiGtahles not 0|i1y allowed 
the Beluchis to do as they pleased, o^ut apparently aided and abetted them in their 
lawless acts. 

2. The Beluchis left the Madras Presidency on the* 5th September and have 
not been heard of since, and no further communication has passed between the 
Superintendents of Police, Ganjam and Ourjat Mehals.

I think it right to mention hero that four constables. Nos. SOO, 371, 453 and 
560, of Gurjat Police, accompanied the gang from OtignI to Bussellkoiida under the 
orders of the Assistant Superintendent of Police of the fotmier place. The facts 
elicited in the trial of those cases show that these constables did not at all prevent 
this lawless gang from annoying the people in various rural villages it passed 
through for gratuitous supplies. On the other hand, it appears that in some cases 
these constables even advisra the frightened villagers to pay something to the gang 
and to avoid further trouble to themselves.

In continuation of my letter No. 4158 — 203, dated 28th ultimo 
I am directed to forward extract paragraphs 5 and 6 from a letter 
No. 4921, dated 18th current, from the Deputy Commissioner of 
Samhalpur, reporting on the character of the so-called Beluchis in 
respect to whom the order of deportation was passed by the Madras 
Government. 1 am also to forward copy of a letter No. 3125, dated 
17th idem, from the Madras Government, and to say that, in the 
Chief Commissioner’s opinion, an order of deportation from British 
India should be effective, and that it cannot be effective unless 
arrangements are made for securing the removal from British India 
of the persons who have been directed to remove themselves. It 
appears to the Chief Commissioner that the Local Government pass- 
ing an order of deportation should look to something more than the 
removal of the foreigners from its own territories, and should see that 
proper arrangements are made for their removal from British India, 
the other Local Governments through whose territories the foreigners 
are to pass being communicated with so as to secure compliance with 
the order of deportation. What is desired is that the foreigners 
should remove themselves from British India, not that they should 
merely remove themselves from one part of British India into another 
part of British India.

Paba.— 5. I would here add that these people having been now for some time 
under surveillance, the District Superintendent and myself have now been able to 
form a more correct opinion of them, which it may be useful to note here :— 

(1) These bands are always on the look-out for opportunities to pilfer the 

people either through fear or cajolery. Their women are most 
dexterous thieves and are the chief culprits. If carefully watched, 
and if they are convinced that they will be firmly dealt with if 
detected in crime, they conduct themsdves in a quiet and circumspect 
manner. 

(2) From their habit of.moving about in considerable numbers and by their 

conduct they cause considerable alarm to ignorant villagers, by whom 
they are credited with marvellous powers in committing thefts.

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(d) Thrir tffitonsiblo men ns of subsistsoce is dealing in boisss and ponies 
pioke<i up in tbeir pasRuge through this country, and which they 
are always iiuxiuus to exchange, lltey deal also in false pearls 
and pocket-knives of cheap British manufacture; but tbeir mam 
object IS to live free, in a more or less lawless manner, on the 
country through which they pass. They need to be, most care* 
fully watched, and have to be followed about by trustworthy 

Police ofUocrs ; and if they are not escorted about, there is danger 

of considerable alarm among the people or even a panic, such as 

is reported to have occurred in the Ganjam district on their 

recent arrival there. The Police officer who escorted the gang 
to the borders of the Bilaspur District reports that be had groat 
difficulty in getting them on and preventing them from any 
violence to the villagers. They would under various pretexts Isfg 
behind and seize every opportunity of visiting the villages on the 
roads, and begin quarrelling with the villagers about fowls and 
supplies, trying to overawe them and to got their euppliee for 
nothing. 

6. It would be well, therefore, if tbeir movements in Inige bodies were put a 
'stop to. If they are legitiinnle traders, they can have no objection to moving 
about in small parties like the Cabiilcoe, wbo bring dried fruits to India in the 
cold season and return with cotton fabrics, aud against whom no complaints are 
made. The Buujaras move about in mncli larger numbers with seveml hundred 
head of cattle; but their presence does not crea^ alarm, nor arc they charged 
with misconduct of this kind allcgcil against the so-called Beluchis. The only 
conclusion is that these gangs of Bclucliis, Khclatis, Panjabis, or whatever they 
may be, move about in considerable numbers to overawe the people, aud so obtain 
opportnnities for plundering them aud living at irce quarters.

ft. In March last, I received from the Supirintendent of Rewah a report of a 
similar nature referring to a gang of Beluchis, numbering 200 men, who had been 
sent under Police escort from the Bilaspur district of the Central Provinces to the 
nearest Police post on the Rewah border. In this instance intimation of the 
arrival of the Beluchis was not sent in time to enable the Superintendent of Rewah 
to make any arrangements for their control or supervision, the consequence being 
that thp gang was dis^rsed among the villages of Rewah, whore they harried the 
people, taken supplies without payment, and causing panic and disturbance wherever 
they went. The gang was eventually escorted ont of Rewah territory by a strong 
detachment of State troops. Lately another gang of Beluchis, numbering about 
60 persons, has again visited the Rewah State, necessitating further arrangements 
for supervision and escort. 
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S. I must point out that Native States are less well al»le to protect themselves 
^against bodies of mon^ such as those re"^erred to, than are the authorities of British 
districts ; and I would propose that some instructions be issued to Local Govern- 
ments of British provinces forbidding action such as tliat protested against by the 
Political Agentj Bundelkhand.

With reference to the accompanying copy of a letter from the District Superin- 
tendent of Police, Narsiuglipur, which h;is been forwiirdc<l to me by the Political 
Agent, Bughelkhand, as Pannah is within the Biindcikliand Agency, I have the 
honour to suggest that the attention of the Central Provinces Adiniiiistration be 
invited to the undesirability of allowing British Police ofiiecrs to turn ** bands of 
Beluobis into the Native States of this Agency for the (txpress purposes apparently 
of allowing them a fair field for a fight, in a place where the Police administration 
is necessarily weaker than it is in British India, and also of sparing the District 
Police. 

2. Nowgong has been recently visited by throe or four bands of these vagrants 
In each case I enquired where they were bound for, wrote to inform the authorities 
of the places to be passed en route and of tbe destination, and provided a guard to 
prevent pcoAilution and disturbances with the limits of Central India. We can, I 
would submit, not except British Police officers to do less than this; and though 
Beluchis are very unwelcome visitors, it appears hardly justifiable that they should 
be deported, without notice, to a neighbouring State, merely because the District 
Superintendent of Police wishes to spare his Police from the performance of one of 
their primary duties.

RESOLUTION. 

The usual statement showing the loss of human and anima l life 
caused by wild animals and venomous snakes, and the results of 
the measures adopted for the destruction of noxious animals and 
snakes during the year 1885, as compared with the previous year, is 
appended to this Resolution. The number of human lives lost rose 
from 22,426 to 22,907. Of these deaths, 2,7t>6 and 20,142 were 
caused by noxious animals and snakes, respectively, compared with 
2,796 and 19,629 in the year 1884. As in previous years, more than 
t^ee-fourths of the deaths occurred in the Lower Provinces of 
Bengal and in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh in which 
11,823 and 6,369 lives, respectively, are reported to have been lost. 
The animals which were most destructive to human life were 
tigers in Bengal, the Central Provinces, Assam and Madras, and 
wolves in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh. Under the head 
other animals,’* which accounted for 1,269 deaths, details are only 
furnished for Bengal, Bombay and the North-Western Provinces and 
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Oudh. In tlicse - Provinces it appears tliat C41 deaths were caused 
by jackals, 261 by ali^ators, crocodiles and sharks, and 99 by wild 
boars and pigs. The deaths caused by these auimals in the Lower 
Provinces alone amounted to 569, 222 and 79 respectively. In the 
Presidency and in the Ilajshuhye and Cooch Btshar Divisions, no loss 
than 247 and 137 deaths, resi)ectivcly, were caused by jackals. 

2. The reported loss of catth^ amounted to 69,029 against 19,(573 
in the preceding year. Of these 1,483 are. said to be due to snake-bite 
against 1,738 in the previous year. Tlicre is little variation in the 
figures of the several Proviiiet's rorapared with those of the year 
1884, except in Assam, whei’c tlte loss has risen from (1,070 to 11,187. 
This increase, however, the Chi«jf Commissioner remarks, is more 
apparent than real as it is due to the new system inlroduced in 1884 
of reporting deaths of cattle through the same agency and at the 
same time as vital statistics instead of leaving tliein to be separately 
recorded by the Polu!e. Tliere is, the Chief Commissioner stales, no 
reason to suppose that there has been any increase in the actual 
number of deaths. 'iigers, leopards and wolves are shown to 
have destroyed 24,961., 21,604 and 6,035 lu'ad of cattle respectively. 
The Provinces which appear to have svitfered the most heavy losses 
are Assam, Bengal, Madras and the North- VVtistern Piovinces and 
Oudh. The figures given cannot, however, repn‘sont the total 
loss of cattle. Many of the larg-'st grazing grounds, upon wliich 
tigers and leopards do most mischief, are sit uated miles away from 
any police station, and the graziers do not, during the months for 
which they take their cattle to graze, often leave the jungle for the 
town or village where there is a reiiorling station. 

3. There was a slight decline in the numlxu’ of wild animals des- 
troyed from 23,775 in the previous year to 23,679. 'Die decline w^as 
common to all the more (Icstructive animals exet'pt leopards. The 
numbers of animals kilh*d were 1,855 tigers, 1,871 hears and 6,278 
wolves, as compaml ■with 2,196, 1,997 ainl 6,706 in the year 1881. 
Fewer tigers were destroyed in Bengal and Madras, and fewer be.'irs 
and wolves in Bengal than in the previous ytiar. In the Ilesolution 
recorded on the statements for 1881 the Governor General in Council 
remarked that it would he eonvonient if future reports contained full 
particulars regarding the iiumlxu’ of lietMises granted under the Arms 
Act rules either for purposes of protectum of crops or deslruetiun 
of wild animals. This information has not boon given, in a com- 
plete or uniform ma>mer. The Government of J3ombay does not 
supply any figures, but remarks that “ licenses to carry arms for 
genuine sporting purposes and for i)rotectiori of crops have been 
liberally granted in all districts.” The Government of the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh gives uo information on the point. The. 
Governments of Madras, Bengal and Burma report that 3,839, 18,11(5 
and 693 licenses, respectively, were given during the year. In Assam 
the total number of licensed guns was 9,063 ; while in the Punjab 
and the Central Provintjcs the total number of licenses in force, in- 
cluding those granted in years previous to the year under report, were 
12,283 and 10,384 respectivcsly. The information re(|uircd in respect 
of such licenses is (1) the number grant(id during the year under 
report, (2) number granted in previous years and still in forc(;, and 
(3) totel number in force during the yeai*. The Governor General in 
Council desires that information should be given in the detail above 
specified, the figures being confined to licenses issued for the des- 
truction of wild animals and protection of crop.s. Tin? provisions of 
the Arms Act rules are favourable to the grunt of such licenses, 
which are current for a term of five years, and arc given without the 
payment of any fee. 

4. The number of snakes r(*.ported to have been killed is 420,044 
against 880,981 in the preceding year. The only provinces which 

E 
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again show a large dostructiou of snakes are Ilombay, Bengal, the 
North-Western Provinces and Oudh. and the Punjab. In the last 
mentioned Province there was a large falling oflF in the number of 
snakes killed from 74s355 in the year 3884 to 47,670 inthe^ear under 
review. The Local Govcjmment lias, therefore, impressed upon district 
hoards the necessity for taking more active steps for the destruction of 
these re{)tiles. 

6. The total sum paid in rewards amounted to Ks. 2,24,126 
against Ks. 2,46,525 in the previous year. It is noticed that in 
Gaujam between Ks. 4,000 aiul lls. 6,000 were paid away as rewards 
on skins ])roduc(jtl from Native States or from Orissa where it has been 
customary to return the skins upon which rewards have been paid. 
In addition to this sum fraudulently obtained, Rs. 3,193 wore dis- 
hurecd over the sanctioned amount in Ganjani. Skins of animals 
destroyed should either be retained by Govcrjiment on payment of the 
reward or so marked that they cannot be again produced for reward 
without a certainty of the fraud being detected. 

6. The Governor Gon(u*al in Council regwds that the general 
results of the year are not more satisfactory. Having rt‘gard to the 
remarks r(‘garding licenses for arms made at the close of pamgraph 3 
above, it may b(^ <!one,eded that t he want of success is to be attributed 
to the apathy and inaction of the. pciople thcmselv(!s particularly 
in the matter of the destriwlicm of snakes. District Ofr>cers and 
enlight<‘ned members of district boards can do much to im]>re8s upon 
the people the necessity of being more active in the matt(*r, and it is 
through their exertions only that any improv(‘ment can at present l>e 
cDVicted. His ICxeelhmcy in Council ho])es that Local Governments 
and Administrations will continue to imj»ress upon district officers the 
necessity for interesting themselves personally and strenuously in the 
prevention of the loss of life that is yearly caused by wild animals and 
snakes.

REPORTS ON THE STATE OP THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OP THE CROPS POR THE 

WEEK ENDING afth NOVEMBER 1886. 


• 

General Remarks.-— Except in Madras and in a few places in Bengal, Bombay and the 
Punjab, no rain has fallen in the country during the week under report. No reports have been 
received from Burma. 

The kharif harvest has been almost completed in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh 
and the Punjab, and has been finished in some places in Bombay and Rajputana. In the 
Central Provinces, Central India, Berar and Hyderabad, the crops continue in good condition. 
Geriferally the harvest promises to yield a good outturn in all parts of the country. In Madras, 
Mysore and Coorg the condition of the standing crops is satisfactory. 

The rice crop in Bombay, Bengal and Assam promises well. Cotton prospects in Bombay, 
the Central Provinces and Berar are good. 

In Bengal and the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, the poppy sowings are doing well. 
In the Central Provinces cloudy weather and heavy rains have injured the linseed crop which 
has been replaced by wheat in many parts. 

The rahi sowings are now approaching completion in most of the Provinces, and pros- 
pects are everywhere satisfactory. 

Fever and cholera continue in Bengal and there has been some mortality from the latter 
disease in Ajmcre. Elsewhere the public health continues s.alisfactory. 

Prices show an upward tendency in a few places in the l^unjab and have also slightly risen 
in Coorg. Elsewhere they arc generally steady.

Extract from the Proceedings of the Gtn<cmment of India, in the Revenue and Agricul- 
tural Department, [Meteorology). 

Read the following 

Summary of Weather Reports for the Month of October 1886. 

The high temperature, which obtained in the latter half of September over the 
whole of Central India and a large portion of the Bombay Presidency, ^ve way 
rapidly towards the beginning of October, and during the early part of this month 
the temperatui'e was considerably below the average. In the Punjab the tempera- 
ture remained much above the average during the first week, in all but the more 
eastern districts, and was .slightly below it throughout the rest of the month. 
On the whoje, October was rather a cool month over a large tract of country, 
extending from the Deccan across Central India to the more eastern districts of 
the North-Western Provinces ; also in the Central and Eastern Punjab, and at a 
few places in the south of the Peninsula ; more or les.s warm elsewhere. The ex- 
cess of temperature above the mean was greatest in Assam where it amounted 
to ^ 

Except on the North-West Himalaya, the atmospheric pressure was every- 
where more or less below the average, but in the Upper Provinces, Assam and 
Bengal, the differences were very small. The deficiency was greatest in Central 
India, Lower Sind, Guzerat, and the Konkan ; being more than a twentieth of 
an inch. 

The rainfall was considerably below the average in Northern Bengal, Assam, 
and Caohar, and little or no rain fell during the month in the Indus Valley and 
in Cutch. Elsewhere, over the whole of Northern and Central India as well as in 
the Peninsula, (excepting parts of the Carnatic and on the Bellary plateau), there 
was a general, and in some places a considerable, excess of rain. This was 
particularly the case in Behar, the North-Western Provinces, Central Ind’a, the 
Konkan, the Deccan, the Northern Circars and Orissa, where heavy rain fell 
in connection with several small barometric depressions, which were formed 
successively over the Bay of Bengal in the early part of the month, and travelled 
across the Peninsula or towards Central India. None of these storms was of any 
great violence, but they were of considerable intensity and of unusual frequency 
even for October.

2. The decrease on the Bajputana-Malwa Bailway was due to the number 
of cattle accidents having been only 77 against 128, or less by 61. Under 

Collisions between goods-trains or parts of goods-trains,” “ Ooods-trains or 
parts of goods-trains, engines, &c., leaving the rails,” and “ Failure of coup- 
lings ” the numbers rose by 6, 7 and 6 respectively. Under “ Fire at stations 
or involving injury to bridges or viaducts ” thcro were also 6 accidents against 
nil in the corresponding previous quarter. 

3. On the Southern Mahratta, South Indian and Oudh and Bohilkhand 
Railways the increase mainly took place under ” Trains running over cattle on 
the line.” 

4. On the North-Western Railway the number of cattle accidents and 
“Failures of Machinery, Springs, &c., of Engines” decreased by 23 and 16, 
and those of cases of “ The bursting of Boilers or I’ubes, &c., of Engines ” and 

Fire in Trains ” increased by 9 and 13 respectively. 

6. Of the decrease of 27 accidents on the Eastern Bengal Railway, 10 
occurred under “ Failure of Machinery, Springs, &c., of Engines,*’ and 6 under 
each of the heads “ Failure of couplings ’* and “ Other accidents.” 

6. The decrease on the Oawnporo-Achnera Railway principally took place 
under “ Trains running over cattle on the line,” and on the Madras and the Great 
Indian Peninsula Railways under " Trains running over cattle on the line ’* and 
“ Fire in Trains.’* The cattle accidents on these three lines numbered 16, 19 
and 30 against 29, 36 and 40, and the cases of “ Firo in Trains ” on the latter 
two lines 14 and 10 against 21 and 39 respectively. 

7 . On the Jorhat Railway the number of “Faflures of Machinery, 
Springs, &c., of Engines’* increased from 2 to 10, but under “ Failure of 
Wheels ” there is nil against 34 cases recorded under this head in the corre- 
sponding quarter of the previous year. 

8. On tho Bengal and North-Western Railway there is no noticeable 
difference under any particular class of accidents. 
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9. Tile casualties resulting from accidents to trains, &c., wen;, among 
pas seng ers and others, 8 killed and 20 injured against 1 killed and 2 injured, 
andVmong servants, 2 killed and 16 injured ag^st 6 injured. Of the total 
casualties, 7 passengers were injured by a collision which twk place on the 24th 
May 1886 between a down passenger-train and a down goods-train at the 
distant signal i\t Patna, East Indian llailway, in consequence of the latter train 
not having been protected by the guard in terms of General llule No. 79. 
At the Pliagwara Station, North-Western Bnilivay, 7 passengers were very 
slightly hurt by a collision between a down goods and an up mail-train on the 
14th May 1886, owing to the former having been turned into a wrong siding. 
On the 2l8t May 1886 3 passengers were killed and 5 passengers and 1 ballast- 
^jooly injured on the Eastern Bengal Railway at Habra by a collision between 
a down-train and a ballast-train standing on the siding, anci on the Great Indian 
Peninsula llailway a wagon of a ballast-train was derailed at Xha])!! on the 
24th April 1886, while being taken to the loop siding, through tlie points not 
being carefully attended to, and 2 men and 3 women, who jumped out of 
the wagon through fright, were slightly injured.

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11. The number of cattle accidents decreased from 491 to 426, or by 66. 
Tliey were most numerous on the Kajpiitana-Malwa Railway, being 77 or 18 
per cent, of the total ; but as compared with the corresponding previous <iuurtor, 
there has been a decrease of 51 accidents or 40 per cent. The lines which come 
next in order are the Eastern Bengal, South Indian and Oudli and Rohilkhand, 
the accidents numbering 63, 48 and 42 respectively. 

12. Of the 27 eases of “ bursting of boilers or tubes, &c., of engines,’* 19 
occurred on tlus North-Western Ihiilway alone. 

13. The number of “ 3<’ailures of maeliincry, springs, &c., of engines” de- 
creased from 59 to 41, owing, it appears, to there being only 8 cases against 2G 
recorded in the corresponding previous quarter on the North-Western Railway, 
and 5 against 15 on the Eastern Bengal Railway. The largest number of 
accidents of this class occurred on the Jorhat Railway, being 10, or 24 percent, 
of the total. 

14. It is noteworthy that no case of “ Failure of w heels ” is reported during 
the quarter under review ; wdiereas in the corresponding period of the previous 
year, 35 cases w('re recorded under this head. Out of this number, 84, as already 
noticed, occurred on the Jorhat Railway. 

16. There were 34 cases of “ Failure of couplings,” of which 10 cases 
were reported on the Rajputana-Malw'a Railway and 12 on the North-West- 
ern. 


16. The number of cases of Fire in trains ” was the largest on the North- 
West('ra Railw'ay, being 52 out of a total of 92, and 13 over the numlxa* re- 
ported in the corre^sponding period of 1885. On the Groat Indian Feninsula 
Railw ay, the number has dimiuished from 39 to 10. In the total there is a 
decrease of 29 accidents. 

17. The accidents classed as “ Other accidents ” numbered 47 against 
71, the largest number, 20, being returned by the Bombay, Baroda and 
Central India Railway.

REPORTS ON THE STATE OF THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS FOR THE 

WEEK ENDING xst DECEMBER 1886. 


•General Remarks.— The rainfall of the past week has been chiefly confined to Bombay and 
Bengal, though in a few places in the Punjab, the Central Provinces and Rajputana, slight showers 
are reported. Elsewhere the week has been rainless. No reports have been received from 
Madras, Mysore, Coorg, and Hyderabad. 

The kharif harvest, which has been completed in the Punjab, is still in progress in Bombay, 
the North- We.stern Provinces and Oudh, the Central Provinces and Rajputana, though in most 
places reaping has been finished. The prospects of the harvest continue generally satisfactory. 

The rice crop is being reaped in Bombay, the Central Provinces, Bengal, Assam and Burma. 
In the Central Provinces some reaped rice has been injured by rain, but in Bengal an excellent 
outturn is anticipated, and in Assam, Burma and Bombay the liarve.st promises v/ell. 

Poppy in Bengal and the North-Western Provinces and Oudh is thriving. 

Rahi sowings have been completed in most places and the prospects of the crops are every- 
where very favourable. 

The public health continues unsatisfactory In Bengal, but in other Provinces it is generally 
good. 

Prices are generally steady everywhere except in the Punjab, wherq they are still rising in 
four districts.

Whereas by Indian Act No. XIII of 1854 
intituled An Act to repeal Act No. VI of 1S52 
and to make provision for defraying the cost of 
the Light-house on Pedra Branca and for main- 
taining the same and also a Floating Light estab- 
lished in the Straits of Malacca to the West of 
Singapore and for the establishment and main- 
tenance of such further Lights in or near the 
said Straits as may be deemed expedient,*’ it 
was, among other things, enacted that it should 
be lawful for the Governor-General of India in 
Council, from time to time, tn raise the tolls 
payable under the said Act in respect of all 
vessels passing “ I'he Straits' Lights,” to any 
amount not exceeding the amount in the said 
Act specified : And Whereas by Ordinance 
No. II of 1867, the y)()wers vested by the said 
Act in the Governor-General of India in Coun- 
cil were vested in the Governor in Council of 
the Straits Settlements ; And Whereas it is ex- 
pedient to raise the tolls payable under the said 
Indian Act.

REPORTS dN THE STATE OF THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS FOR THE 

WEEK ENDING 7th DECEMBER 1886. 

General Remarks. — Except in Madras and in Sind, where there were light showers, the 
week under report has been rainless. 

In Bombay, the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, the Punjab, the Central Provinces and 
Rajputana, kharif operations have been practically completed and threshing has commenced in 
places. In Berar, Hyderabad and Central India the harvest is still in progress and promises well. 
In M^idras, Mysore and Coorg the standing crops continue in good condition and prospects are 
favourable. 

Rice is being reaped in Bombay, the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, the Central 
Provinces, Bengal, Assam and Burma. Tlie crop is reported good and ift Bengal the awaw harvest 
is expected to yield an excellent outturn. 

Cotton-picking in Berar and coffee-picking in Coorg continue. 

Poppy in Bengal and the North-Western JVoxinces and Oudh is thriving. 

^ sowings have been completed in most Provinces, and the crops, which are coming up 

well, promise favourably t‘verywh(Te. 

^ Fever and cholera <tre .still very prevalent in Bengal, but elsewhere the public health is 
satisfactory. 

Prices continue to rise in five districts in the Punjab but are generally stationary elsewhere. 
Rice in Bengal is considiTably cheaper than last year.

Up to Riso^these orders will be available 
for sums in even Rupees ; beyond that limit the order 
must be for sums whiih are multiples of Rio. 

4. Under existing rules a private message can be 
added by the remitter to the telegram advising the remit- 
tance on payment of the prescribed separate charges. 
This will not "be permissible under these revised rules. 

5. 3‘ho remitter will not be able in future to prepay a 
reply from the payee acknowledging the remittance ; but 
he will obtain the ordinary money tirder acknowledgment 
by post.

6. The amount of a foreign money order expressed 
in sterling can l»c telegraphed, as at prcscnl, lo Btmibay, 
Vhence tlie order will be communicated by post lo the 
foreign country of p.-iynient^ The limit of value for asin- 
(|lc foreign money order expressed in sterling and tele- 
graphed aK .'ibovc will be raised to £40, and no such 
money ordf*r may be for less than or contain a fraction 
of £\.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND 
REASONS. 

The primary object of this 'Bill is to amend 
section 312 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 
1882, the Hon'bic the Chief justice and Judges 
of the High Court at Fort William having repre- 
sented that, as the law at ]>resent stands, owing 
to the numerous absences from Calcutta of gen- 
tlemen whose names are on the special jury list, 
and to, the necessity of excusing special jurors 
from attendance on sufficient grounds, it is found 
necessary to summon the same gentlemen very 
frequently, to their manifest inconvenience and 
to serious interference with their business avoc- 
ations. 

2. A Bill to amend the Code having thus 
become necessary, the opportunity has been 
taken to cure a defect which has been no'ticed 
by the Government of Bombay in the definition 
of the expression “ Officer in charge of a Police- 
station.”

The kharif crop which has been harvested in most I’rovinces is now being threshed. In 
Berar, Hyderabad, and in parts of Bombay and the Central Provinces, where the harvest is still 
in progress, prospects are ^fav«mrable In Madras, Mysore and Coorg, the condition of the 

standing crops is satisfactory. ^ 

The rice crop, which is being harvested in Bombay, Bengal, the Centnal Provinces, Burn.a and 

Assam, is reported good. 

Cotton-picking continues in Berar, In Bombay the crop has been damaged in places by 
excessive r£iin. 

Poppy continues to thrive in Bengal and the North-Western Provinces a"d Oudh.

RESOLUTION — ^Bjr the Governraont of ludia, Department of Finance and Commerce. 

The President of the Pinanoo Committee having reported to the Govern- 
ment of India that, in accordance with the instructions conveyed in Pinaheial 
Department No. 3397, dated 29th September, and No. 4745, dated, 17th Decem- 
ber, the Committee have m:ule arrangements for the submission of their final 
report and have dissolved, it becomes necessary to arrange for the completion 
of enquiries in certain branches of the administration which have been insti- 
tuted by the Committee, but for the prosecution and completion of which it 
is not necessary that so numerous a body as the Pinance Committee should be 
retained. 

2. The Government of India will dispose of the recommendations of the 
Committee in regard to the Provincial Contracts and such other subjects as can 
be disposed of on the reports already submitted. Hut the Government is not 
in a position to carry out effectively, without further aid, certain other of the 
enquiries which are at present in various staiges of advanccraeht, and which 
from their importance need the whole time and attention of the officers 
engaged in them. His Excellency in Council has, therefore, decided to avail 
himself for a further term of the services of Mr. C. A. Elliott, Chief Commis- 
sioner of Assam and late PrCvsident of the Pinance Committee ; to appoint him, 
while engaged on these further enquiries, Pinance Commissioner with the 
Government of India ; and to appoint Colonel Pilgate and Mr. Bliss to be on 
special duty with the Pinance Commissioner with the Government of India 
for the purpose of assisting him in completing the enquiries confided to him. 
Mr. Elliott will act under the instructions of the Government of India in the 
Pinancial Department as to the subjects to which his attention is to be directefl, 
and will arrange, in communication with that Department, the order in 
which they shall be taken up, the mode in which the enquiries are to be pur- 
sued, and all other matters connected with the work entrusted to him. It will 
be understood that in all such enquiries Mr. Elliott and his Colleagues are 
acting on Ixdialf and with the authority of the Government of India in the 
Pinancial Department. It is the intention of His Excellency in Council that 
their labours should be directed to the completion of enquiries which have been 
instituted by the Committee and are actually in progress, and it will not, save 
in exceptional cases, (which will be subject to the limits within which, in para- 
graph 3 of the Resolution No. 649, dated 10th Pebruary 1886, the Pinance 
Committee were instructed to confine themselves) bd necessary for them to 
enter upon the examination of branches of the administration other than those 
to which the Committee have directed their attention. 

Mr. S. Jacob will be deputed to act as Secretary to the Pinance Com- 
missioner with the Government of India ; and replies to any letters issued by 
the Secretary, Pinance Committee, which have not been answered up to date, 
should be addressed to him in that capacity.

The Hon’ble Sir Theodore Hope moved that the Bill to regulate the 
supply of electricity for lighting and other purposes be referred to a Select 
Committee consisting of the Hon’ble Messrs. Peile, Scoble and Steel, the 
Hon’ble Pe^ri Mohan Mukerji and the Mover, 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

CRIMINAL PROCEDURE CODE AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Scoble moved for leave to introduce a Bill to amend 
the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1882. He said;— 

“ This is a Bill which owes its origin to representations made by the Chief 
Justice and the Judges of the High Court of Calcutta that the present consti- 
tution of the special jurors list occasions considerable inconvenience to the 
gentlemen who are liable to be called upon to serve as special jurors at the 
criminal sessions here. As the law now stands, under section 312, the names of 
not more than two hundred persons shall at any one time be inserted in the 
special jury list. It has been found, in consequence of the fluctuating character 
of a portion of the population of Calcutta who are entitled to be entered in 
the special jury list, that the operation of this section presses very heavily 
upon many classes ; and it is proposed that, instead of only two hundred persons 
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being eligible to be entered in the special jury list, not more than four hundred 
shall be eligible for entry in that list. The Judges state that this will enable the 
special jurors. to be empanelled from time to time without causing any inconve- 
nience to any class, and that the addition of a possible two hundred thore to 
this list of those already liable to serve as special jurors will not in any way in- 
terfere with the efficiency of the common jury list. The main clause of this 
Bill provides therefore for the substitution of * four hundred ’ for ‘two hundred ’ in 
section 312 of the Criminal Procedure Code. 

“It having been considered desirable to introduce a Bill for the purpose of 
thus enlarging the special jury list in Calcutta, a reference was made to the 
High Courts in Madras and Bombay, and they intimated that, although the/ 
considered the working of the present law for those Presidency-towns was satis- 
factory, they saw no inconvenience whatever in the proposed alteration, as it 
would give them, if occasion should arise, an opportunity for a similar enlarge- 
ment of the special jury list in Madras and Bombay. 

" The second point to which the Bill refers is a small matter, winch has, 
nevertheless, created some practical inconvenience. It arises on a definition 
in the interpretation-clause, section 4, of the Criminal Procedure' Code. In that 
section ‘ police-station ’ is defined to mean ‘ any post declared, generally 
or specially, by the Local Government to be a police-station for the purposes of 
this Code, and includes any local area specified by the Local Government in 
this behalf. ’ 

“ I understand that as a matter of fact the local area included under the 
definition of ‘ police-station ’ very often includes the whole of a taluq, and in 
some cases extends over a considerable district of many square miles in extent. 
That in itself would not be a reason for altering the definition of ' police- 
station ’ were it not that in the latter part of the clause the definition of ^ officer in 
charge of a police-station ’ provides that only when the officer in charge of the 
police-station is absent therefrom or unable from illness to perform his duties, the 
police-officer present at the police-station who is next in rank to such officer and 
is above the rank of constable, or, when the Local Government so directs, any 
other police-officer so present shall perform those duties. When the officer in 
charge of a police-station, as frequently happens, is going round his district, 
within the local area included under the term ‘ station,’ it frequently happens 
that applications are made at the station-house which require immediate 
attention, and which cannot be attended to by the officer next in rank, who 
is technically not in charge of the station according to the strict construction 
of the clause. It is clear, therefore, that it is desirable that the definition 
should be so altered as to provide that when the head officer in charge is 
travelling within the limits of his local area on duties connected with the 
police, the police-officer next in rank present at the police-station should be 
able to act for him. The second section of this Bill will have the effect of 
removing that difficulty, by so altering this definition in the interpretation- 
clause that the chief police-officer actually present at the station-house will 
be able to perform the duties of the officer in charge of the police-station when 
that officer is absent from the station-house w'ithin the limits of his own juris- 
diction on duty.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Scoule also introduced the Bill. 

The Hon’blc Mr. SCOBI.E also moved that the Bill and Statement of 
Objects and Reasons be published in the Gazette of India in English and in the 
local official Gazettes in English and in such other languages as the Local Gov- 
ernments think fit. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Council adjourned to Friday, the 7th January, 1887.

REPORTS UN THE STATE OP THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS FOR THE 

WEEK ENDING md DECEMBER 1886. 


General Remarks.— There has been slight but seasonable rain during the pa.st week in the 
Madras Presidency and the Deccan, and local showers in Central India, l^ajputana, and Hyder- 
abad. 

Some damage has been occasioned by the late heavy rains in a few districts of Madras and 
Bombay, while in the western districts of the North-Western Provinces more rain would be bene- 
ficial, but on the whole the rabi crops are in good condition and promise well. In the Punjab 
rain is much needed to complete the rabi sowings. 

Harvesting of the kharif crops continues in progress in the Bombay districts and Hyderabad, 
and the winter rice is being reaped in Burma, Bengal, and Assam with prospects of a fair outturn. 
Elsewhere the autumn harvest has been completed. 

Prices arc rising in parts of the Punjab and arc generally steady ehsewhere. 

Cholera and fever are still prevalent in Bengal, though less severe, and smallpox exists in 
Madras, Bombay, and at Peshawar. Elsewhere the public health is fair. 

Cattle-disease is reported from Madras, Bombay, Burma and most of the dther provinces, but 
is nowhere serious.
